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Fairway to heaven: The rise of rock-and-roll golf

Since the inception of the $6.2 bil- 
lion Central Artery/Third Harbor 
Tunnel project, state officials have 
been quick to publicize the plethora 
of contracts awarded to local con- 
tractors. Here’s one you can bet the 
Massachusetts Highway Depart- 
ment’s public-relations division won’t 
be including in its steady stream of 
press releases. 

Buried among the legal notices in 
the Boston Herald and the Boston 
Globe this week is an invitation to bid 
on “coffee services.” The invitation, 











under the Mass Highway logo, is is- 
sued by Bechtel/Parsons Brinckerhoff, the 
engineering behemoth that the state has 
hired to manage the project. 

The notice requests that those vying for 
the two-year contract include references 
from three companies with more than 500 
employees. 

“It’s almost like in-house catering,” the 
project’s Ron Radlow told a reporter pos- 
ing as an interested vendor. “I wouldn’t 
pass up the opportunity.” 

The chosen vendor would equip numer- 
ous coffee stations at project headquarters 
at One South Station, offices at 185 Knee- 
land Street, and various field offices. “It’s 
free to the employees of the project,” Rad- 
low said. The contract award is expected 
to be worth tens of thousands of dollars to 
the winner. 

Though some might argue that state 
and federal taxpayers shouldn’t have to 
pick up the project’s coffee tab, perhaps 
state highway officials see it as a cost-sav- 
ing measure. With the multibillion-dollar 
artery/tunnel project already more than 
three years behind schedule, this may be 
just the jolt it needs to get back on track. 


THRILLOF 
THE BRILL 


For six months, the darkened door at 15 
West Street was a constant reminder that 
this historic building lacked a tenant. The 
innovative dinners served by Cornucopia, 
which ended its decade-long run at the ad- 
dress last December when it moved to the 
Waterfront, were only the most recent of 
many noteworthy events to take place 
there. Nathaniel Hawthorne was married 
at number 15. Author and social critic 
Margaret Fuller delivered early feminist 
lectures in the building, located a half- 
block from Boston Common. And Ralph 
Waldo Emerson published the Dial, the 
bible of Transcendentalism, from the two- 
story edifice. 

History marches on, however, and to a 
decidedly hip tune at that. A new restau- 


| rant, the West Street Grill, opened for 


business in the old building a couple of 
weeks ago. Manager Charlie Robinson 
hopes the late-night bar crowd the grill has 
already drawn will help define the restau- 
rant’s identity. 

“A lot of restaurants in the city have a 
theme-park mentality. You have to gear 
yourself up before you go in,” he says. 
“We wanted this place to be simple 
enough for people to bring their own par- 
ty. We'll adjust the music to people as they 
come in.” 

Cornucopia fans will notice some 
changes to the interior: there’s more ex- 
posed brick and a longer, mahogany bar. 
Gone, too, are Cornucopia’s trademark 
bar stools, but it’s difficult to imagine 
many tears being shed over their loss: the 
boxy, hardwood stools were attractive to 
look at, but brutal on your keister. 

Robinson, formerly of Hamersley’s 


Bistro, the Blue Room, the East Coast 
Grill, and Rocco’s, thinks the restaurant- 
bar’s location can work to its advantage 
— ironic, since Cornucopia’s manage- 
ment mentioned the dark alleys and prox- 
imity to the Combat Zone as prime rea- 
sons for leaving. He envisions crowds of 
with-it downtown denizens prowling the 
desolate, slightly seedy street the way 
night owls in Manhattan flock to clubs in 
the Big Apple’s warehouse districts. 
“We’re deliberately not doing a lot of 
press, which tends to bring in a suburban 
crowd,” he says. “We want to be a not- 
too-well-kept secret.”

THE CHANGING 
OF THE GREEN 


It’s not been two years since New York 
Times sportswriters Filip Bondy and Har- 
vey Araton, in their The Selling of the 
Green, slam-dunked the Boston Celtics for 
their historically whiter-than-the-league- 
norm roster. 

But recent developments indicate a fast- 
break from Celtic tradition. Last week, 
when the team drafted African-American 
center Acie Earl and signed Croatian for- 
ward Dino Radja, it left the Celtics without 
an American-born Caucasian player for

the first time in their 47-year history. Of 
the 1992-’93 team’s white members, 
Kevin McHale has retired and Joe Kleine 
has filed for unrestricted free-agency. 

That leaves a projected roster of eight 
blacks, one Bahamian (Rick Fox), one 
Egyptian-American (Alaa Abdelnaby), and 
one Croatian. The 12th-man slot, tradi- 
tionally a refuge for pale-skinned journey- 
men, remains up for grabs, though re- 
turnees John Bagley and Lorenzo 
Williams, both black, are considered early 
front-runners. 

Araton chalks up the development as 
half progress and half coincidence. He 
credits the forward-looking stewardship of 
Dave Gavitt, who three years ago took 
over as the team’s senior executive vice- 
president. “I think Gavitt understands that 
black culture is not so repulsive to white 
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suburbans anymore,” Araton says. 
Not only that, but Acie Earl can sure

HEADLINE 
OES HERE) 


With the possible exception of the 
Sulzberger family, no one in newspaper 
publishing seems to have deeper pockets 
than Fidelity Investment’s Community 
Newspaper Community (CNC). The chain 
of 70 local newspapers, most of them 
weeklies — which is trying to create a 
suburban advertising alternative to the 
Boston Globe — recently announced a se- 
ries of top-level hires. 

First it plucked two executives — Mark 
O’Neil and Lisa Comins — from the rival 
Harte Hanks newspaper chain to serve as 
CEO and advertising director of the re- 
cently acquired Beacon Newspapers. Also 
joining the swelling CNC family are for- 
mer Time-magazine circulation director 
David Parker and Harvard Business 
School graduate David Weil to serve as 
CNC’s circulation marketing director and 
associate publisher, respectively. (Weil 
also served as publisher of the Daily 
Princetonian, the college newspaper where 
CNC president Bill Elfers cut his newspa- 
per teeth.) 

But for all its high-priced horsepower, 
CNC still hasn’t quite gotten the hang of 
this synergistic-publishing-empire thing. 
An article in the June 24 issue of the 
CNC-owned Danvers Herald noted: 
“Eighty-five percent of Community News- 
paper readers responding to a recent sur- 
vey — including those of (Insert the name 
of your paper) — feel that everyone 
should have a right to a basic level of 
health care, even if they cannot afford in- 
surance.” 

Ah, the pitfalls of corporate community 
journalism. A CNC spokesman wasn’t sure 
how many of the company’s weeklies in- 
cluded the generic “Insert the name of 
your paper” line, but a quick check indi- 
cated the snafu was not universal.

TARGETING 
THE RIGHT 


Prompted by a rise in the religious 
right’s anti-gay political activism in New 
England, the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force has decided to open a regional 
office for its Fight the Right project in 
Cambridge this September. 

“The big picture is that Oregon and 
Colorado are not unique situations,” says 
Richard Wood, an NGLTF spokesman, 
referring to states where anti-gay mea- 
sures have been successful. “The religious 
right is attacking gay men, lesbians, and 





bisexuals around the country, and we need 
to be there taking the offensive.” 

NGLTF has hired veteran activist Sue 
Hyde to develop the New England branch 
of the project. “I think a lot of people 
don’t think New England is particularly 
fertile territory for the religious right,” 
says Hyde. “But in Maine, Rhode Island, 
and New Hampshire, not only are those 
states more hospitable to right-wing ex- 
tremists, but the right wing has been orga- 
nizing.” 

Religious-right activists, says Hyde, 
were..instrumental in the recent failure of 
Rhode Island legislation that would have 
provided civil-rights protections to the 
state’s gay men, lesbians, and bisexuals. 
Other efforts are also disturbing to ac- 
tivists. 

“Petitions are being gathered right now 
on a state-wide anti-gay ballot initiative for 
Maine in 1994,” she says. “In New Hamp- 
shire, after the Portsmouth City Council 
defeated the gay-rights ordinance last 
month, a group of right-wingers started to 
move forward on an anti-gay ordinance 
there.” More immediately, voters in Lewis- 
ton, Maine, will face a ballot question this 
November that could overturn the civil- 
rights protections afforded lesbians, gay 
men, and bisexuals there. 

The task force envisions that the office 
will work with existing local organizations, 
Woods says. “We’re committing ‘more re- 
sources to our Fight the Right projects as 
the religious right continues to target the 
lesbian-gay-and-bisexual community for 
its hate-filled attacks. For that reason, 
we’re committed to working with grass- 
roots activists around the country fighting 
the right at ground zero.”

ANIMAL 
WRONGS =. 


Animal-rights activists around the coun- 
try say they are under the microscope of 
federal grand juries and law-enforcement 
agencies. Officials say they are simply try- 
ing to solve six break-ins at universities 
doing animal research during which labo- 
ratory animals were removed and research 
equipment destroyed. But “the investiga- 
tive tactics are repressive and go beyond 
the scope of routine investigations,” says 
Cres Bellucci, of the Activists Legal De- 
fense Project (ALDP). 

At Michigan State University, site of a 
February 1992 raid by the clandestine Ani- 
mal Liberation Front (ALF), one student 
believes she was subpoenaed merely for 
speaking out for animal rights. California 
activist Jonathan Paul recently spent 158 
days in jail for refusing to talk about his 
former roommate, Rodney Coronado, a 
suspect in other ALF raids. 

Animal activists argue that taxpayers 
shouldn’t fund university research meant 
to support the pharmaceutical business or 
fur farming. “Most illnesses, caused by 
industrial poisons and unhealthy 
lifestyles, are better solved by prevention 
than by ‘magic pills’ tested on animals,” 
says California activist Steve Tiger. And 
“animals raised on fur farms are inten- 
sively confined, then killed by barbaric 
methods like gassing or electrocution,” 
says Amy Bertsch, of the Washington- 
based People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals. 

The FBI wants PETA — long suspected 
of close association with the ALF — to 
turn over lists of its employees and volun- 
teers, and has subpoenaed seven staffers. 
But “our suffering at the hands of the feds 
is nothing compared to what animals en- 
dure at America’s farms and research fa- 
cilities,” says Bertsch. Their endurance 
seems to be turning the tide: Oregon State 
University, site of a 1991 raid, will aban- 
don fur research this summer, saying it 


can no longer afford it.

he Reduced Shake- 
speare Company has 
the ability to reduce 
you, all right — to 
sophomoric glee and 
helpless laughter. These three Ham- 
lets in hightops, who hail from some- 
where near Stratford-on-Big-Sur, 
claim to run a buzzsaw through the 
complete works of Shakespeare in 
less than two hours. In fact, some of 
the plays, the luckier ones, get short 
shrift, with Hamlet suffering the most 
slings and arrows of tomfoolery (in- 
cluding the appearance of a paternal 
ghost reminiscent of Casper). But all 
in all, the California RSC — not on 
your life to be confused with the oth- 
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er one — proves that brevity, if not 
exactly in this case the soul of wit, 
can indeed be pretty funny. 

Wit, you see, is not what the Re- 
duced Shakespeare Company is toss- 
ing out — like its forebears without 
the classical pretensions, the Three 
Stooges, this trio lobs a lower ball. I 
mean, there’s a lot of nyuck-nyuck 
here, and at one point in the proceed- 
ings, Hamlet actually announces, “It 
is I, Omelet the Cheese Danish,” 
which makes no sense from either a 
Bardic or a breakfast standpoint. 
Still, the triumvirate of Adam Long, 
Reed Martin, and Austin Tichenor, 
performing material first cooked up 
by Long, Jess Borgeson, and Daniel 
Singer, can be hilarious in their 
groundling-pleasing antics, achieving 
the comic anarchy, if not the pin- 
flinging poetry, of their other close 
relatives, the Flying Karamazov 
Brothers. 

Not surprisingly, The Complete 
Works of Shakespeare (Abridged) was 
a runaway hit in England. The Brits, 
after all, have an intimate acquain- 
tance with Shakespeare, like to think 
Americans flaky and freewheeling, 
produced Monty Python and the Car- 
ry On movies, and are the country- 
men of Michael Green, whose The 
Art of Coarse Acting the Reduced 
Shakespeare Company, at its zany, 
unruly best, embodies. Laid-back yet 
hammy, insolent yet endearing, and 
making no pretense of actual artistry 
beyond the pratfall and balloon 
bazoom, these guys must have 
seemed like the jumping frogs of 
Calaveras County amid the lily pads 
of the Thames. 

Certainly what they lack in sophisti- 
cation they make up in sheer momen- 
tum, flinging wigs, costumes, props, 


| and puppeis, not to mention zingers 
| and themsclves, every which way, as 
they endeavor to penetrate the conun- 


drums of tie Bard. And don’t think 
there’s no «ducational value here — 
in the beginning, having announced

the holy mission of ousting Gideon, in 
favor of Shakespeare, from every mo- 
tel room in America, the RSC supplies 
some background about its subject. 
Regrettably, the Bard’s history gets 
somehow mixed up with Hitler’s. Still, 
it’s nice to know that Shakespeare, 
and not the Earl of Oxford, invaded 
Poland and committed suicide with 
Eva Braun. 

It’s also nice to have someone infa- 
mous to blame for the travesty afoot 
here: Long’s conviction 
(dubbed by his cohort, in 
a monumental display of 
pots calling the kettle black, as “ado- 
lescent”) that all of Shakespeare’s 
heroines wear hideous wigs and vom- 
it in the direction of the audience be- 
fore dying; a puppet dumb show to 
“catch the conscience of the king” in 
which the royal love term “Squidgy” 
pops up; a hilariously slo-mo, flash-lit 
death scene for Polonius; and a bal- 
cony scene featuring a staggering hu- 
man balcony, not to mention a 
Romeo and Juliet who make most 
renditions of “Pyramus and Thisby” 
look like Masterpiece Theatre. Best, 
or perhaps most barbarous, of all is 
the bloody Titus Andronicus per- 
formed as a cooking show (next 
week’s guest chef, Jeffrey Dahmer). 

As for shoehorning the entire 
Shakespearean canon into one pack- 
age, there are a few cheats. Timon of 
Athens barely rates a mention, and 
Lear is reduced to a cameo in the 
grand football game that encompass- 
es the histories. (A 15-yard-penalty is 
invoked, in his case, for having a “fic- 
tional character on the field.”) All 16 
comedies (including the late ro- 
mances) are boiled into one that, with 
its various sets of identical twins and 
sets of suitors, starts to sound like 
Seven Brides for Seven Brothers. But 
as one of the RSC-ers breezily re- 
marks, “Shakespeare’s tragedies are a 
lot funnier than his comedies.” 

So on to the laff fest of Hamlet, to 
which, in increasingly pared-down

deconstructions, The Complete 
Works’ entire second half is devoted. 
Long — an alternately agitated and 
bewildered cross between Mark Linn- 
Baker and Tommy Smothers — is 
supposed to be putting his by-now- 
familiar wig-and-barf gloss on Ophe- 
lia but is, at one point, too emotional- 
ly drained (or just plain pooped) to 
go on. Which leads to perhaps the 
evening’s most surreal display, a 
Penn-and-Teller-esque assault on the 
audience which, 
sheeplike or punch- 
drunk, plays along with 
representing, variously, Ophelia, her 
id, and her superego. There is even a 
small boy (the RSC welcomes, and 
gloriously plays off, intrusion by chil- 
dren) conscripted into service: his job 
is to sprint about as Ophelia’s pint- 
size ego without being funnier than 
the paid actors. Probably, if he is, 
those big, menacing, bloomer-clad 
yahoos won’t pay for his therapy. 

As for the RSC players, they go 
Hamlet one better, speaking-the- 
speech-I-pray-you trippingly off not 
only the tongue but any other ap- 
pendage they can use as a banana 
peel. Tichenor is the mock straight 
man, the earnestly waffling Hamlet 
and telegenic Titus. Imposing skin- 
head Reed can turn either menacing 
or foolish in a blink, and he sports 
such extraneous — though impressive 
— skills as the ability to eat fire and 
boing out the William Tell Overture 
on his neck. But the piéce de résis- 
tance is Long, his jumpy schoolboy 
energy making a homely hash of 
Shakespeare’s heroines, his all-Ameri- 
can airhead ingenuousness revving 
this breakneck lampoon into some- 
thing like Will sans Ted’s Excellent 
Adventure. Q

NET LOSS 


It embarrasses me that my mother, 
who subscribes to the Phoenix and to 
whom I have gushed about the Inter- 
net, will read about it in J.C. Herz’s 
article “Netheads” (“Cyberculture,” 
Arts, June 25). Far from being just a 
playground for cyberpunk wanna-bes 
to give vent to their nerdy fantasies, 
the Internet is a network of computer 
networks originally sponsored by the 
Defense Advanced Research Projects 
Agency (DARPA) as a worldwide sci- 
entific research tool. 

Perhaps on alt.cyberpunk (the dis- 
cussion group about cyberpunk cul- 
ture) participants stoop to the adoles- 
cent affectation of pseudonyms like 
“Doctor Nuke,” but if Herz had hung 
out for a while in rec.music, classi- 
cal.guitar, or alt.politics.usa.constitu- 
tion, she would have found intelligent, 
informative discussions among — yes! 
— adults who use their real names. 

There is no better source for hard- 
to-find technical information than the 
Internet. If it can be known, someone 
out there knows it, particularly infor- 
mation related to computers, natch. 
Want to interface a vintage DEC 
PDP-11 to a non-standard I/O card, 
but find that the voltage levels on 
connector pin 27 are not feeding you 
the control signals the specs said they 
would? Post to comp.sys.dec, and 
you'll have 10 responses by dinner- 
time. Not that the Internet is the ex- 
clusive province of techno-geeks — 
just browse for a while in alt.sex- 
-bondage or rec.bicycles.racing. 

The point is that the Internet is 
huge and diverse. Like New York 
City or the Grand Canyon, no matter 
how much someone has heard about 
it beforehand, the first reaction upon 
experiencing it directly is invariably 
“My God, it’s big!” With more than 
2000 discussion groups covering ev- 
ery conceivable topic of interest, the 
Internet connects an enormous range 
of users, many of whom are only 
dimly aware of one another, and 
whose only common characteristic is 
some form of access to the Net. 

This diversity is not reflected at all 
in Herz’s description of the Internet 
as an “electronic clubhouse,” one 
populated by outcast 19-year-old cy- 
berweenies at that. And I have never, 
ever heard anyone refer to himself, 
herself, or anyone else as a “nethead.”

ART OF SPEECH 

In your June 25 letters column, 
Mary Haller, of the MIT Office of the 
Arts, alleges I made “misstatements” 
to the Phoenix in connection with 
“The Public Patron,” a conference on 
arts funding offered at MIT on June 
18 and 19. Speaking on behalf of the 
Boston Coalition for Freedom of Ex- 
pression (BCFE), I had raised ques- 
tions about what we took to be a lack 
of female and minority participation. 
I suggested that the forum underrep- 
resented artists and failed to address 
a number of pertinent issues. 

My remarks were based entirely on 
the information Ms. Haller’s office 
chose to make available to us after I 
requested additional information in an 
April 29 letter to conference organizer 
Mark Palmgren. Although fully aware 
of our concerns, MIT neither offered 





nor delivered any further information, 
and never indicated to us that any 
would be forthcoming. The May 20 
press release Ms. Haller claims was 
“circulated nationwide” was never 
brought to our attention, and Mau- 
reen Dezell, whose account of the sit- 
uation (“Artful Dodge,” This Just In, 
June 4) was, under the circumstances, 
thoroughly fair, was unaware of it 
when she interviewed me May 31. 

In fact, information about the con- 
ference had what best could be de- 
scribed as spotty local circulation. To 
some, it seemed as if the MIT Office 
of the Arts considered local artists, 
arts administrators, and arts advocates 
of such marginal importance that to 
solicit their support and to keep them 
informed would be an exercise in 
provincialism. MIT’s publicity com- 
bined inflated claims with an invitation 
to pay what many considered a stiff 
gate fee. As a result, key members of 
the Boston arts community stayed 
away in significant numbers. 

The BCFE was pleased to see that 
a few more female panelists, artists, 
and members of racial minorities had 
been recruited. Many who attended, 
however, thought most of the BCFE’s 
criticisms remained justified. The 
complete lack of openly lesbian or gay 
participants was rather outrageous 
considering the nature of most right- 
wing assaults on subsidized art. And 
no one was invited to make a case 
against public funding. 

“The Public Patron” clearly had 
worthwhile aspects. The panels in- 
cluded some speakers of genuine 
stature. Nevertheless, we think its 
limitations were manifest. The BCFE 
does not make public statements irre- 
sponsibly. When we feel that artists 
are being shortchanged, we will con- 
tinue to speak out.

TOXIC RETORT 

I read the article written by Tim 
Sandler entitled “Uncle Sam Pollutes 
You” (News, May 21), and I wish to 
offer several observations. 

The portions of the article regard- 
ing the environmental-restoration 
work being conducted at the Massa- 
chusetts Military Reservation (MMR) 
were negative and opinionated, and 
often expressed incorrect and incom- 
plete information. 

The Agency for Toxic Substances 
and Disease Registry (ATSDR) did 
not conclude that the base is a “public 
health hazard” but rather that “con- 
tamination emanating from several 
areas on the MMR is a public health 
hazard.” 

The quote you used from me was 





water contamination based on the test 
results we have completed that define 
areas of groundwater contamination 
and the fact that we have eliminated 
risks to people by paying for municipal 
water systems for off-base residents in 
the paths of groundwater contamina- 
tion. We also will be starting a pump- 
and-treat containment action to stop a 
plume, which will protect off-base pri- 
vate and municipal wells. 

We are now formulating a team to 
consist of residents, activists, and 
town, state, regulatory, and base offi- 
cials to prioritize which groundwater 
plumes we will contain first. Our goal 
is to contain them all as soon as pos- 
sible, and we are moving forward to 
implement these interim actions to 
prevent further groundwater contam- 
ination on the Upper Cape, prior to 
completing the lengthy Superfund 
process. We estimate that we will be 
able to implement containment ac- 
tions two years earlier than if we only 
followed the established process. 

You mentioned the $500,000 Bos- 
ton University Elevated Cancer Inci- 
dence Study but you made no men- 
tion of its conclusions: “On the basis 
of the results we obtained, and bear- 
ing in mind the many limitations, it 
does not appear to us that environ- 
mental factors have explained more 
than a small part of the elevated rates 
of cancer in the region. We have 
identified a number of environmental 
factors that warrant further scrutiny 
or action, while others, such as cur- 
rent or past groundwater contamina- 
tion, appear not to be important con- 
tributors to cancer increase.” There 
were at least three statements in the 
story implicating the base but no 
mention of the study’s conclusions. 

We support the work of the ATS- 
DR and look forward to its follow-up 
health-study results. We do not dis- 
pute that there was exposure to con- 
taminated groundwater in the past, 
but that exposure has been eliminat- 
ed. We have a model program at the 
MMR. My saying that means noth- 
ing, so I’ll let our actions prove it this 
year and in the coming years as we 
move to contain groundwater con- 
tamination and clean soils at the base. 

The public is a partner in the deci- 
sion-making process. We have 
opened our once-closed technical 
meetings. We’ve established subcom- 
mittees and task forces to deal with 
specific problem areas, and now we 
are moving to establish a team to pri- 
oritize our efforts. 

Articles such as Mr. Sandler’s only 
serve to misinform the readers and 
create negative impressions of the 
military’s environmental restoration 
work. I extend an invitation to Mr. 
Sandler or anyone else on your staff 
to visit our installation to see first-

Gail 
Banks thought Heimel was a modern-day Dorothy Parker.

WHERE ARE THEY NOW?

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NOW insurgents lacked the 
credibility to play racial politics

t seemed, in the beginning, that the 

issue at this year’s NOW confer- 

ence was going to be race. And it 

seemed that Patricia Ireland, the in- 

cumbent president running for a 
second four-year term, was going to be the 
white girls’ candidate. At least that was 
what her opponent, Efia Nwangaza, had 
alleged in a highly publicized statement 
three weeks before the conference. 

When 1500 of NOW’s members arrived 
at the mammoth Boston Sheraton on July 
2, the battle was on and the rhetoric was 
flying. 

Three days later, it was clear that Nwan- 
gaza had, in the words of one African- 
American NOW member, pulled “a Clar- 
ence Thomas” — used charges of racism to 
serve her own ends — and that voters had 
seen through it. Moreover, the participation 
of welfare-rights activists with whom the or- 
ganization had recently formed alliances 
highlighted the organization’s relevance to 
the least enfranchised women in this society. 

Nwangaza, an African-American lawyer 
and national NOW board member from 
South Carolina, drew the battle lines when 
she charged on June 17 that “NOW has 


spent the past 25 years talking about 
racism within the organization as well as 
in the society, but has not taken genuinely 
substantive steps to deal with that.” 

Nor was she alone in her estimation: 
“It’s my experience that strong women of 
color do not survive in the organization,” 
Sabrina Sojourner, a former director of 
Diversity Programs at NOW, told the 
Phoenix the day before the conference. 
“They either leave or are forced out.” 

At the beginning of May, Nwangaza had 
formed the EveryWoman NOW Team to 
run against Ireland’s Sisters United for 
NOW. The EveryWoman slate was com- 
posed of two African-Americans and two 
whites; the Sisters United team was made 
up of three whites and an African-Ameri- 
can, Karen Johnson, running for the post 
of national secretary. 

Nwangaza, speaking on National Public 
Radio the morning before the conference, 
compared Ireland to South African Presi- 
dent F.W. de Klerk. She told the Phoenix: 
“In order for this organization to survive 
and thrive, it must recognize that the day 
of the plantation is over, including the psy- 
chological plantation, where women of 
color and communities of color are pre- 
pared to tolerate the patronizing, conde- 
scending paternalism of outsiders, includ- 
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ing white women.” 

Nwangaza called Johnson “token,” and 
insisted she was “over-identified with the 
oppressor.” “We see the same type of dy- 
namic when we look at brainwashing and 
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THE RAINBOW prevailed: tre- 
land (left) overcame a challenge 
from Nwangaza (above, center). 


prisoners of war,” Nwangaza said, adding 
that this was true of the many women of 
color who sported stickers pledging their 
support to Ireland’s slate. 

For their part, the Sisters United were 
calling themselves “sisters,” a term not 
without its own racial connotations. And in 
their campaign literature they touted their 
accomplishments in the areas of multi-cul- 
turalism and racial justice. “As NOW pres- 
ident,” read an Ireland campaign flier, “I 
have reached out to expand and strengthen 
our organization and share power. Of the 
six national committee chairs I appointed, 
three are women of color, two are young 
activists and one is a woman with a disabil- 
ity. Three of the nine members of our PAC 
are women of racial and ethnic diversity.” 

The Sisters United ticket took as its 
campaign symbol the rainbow, often asso- 
ciated with the lesbian-and-gay-liberation 
movement, though only one of the mem- 
bers, Rosemary Dempsey, is openly les-

bian. (Ireland, in defense of her “privacy,” 
is not labeling her sexual orientation, 
though she does openly admit to having 
both a Florida-based husband of 25 years 
and a female companion in Washington.) 

The Sisters United stickers featured a 
prominent rainbow squiggle on a black 
background. And the slate’s backers sported 
rainbow bandanas, worn around the neck or 
in the breast pocket, a new hanky code. 

No doubt this was to ensure their sway 
with NOW’s significant lesbian member- 
ship, which might otherwise have been 
pulled away from the Sisters slate by the 
two openly lesbian candidates on the Ev- 
eryWoman team. 

But in the end, the race card backfired, 
as did the EveryWoman slate’s assertions 
that the incumbent NOW leadership was 
“out of touch with the everyday realities of 
most American women.” Two African- 
American organizers from the National 
Welfare Rights Union and the Women’s 
Economic Agenda Project, Marian Kramer 
and Ethel Long-Scott, angrily denounced 
from the podium the slate’s allegations 
that they’d been invited to the conference 
as “window-dressing.” And throughout 
the weekend, there was much whispered 
disapproval of Nwangaza’s attempts to out 
a member of the Sisters slate, especially 
since Nwangaza is straight, especially 
since outing is a violation of NOW’s poli- 
cies, and especially since this particular 
outing could have had particularly calami- 
tous ramifications for the candidate and 
her friends. 

In the end, the Sisters United slate beat 
out the EveryWoman team, 671 to 235. In 
a closing press conference, however, 
Nwangaza claimed for her side “all the 
dissenting votes” — the 235 her ticket re- 
ceived, the 20 write-in ballots, and the 
votes of the 79 delegates who, for whatev- 
er reasons, did not cast their ballots at all. 

Indeed, Nwangaza and her team refused 
to describe the election as a defeat. Instead, 
she claimed responsibility for the recent, 
positive changes within NOW, particularly 
its historic alliance with the welfare-rights 
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movement, even though Nationa! Welfare 
Rights Union president Kramer attributed 
that alliance to Ireland and NOW organiz- 
er Faith Evans. “We have set the organiza- 
tion on a new course,” Nwangaza said. 
“We have redefined its relationship to the 
larger women’s movement.” 

When asked if, now that the election was 
over, the mudslinging would stop, Nwan- 
gaza denied that the EveryWoman cam- 
paign had participated in negative

honestly and openly. Women of color with- 
in NOW have, in the past, been putting a 
lid on their feelings. As we come forward 
and recognize how deep the pain and the 
anger is over racism, it just urges us on.” 

This, of course, is no new fight. NOW 
was long ago tagged “the National Orga- 
nization for White Women.” 

“I started the women-of-color program 
at NOW in 1985,” says Loretta Ross, 
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were doing the stuff of putting women of 
color in seats of power, and instead of do- 
ing their homework and engaging in the 
multi-cultural work that would produce 
the best-qualified women of color, often 
they were just putting whoever would say 
yes on the board. 

“I didn’t want women of color to be pro- 
moted who hadn’t paid their dues, just like 
white women had to pay their dues: be- 
come a chapter president, be- 





campaigning. “There’s a differ- 
ence,” she said, “between mud- 
slinging and telling the truth.”

It might seem odd to an out- 
side observer that a national or- 
ganization that featured at its 
annual conference no fewer than 
five prominent African-Ameri- 
can and Latina speakers would 
be considered irreparably racist. 
Indeed, given that much of the 
first day’s programming was de- 
voted to the memory of Audre 
Lorde, the self-described “black 
lesbian feminist warrior poet” 
whose work is the stuff of the 
sapphic canon, those charges 
seem particularly out of place. 
As do charges that the NOW 
leadership has lost touch with 
the economic reality of most 
women’s lives: much of Satur- 
day was spent in a “Town Meet- 
ing on Economic Survival,” dur- 
ing which bread-and-butter issues like Bill 
Clinton’s speciously labeled “welfare re- 
form” proposal were discussed by welfare 
recipients and advocates for low-income 
women and children. 

No one denies there’s racism in the 
280,000-member National Organization 
for Women, not even Ireland, who’s been 
the focus of so much rhetoric. 

“On issues of homophobia and racism 
and issues of discrimination against people 
with disabilities,” she said in an interview at 
the end of the conference, “I think there is 
a considerable amount of work to be done. 
But in one way, the conflict and the discus- 
sion over racism at this conference and on 
an ongoing basis within NOW is a reflec- 
tion of how far we’ve come, because we’ve 
come to trust each other enough to speak

who’s currently an anti-Klan organizer at 
the Center for Democratic Renewal in At- 
lanta. “And I have to honestly say that when 
I first came, I believed the hype, because 
my only information came through myths 
and stereotypes created by the media. What 
I found out when I came in 1985 was that 
hundreds of women had preceded me.” 
Though NOW passed a resolution in 
1980 requiring that at least 25 percent of 
the national board members be women of 
color, it hadn’t done a lot to help women of 
color develop political skills necessary to 
thrive within the organization. That became 
Ross’s job for the next four and a half years. 
“One thing I did was sophisticate our 
strategy,” she said. “In the early ’80s, 
there was some tokenism taking place, be- 
cause chapters didn’t understand that they

come a regional director, get on 
the board of directors. Then go 
through the process so that 
when you arrive at that national 
seat of power, you arrive with a 
constituency. So you’re just not 
out there vulnerable. No white 
woman within NOW can survive 
without a constituency, either. 
That’s just the way NOW 
works.” 

Ross says she and other wom- 
en of color in the organization 
worked to make NOW more at- 
tractive to their peers. “NOW 
always used the language at the 
time that ‘We want to recruit 
women of color. We want to do 
outreach,’ ” she says, adding she 
had to explain that those were 
offensive terms: “The real task 
was to make NOW attractive to 
women of color who are very 
bright and can come, will come 
if what you’re offering them is 
real and genuine.” 

Ross rejects the notion that women’s is- 
sues can be broken down along racial lines. 
“One of the things that my four and a half 
years within the National Action Center 
taught me was that I could not come up 
with a list of issues that women of color 
had that NOW wasn’t working on. Nor 
could I come up with a list of feminist is- 
sues that weren’t relevant to women of col- 
or. Pay equity: one end of the scale is talk- 
ing about the glass ceiling; the other end is 
talking about getting in the door, but it’s 
the same issue. Abortion rights: one end is 
talking about Medicaid funding for abor- 
tion, the other is talking about being dis- 
couraged from having abortions because 
they were wealthy. . . . I actually don’t

think that there’s a white issue and a black 
issue when it comes to racial justice, either. 
I think we buy into the ‘divide and con- 
quer’ mythology when we even conduct the 
debate in those terms.” 

Still, Ross cautions, “I’m not saying that 
everything is so great that NOW doesn’t 
need to do anything. We do have to pro- 
vide more opportunities for our chapters 
to engage in dialogue with women of col- 
or. That’s working out well for me and my 
anti-Klan work in Georgia. In Gainesville, 
Georgia, it is the NOW chapter that pro- 
vided both some legal assistance and some 
foot soldiers every time we have to march 
against the Klan. So they make themselves 
valuable to that whole anti-Klan effort that 
has been led and organized by black wom- 
en whose median age is 65. So it’s hap- 
pening, but it needs to happen more.” 

é 


None of this is to say that race was the 
only issue on which the campaign was 
decided. The relations between the chap- 
ters and the national office, for instance, 
seem to be strained in some places, as do 
the internal politics of the office itself. To 
address these problems, candidates for 
the four officers’ slots touted their man- 
agement skills in addition to their move- 
ment credentials. 

Likewise, it would be inaccurate to say 
that the conference revolved exclusively 
around the election, or around the 25 poli- 
cy resolutions passed by the membership. 
NOW used its annual gathering to reaf-

firm the faith in feminism. Ireland spoke in 
her keynote address of the marked in- 
crease in the number of feminist women 
elected to positions in Congress, even if 
those women’s work was still cut out for 
them. “We recruited and then elected the 
largest and most diverse number of wom- 
en in our nation’s history,” she said. “And 
I think that’s something to celebrate.” 

Workshops addressed important issues 
in feminist organizing: sexual harassment, 
women’s economic survival, organizing 
around lesbian rights, health-care reform, 
the rise of the religious right. (Contrary to 
some expectations, the war over pornogra- 
phy was a non-issue.) 


Teenage feminists, some as young as 13, 
led programs on pregnancy and parenting, 
violence against young women, and young 
women’s experiences of racism. In a work- 
shop on that last subject, peer educators 
from a Boston-based group called Teen 
Empowerment reinforced the problems of 
stereotyping by applying labels — unseen 
by the bearer — to the foreheads of the 
workshop participants, and then having 
them interact with each other as if the tags 
on their foreheads expressed the whole of 
who they were. Afterward, they asked the 
group if they could figure out what their la- 
bels said from the way people interacted 
with them. One young woman said that 





from the way everyone was talking to her, 
she could tell she was a pregnant teen: 
“People keep asking me if I’m going to 
keep the baby, or if I knew the father was. 
So I know I’m pregnant. I just don’t know 
how far along.” Another knew she’d been 
labeled a cop: “Someone told me I should 
get out of the doughnut shop.” 

Older NOW members, many of whom 
had been active since the organization’s 
founding, in 1966, got a chance to see that 
their vision was making it through to suc- 
cessive generations. “I feel very hopeful 
about the future of this country knowing 
there are young people like you,” one se- 
nior citizen told the young facilitators of 
the anti-racism workshop.

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Shallow victory 








A behind-the-scenes look at 


clout and its uses and abuses

ong before ratepayers start- 
ed burning their water-and- 
sewer bills, before they 
dumped them into Boston 
Harbor, before they orga- 
nized protest marches, Senator Edward 
Kennedy knew the almost imperceptible 
tremors of discontent rumbling beneath 
his feet were ominous political warnings. 
Massachusetts Water Resources Au- 
thority customers were just awakening to 
the prospect of paying the highest water 
bills in the nation when Kennedy began a 
textbook example of Beltway bulldozing. 
As candidate Clinton surged in the polls 
last spring and summer, gaining momen- 
tum by naming Al Gore as his running 
mate, Kennedy went to work. 
While Clinton evangelized about the 
virtues of exorcizing patronage payoffs 
from the federal budget, Kennedy’s staff 








began applying subtle pressure to Gore’s 
Senate office. Phone calls, meetings, a 
steady stream of documents about the $4 
billion Boston Harbor cleanup all came 
Gore’s way. 

Kennedy’s message was clear: Clinton’s 
slash-and-burn electioneering was all well 
and good, but some federal funding, re- 
gardless of equity, would be sacrosanct. 
And that would include the grants — 
$100 million last year from Bush’s EPA — 
earmarked for cleaning up Boston Harbor. 

It was the beginning of a concerted full- 
court press by some of the Massachusetts 
congressional delegation’s most able influ- 
ence-peddiers — Kennedy, Senator John 
Kerry, and Representatives Joseph Moakley 
and Gerry Studds — all of whom were 
aware of the political ramifications of a pos- 
sible ratepayer revolt. EPA administrator 
Carol Browner, Management and Budget 
director Leon Panetta, Vice-President 
Gore, and President Clinton were all re- 
peatedly collared by members of the delega- 
tion and told how important the funding 
was to Boston — and to the executive 
branch’s relationship with the state’s lead- 
ing members of Congress. 

As one Kennedy aide who asked not to 
be identified put it: “Muscle is everything. 
He’s put enormous personal effort and 
weight into this.” 

And now it appears that the delegation’s 


vehement lobbying will pay off. The Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency, caught in a 
political full-nelson, is straining to justify a 
breach of policy that will give Boston a 
$100 million “hardship” grant based on 
specially created “needy city” criteria. 
“The decision to go ahead with the 
needy-city criteria was made at the highest 
level,” acknowledges Martha Prothro, act- 
ing assistant administrator for the EPA’s 
Office of Water. Prothro is in the midst of 
ushering the reauthorization of the Clean 
Water Act through Congress and, now, 
ensuring that Boston gets its piece of the 
pie. “There is certainly no question that 
the Massachusetts delegation was making 
their point loud and clear,” she says. 
Which raises a question: was the ample 
political capital used to extract the $100 
million out of EPA influence well spent? 
The deal has already disheartened EPA 
staffers, who may be reluctant to fund fu- 
ture Bay State projects. And some ques- 
tion whether the grant will sour other law- 
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ROGER JONES 


makers toward Massachusetts and ulti- 
mately endanger more-substantive mea- 
sures to ease MWRA rates, such as a na- 
tional cleanup plan proposed by Studds. 
Indeed, some observers contend that the 
only true beneficiaries will be the politi- 
cians whose images have been enhanced 
by their arm-twisting exercises. 

“It presents a significant tisk of backfir- 
ing,” says Peter Shelley, 4 senior attorney 
for the Boston-based ConServation Law 
Foundation. “The long-term consequences 
are that by getting our share by crowding 
out other people who are in the same situ- 
ation, Boston is losing some of its support 
for serious funding that it needs to get in 
the future.” 

Moreover, Shelley says, “This $100 mil- 
lion is peanuts. I just don’t see these small 
transfusions of federal money doing much 
to the ultimate rates people pay. They are 
helping people [politicians] get through 
elections, but this is more than that to 
ratepayers.” 

Paul Keough, acting director of EPA’s 
New England office, estimates that over 
the course of the 30-year bond being used 
to pay for the project, the $100 million 
grant translates to an annual savings of 
eight cents for the average MWRA cus- 
tomer. ae 

Without more-significant ‘relief, MWRA

rates are expected to rise from about $535 today for a fam- 
ily of four, to $1200 by the year 2000. 

Acquiescence to the Massachusetts delegation has also 
created a fissure within the EPA’s water-quality branch and 
undermined confidence in an administration that had 
vowed to eliminate earmarked funds and keep its policy- 
making above the fray of political patronage that under- 
mined so much of EPA’s efforts during the Bush adminis- 
tration, say EPA staffers in Washington. 

The White House’s now-disbanded Council on Compet- 
itiveness, for example, wielded enormous power to circum- 


vent or veto agency decisions. Special allocations were || 


routine under the previous administration. EPA staffers 
had hoped those days were over. 

“People here had lofty ambitions about seeing change in 
those kinds of overtly political decisions, but real change 
has yet to be forthcoming.” says one EPA staffer in Wash- 
ington who’s familiar with the grant policy and who re- 
quested anonymity. “I don’t know if there is anybody here 
who is really comfortable with it. Most of the people who 
work in the program offices and do policy recognize that 
it’s the political momentum that’s carrying this rather than 
policy considerations.”

On June 23, Prothro appeared before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Environment and Public Works to continue the 
EPA’s pitch to Congress to reauthorize the the Clean Wa- 
ter Act. In her testimony, she reminded the committee that 
in 1987 the EPA phased out direct grants to communities 
to fund wastewater treatment and other water-quality pro- 
jects. Instead, she said, states receive grants to provide

low-interest revolving loans for needy communities. It’s a 
tack that has proven more effective than direct-grant pro- 
grams, she told the committee. 

But halfway through her testimony, Prothro took a sharp 
turn from current EPA funding policy and proposed a fun- 
damental change. 

“In the short term, we are requesting funding only for 
cities that meet certain hardship criteria,” Prothro said. 
“For fiscal year 1994, we have proposed that grant funding 
would be available to any city that has more than $2 billion 
in documented needs and user-charge rates that exceed 
0.65 percent of median household income.” 

Then came the kicker: “Currently, only the city of 
Boston meets the criteria for ‘needy cities’ grants, and the 
agency supports an authorization of $100 million for the 
program in fiscal year 1994.” 

In effect, the agency proposed to create a criteria-based 
program that would give Boston the money it demanded 
without appearing to be the political payoff that it was. 

The idea came as no surprise to the delegation, which, 
in fact, was instrumental in developing the exclusionary 
criteria. 

“Besides the senator dealing directly and making a very 
powerful case to them,” says the Kennedy aide, “we were 
giving them the details they needed to say what made 
Boston’s case extraordinary so they could craft a formula 
that is tailored to the particular problems facing Boston 
Harbor and which only Boston Harbor qualifies for.” 

Although the criteria merely drape a thin veil over ear- 
marked money for Boston and potentially give other com- 
munities a disincentive to comply with the Clean Water Act 
until they meet the hardship criteria, the Clinton adminis- 
tration had few alternatives. 

“Mr. Moakley, whom I’ve known for over 20 years, is 
very influential because he’s the chairman of the Rules 
Committee,” Keough explains. “Any EPA legislation, in- 
cluding the Clean Water Act reauthorization, goes through 
Moakley. His position, outside of the Speaker, is the most 
important position in Congress. 

“Senator Kennedy, who the president came to honor at 
two fundraisers, holds a special place with the president 
because of his position on several key committees. He’ll be 
involved with everything from getting a Supreme Court 
nomination through to health-care reform.

Bedford or Fall River.” 

The Conservation Law Foundation’s Shelley believes a 
growing inequity in the distribution of an ever-shrinking 
pot of funds means Massachusetts’s strong-arming tactics 
may well invite in-house rancor. 

“The money that Massachusetts gets is coming out of the 
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cities program for communi- 


ties “experiencing unique or

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He grew up in South Central LA and was recruited to the Crips at the age of 11. 
Eighteen years later, from a cell in a maximum-security prison, he tells his story. 
In this excerpt, two factions of the Crips terrorize each other. 


n the fall of 1980 the war between the Eight Trays 
and the Rollin’ Sixties was in full swing. Five casual- 
ties had accrued on our side, eight had fallen on 
their side. Even though people die every day in 
South Central and by most any means, it was the 
timing and the viciousness of these killings that 
made the gang community stop and take notice. Es- 
calation was the order of the day. Entire streets 
were turned into armed camps to be used as liberated 
territory, where safe “meeting and mounting up” could 
be carried out with not so much as a worry about enemy 
gunfire. (‘Meeting” means a gang gathering to choose a 
riding party or group of shooters to invade enemy terri- 
tory. “Mounting up” means starting out on the mission.) 

This particular war is of the utmost importance; it was 
this very conflict that changed the politics of gang rela- 
tions in South Central — a significant factor in the de- 
velopment of the critical climate that prevails throughout 
the region today. 

Once the Eight Trays had 
really fallen out and our in- 
tent at the Rollin’ Sixties’ de- 
struction was obvious, the en- 
tire Crip community split and 
began to side with one set or 
the other. We became, in ef- 
fect, superpowers, not unlike 
the former Soviet Union and 
United States. Sets whom 
we'd had small skirmishes 
with or who favored the Six- 
ties over us sided with them. 
Also included were their natu- 
ral allies — other Neighbor- 
hood sets. “Neighborhood” 
or “N-hood” is the name of a 
loosely knit group of sets 
throughout Los Angeles, in- 
cluding Lynwood, West Cov- 
ina, and Compton. The Neighborhood Crips as a whole 
make up a large part of the Crip community, quite pos- 
sibly comparable to the expansive republics spread 
throughout the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 
They are like Soviet republics, but not necessarily unit- 
ed, as each is of a different culture, with a diversity of 
customs and philosophical beliefs. The Neighborhoods 
had only ever been loosely associated; however, with the 
brutal escalation of the war, they became a united front 
against us and our allies. 

Sets began to predict the winners, a virtually impossi- 
ble deed as our war, like most gang wars, was not fought 
for territory or any specific goal other than the destruc- 
tion of individuals, of human beings. The idea was to 
drop enough bodies, cause enough terror and suffering 
so that they’d come to their senses and realize that we 
were the wrong set to fuck with. Their goal, I’m sure, 
was the same. “Points” were scored when individuals 
with prestige were hit. The aggression displayed in 1980 
was unprecedented. We set a decibel level in violence 
that still causes some to cringe today. 

What most folks miserably fail to realize is that our 
wars are no less complicated than world wars, or wars 
fought to either suppress or liberate a country. The dif- 
ference is not legality, but cause. Some causes are righ- 
teous and in accord with human nature, while others are 
reactionary and repressive. Gang wars fall somewhere in 
between. I can quite easily justify the retaliation on ene- 
mies for killing one of my comrades. But simultaneously 
I will condemn the murdering of noncombatants. 

Retribution is a natural reaction. It’s easy to persuade 
the general public of your “righteousness” when you 
control major media. But those of us who control noth- 
ing are in the precarious position of having someone 
guess what our position is. This leaves quite a large gap 
for misinformation. Who fired the first shot? Who 
knows?! But, too, who cares, when one of theirs is lying 
in a pool of blood with his brains blown out. This ques- 
tion becomes weightless in the aftermath of a shooting 
where someone has died. Thus the goal becomes the 
elimination of the shooter or as many of his comrades as 
possible. This inevitably leads to war — a full-scale mo- 
bilization of as many troops as needed to achieve the de- 
sired effect: funerals. 





t was in this season that I was captured for murder. 
This particular incident began in my "hood. I had 
taken my li’l brother’s ten-speed out this day, as I 
was only venturing around the block to Shadow’s 
house. Time seemed to fly by, and before I knew it 
night had fallen, and I was left in the dangerous po- 
sition of having to get back home. This task would 
indeed be most trying as our "hood was now being 
clocked by not just the Sixties but their allies and our 
new enemies. Night was the killing time. 
Dreading my upcoming journey and cursing myself 
for not having brought a strap, I mounted the bike and

started out. Peddling fast toward the dark side street of 
Halldale, I noticed four occupants in what appeared to 
be a blue T-bird; they were parked on the left-hand side 
of the street facing me. I slowed to a precautionary coast 
and strained my eyes to survey the situation I was riding 
into. Upon further observation I realized that the T-bird 
belonged to my homeboy Sleepy. This meant the others 
had to be homies, as well. A ‘sigh of relief fell over me 
and I picked my pace up again. 

But then I noticed hand gestures coming from 
Sleepy’s car. Thinking they were joking with me and 
clowning, I flipped them off as I approached the front of 
the car. Unbeknownst to me, they were trying to warn 
me of the imminent danger. For they had seen the car- 
load of shooters bend the corner with their lights off mo- 
ments after I rolled out of Shadow’s driveway into the 
street. They sat motionless and waited for me to be cut 
down. 
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I never saw the car until it was parallel with me and I 
was staring down the barrels of five weapons under the 
unfriendly faces of my enemies. Fortunately, they want- 
ed to see who they were killing — they wanted some 
points — and this gave me an edge. 

“Look, look,” exclaimed an overly excited voice from 
within the car, “it’s Monster Kody!” 

“Shoot that nigga, shoot him!” another faceless voice 
shouted. 

Too late. By now I had reached the front of Sleepy’s 
car and was diving behind it in an attempt at survival. 
Before I hit the ground the shooting began. Sitting par- 
allel with Sleepy’s car, they proceeded to riddle the car 
with bullets. I lay in the dirt and hoped they wouldn’t 
have the heart to exit their car and see if I were hit or 
dead. It seemed like five minutes before the shooting 
stopped. I knew for sure the homies inside the car were 
dead. 

I waited until I heard the shooters’ car screech away 
before I began to move, or even think about coming 
from behind Sleepy’s car. This had been a close call. 
Death, it seemed, was stalking me. My brushes with it 
were becoming more frequent and increasingly more se- 
rious. Had they used the shoot-first-ask-who-later poli- 
cy, I would have been killed. 

From the sound of their weaponry they had some 
heavy calibers. I distinctly remembered seeing an M-1 
carbine and some big handguns. I later found out the 
identity of the shooters, as well. 

Getting up slowly so as not to be tricked into the 
screeching-tire trick — where a soldier would be waiting 
with a weapon when I emerged — I began to hear 
rustling in the car and was awestruck to find that every- 
one was still alive. Sleepy was sitting in the driver’s seat. 
Next to him sat Big Lynn, who stood six feet, three inch- 
es tall and weighed in at a hefty 340 pounds. Her arms 
measured twenty-two inches around. We often used her 
as a disciplinary board for unruly homegirls and, to be 
perfectly frank, some homeboys. Behind Big Lynn was 
— Brown, and to his left sat his younger brother, 

atty 

They had been sitting there for some time, slipping 
bad, smoking PCP. When they saw me dive behind the 
car, they slid down in their seats. Miraculously, no one 
was killed, though all had suffered buckshot strafing and 
glass cuts from the shattering windows. 

They pulled themselves from the wreckage — and 
that’s exactly what it was. It’s amazing how in a matter 
of seconds a car of such expense can be reduced to a 
hunk of Swiss metal, absolutely useless. Standing there 
in the street surveying the damage, Sleepy could not be- 
lieve what he saw. We counted twenty-eight bullet holes 
in the body of the car, not including the individual buck- 
shot dents. Fatty had taken a large-caliber shot right 
through the bib of his hat. Everyone was bleeding on the 
arms and neck; areas not covered by clothing were 
bloody. What held them from falling into shock was the 
PCP. Even after the shooting, they were not in total con- 
trol of their faculties. 

I was not on PCP and was visibly shaken. I had no 
sedative. By now my nerves were all but shot. Combat 
was starting to take its toll on me. It seemed as though I 


was viewing a body every other month, or having brains 
and blood splattered all over me. Death, or the fear of 
death, became my constant companion. But still my ded- 
ication, my patriotism, was strong; the can’t stop, won’t 
stop mentality had taken control of my being. 

Trying to stir Sleepy into a retaliatory mood proved 
fruitless. He and the others were too intoxicated to 
mount any serious defense and seemed unconcerned 
about anything but their wounds and Sleepy’s car. This 
goes back to what I have already explained about mili- 
tary personnel and combat soldiers. Although all of the 
victims in this case were in the military, none were actual 
combat soldiers. When struck, they had no immediate 
inclination to strike back. Often they’d relay the assault 
to the combat division, and a counterattack would then 
be carried out. Combat troops, on the other hand, would 
have assembled, mounted, and been en route to a desig- 
nated spot before the smell of cordite cleared the air. 

Rapid deployment brought 
instant recognition to those

prestige. 


Disgusted at their lack of 
concern, I mounted the bike 
and continued my journey 
home. When I turned onto 
my block and had gone about 
four houses, a purple Duster 
sped toward me and fired one 
shot. Either the driver or the 
shooter — or perhaps both 
— were inexperienced in the 
technique of doing a drive-by, 
because I didn’t even feel the 


closeness of the bullet. My 
forward motion and their 
speed in the opposite direc- 
tion had obviously thrown the 
shooter’s aim off. He probably aimed directly at me — a 
moving target — causing his shot to go somewhere be- 
hind me, no doubt into one of the houses I was passing. 
The car kept straight but picked up speed, probably 
thinking they had actually done something. My pace had 
been momentarily broken, but I never dismounted my 
bike. 

When I got to my house my sister was standing out 
front. Though she had heard the shot, she had not 
known what had happened. Surprisingly, she was not 
accosted and asked to identify herself. Had the shooters 
found out that she was my sister, she would have been 
shot or kidnapped. Though our war had not yet reached 
the level of kidnapping and executing family members, it 
was being talked about as an inevitable consequence in 
our headlong escalation. 

This, too, pointed up the inexperience of these shoot- 
ers. If they were on Sixty-ninth Street, that meant they 
knew I lived there, and their intentions were to try to 
catch me or one of my homies coming from or going to 
my house. My combat mentality was still at its peak from 
the brush with death around the corner, so when I got to 
where my sister was standing I yelled at her to “take her 
ass in the house,” and that “didn’t she know there was a 
goddamn war going on out here?” She stared for a mo- 
ment then ran inside. 

Putting up Li’! Monster’s bike, I had a thousand 
thoughts running through my head. Once in my room I 
sat down on the end of my bed to devise a plan in the 
midst of this latest attack. Usually we’d respond right 
away, but tonight there seemed to be a lull in our com- 
munication — the drums weren’t beating. I phoned 
Sidewinder in an attempt to consolidate a riding party of 
able soldiers and was shocked at what I heard. The very 
same car that shot up Sleepy’s car had also rode on 
Sidewinder and some other homies up in the Eighties 
*hood; their initial attack had taken place on Seventy- 
first Street. But this wasn’t the shocker, for it was com- 
mon for one car to make a full sweep of an entire neigh- 
borhood. The surprising news was that in their attempt 
to shoot one of our homies, they had shot and critically 
wounded a member of the Inglewood Family Bloods, 
who had been creeping into our *hood to shoot 
Sidewinder and the homies. The shooter car met a righ- 
teous resistance in the Eighties and didn’t get the chance 
to do any damage, although shots were exchanged. 
When asked what they did with the Blood, Sidewinder 
responded, “We sent him to his Maker.” 

Now I was depressed. It seemed then that we were in 
totally occupied territory. Hanging up the phone I lay 
back on my bed and looked over at the empty bed beside 
mine. My younger brother, Li’l Monster, had been cap- 
tured for an armed robbery along with Li’l Harv and a 
woman named Speedy — a close associate of the *hood 
and a firm supporter of the criminal class. He had been 
given six months in camp. I wished he was there because 
he’d be down to launch an attack from right here. But 
Bro was not there and Crazy De was still in the Hall. 
Shit. I felt trapped. I had to do something. 

I retrieved my double-barrel from beneath the dresser 
and checked it for munition. Then I went out and got 
back on Bro’s bike. Holding the shotgun — which had 
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been sawed off for stealth — across the handlebars, I 
peddled west toward the borderline that separated our 
‘hood from the Sixties. 

Wearing my combat black I crossed Western Avenue 
and entered their hood on the left flank, in what today 
we call the first parallel. I made my way cautiously up 
Sixty-ninth Street to Horace Mann Junior High School. 
Rumor had it that they had been using Horace Mann as 
a meeting place, for they had still failed to procure a 
park for their meeting and mounting place. 

I circumvented the school on its left side, which was 
on Seventy-first. There I parked my bike and traveled 
on foot. I hopped the school fence with the shotgun in 
my waistband, landing on the other side with a thud. 
When I got to the lunch area I was disappointed to find 
no one there. Had they been at the schgol, this is where 
they would be found, because the lunch area was cov- 
ered with a roof. 

Moving now on instinct, I continued through the 
lunch area and out to the makeshift bungalows, which 
had been constructed to allow school to continue while 
the administration building was being renovated. I be- 
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gan to hear music in the distance. The closer I came to 
the north side of the school, the louder the music got. 
“Finally,” I said to myself, “someone to shoot.” 

Creeping slowly toward the area I believed the music 
— and now loud talking — was coming from, I kept a 
vigilant eye out for sentries or stragglers who might an- 
nounce my presence and blow my surprise attack. And, 
of course, the very real possibility existed that if I did 
not strike swiftly, causing much damage and confusion, 
they could mount a response and trap me in the school. 
I had brought only two shells, both 00. At each corner I 
crouched and peeked from a low position — combat 
training I had learned from old war movies. But as I ne- 
gotiated each corner I found no one there. Where were 
they? Then a terrifying thought occurred to me — the 
roof. These muthafuckas were on the roof. This gave 
them a vantage point far superior to my ground-level 
position. 

But the sound disproved my theory: it was an even- 
level sound and not, as I had surmised, an above-level 
sound. My second thought was confirmed as I made my 
way around the next set of bungalows. They were not 
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even in the schoolyard, but outside its gate, parked on 
Sixty-eighth Street, talking as they played the car radio, 
beer bottles on the hood and roof of the car. Luckily for 
me, they were on my side of the street, for had they 
been on the other side I would not have been able to 
maximize my damage. 

Not only did I have to shoot through the fence, but 
my targets were in the street. This put about seventeen 
feet between us. I had 00 buckshot, which would com- 
pensate for the distance; but my weapon was sawed off. 
This meant that my shot would be more of a spray than 
a solid impact. 

Realizing that my transportation was clear across the 
school, I debated whether I should expend one or both 
barrels. Expend one and use one to secure my escape, 
or pull both triggers at once, using the tremendous 
sound as a diversionary tactic and hoping to realize my 
intent, which was a funeral or two. 

Making my decision, I stepped to the gate, stuck the 
barrels through and shouted, “Gangsta!”

I let loose one and then the other in 
rapid succession, then turned and ran back 
through the bungalows and the lunch area 
and finally reached the fence on Seventy- 
first. Stopping to put the shotgun in my 
waistband, I saw a car bend the corner. I 
held the shotgun out instead and ducked 
behind a trash bin to let the car pass. It 
was occupied by two older civilians. When 
I got back up and shoved the gun in my 
waistband, I jumped. “Ahhh!” The barrels 
were still hot and burned my private parts. 
Holding the gun in my hands, I scaled the 
fence. 

I ran back to where I had left the bike 
and, goddamn, someone had stolen it! 
Now I began to panic, because Western 
Avenue, the first parallel, was over a block 
away. Surely, I thought, the survivors 
would be in the vehicle looking for their 
assailants — and they’d be armed. Be- 
sides, I had no shells. 

I turned on my heels and trotted down 
Seventy-first, trying to stay as close as pos- 
sible to the lawns in case I had to run 
through a yard. Once I got to the first par- 
allel I felt better, but no safer. The barrels 
had cooled down enough now to put the 
gun in my waistband, so I hid the weapon. 
Finally I made my way down our driveway 
and into the house. 

I reloaded the shotgun and laid it against 
the stereo speaker. I then turned on the 
TV and watched the Benny Hill Show. | 
felt much better. 


hen next night, while Gangster 
Brown and I were traversing to a 
party in the *hood, an undercover 
car pulled to a stop beside us. Both 
police officers exited the car and 
approached us. 

“Monster, what’s up?” said the 
first officer, with a fake appearance 

of friendship. 

“Nothing,” I said with as much deceiv- 
ing concern as I could muster. Actually, 
nothing but hostility exists between us and 
them, but some officers try to put on a 
jovial show of cosmetic concern to woo the 
naive banger into a trusting relationship 
with them. 

“Listen,” the officer continued, “auto 
detail wants to talk to you about a stolen 
car. Now I know that ain’t your style and I 
told them that, but you need to come on 
down to the station and iron it out.” 

My instincts said run, but I didn’t. 

I said, “Man, you know I don’t be steal- 
ing no cars, that’s bullshit!” 

“Yeah, we know, but it’s best if you clear 
this up now.” His partner had now joined 
in on the “friendly persuasion.” 

I looked at Brown to see what he 
thought. 

“Don’t worry, Brown,” the first officer 
said. “We’ll bring Monster right back to 
the party.” 

Still Brown said nothing. By now I was 
being handcuffed. I told Brown that I'd see 
him later and to hold down the party until 
I got back. He said he would. After we 
drove off, the jovial fagade vanished. 

“Monster Kody,” the driver said, as if 
weighing the poundage of my name. “You 
are in big trouble.” 

Damn. I felt claustrophobic, trapped and 
helpless. 

“You cannot keep going around killing 
people and leaving witnesses.” He was 
shooting stares at me through the rearview 
mirror as he spoke. “Now we got you. You 
done fucked up this time. Yep, got an eye- 
witness who saw you plain as day. 

“But listen,” he continued. “What’s been 
eating away at me is this . . . Was that you 
driving that burgundy Grand Prix that shot 
Lip Dog from Brim, which we chased and 
lost?” His eyes held mine for a moment. 

“Naw, man, that wasn’t me.” 

“Oh, you can tell us, we don’t give a 
fuck one way or the other. I just wanted to 
compliment you on your driving.” Now he 
broke a faint smile. “Oh, incidentally, Lip 
Dog survived those four holes you put in 
his chest.” 

“I told you, man, that wasn’t me.” 

“Well listen, Ace Rat said he saw you kill 
his homeboy D.C. last night.” He was 
speaking now in a matter-of-fact tone. 
“We wouldn’t even bother with it if he 
hadn’t positively 1.D.’d you. 

“But,” he continued, “Ace Rat ain’t 
gonna be no good witness no way. Hell, he 
shot his own brother today.” With that he 
winked in the rearview mirror. 

Now I was really wondering just what 
was going on. How had anyone seen me 


under the cover of darkness? Or, better 
yet, had anyone actually seen me? And if 
so, why hadn’t there been mention of the 
others who had been shot? I distinctly re- 
membered counting five people out there. 
From seventeen feet with a sawed-off, ev- 
eryone was getting sprayed. Besides, they 
had been standing in a tight circle, and I 
had used 00 buckshot. Surely I’d also have 
some assault charges and perhaps attempt- 
ed murder, as well. But this went unmen- 
tioned during our ride to the station. At the 
station, I found out more. 

According to the homicide detectives 
handling the case, myself, Sidewinder, who 
had been captured, and an unidentified 
driver caught several Sixties on the corner 
of Sixty-seventh and Van Ness and opened 
fire with a 9 millimeter and a .22 rifle. I 
supposedly had possession of the .22 and 
had allegedly shot Delta Thomas, a/k/a 
D.C., several times. He was said to have 
run half a block and then expired. 
Sidewinder had supposedly supplied cover 
fire. I had been positively identified as the 
murderer of Delta Thomas. 

Of course I knew I had not shot D.C., 
but how could I explain that I had been at 
another site, possibly killing other Six- 
ties? I had no alibi as to my whereabouts 
that night. I made no statement at the sta- 
tion other than, “I want to speak to my 
attorney.” 

I was asked a series of questions ranging 
from how old I was (most of the policemen 
couldn’t believe I was sixteen) to what my 
body count was. I shook them off with ig- 
norant stares and shoulder hunches. 

Later, after what seemed like hours in 
the cooling tank — a deliberately chilled 
holding cell designed to keep its occupant 
freezing and uncomfortable — I was 
transported to Los Padrinos Juvenile Hall. 
There I was strip searched, made to show- 
er, dressed in jail clothes, and escorted to 
the box. The box is actually solitary con- 
finement, where those being held for mur- 
der one are sent for seven days. I was not 
sweating the case in the least. In fact, once 
I was put in my room I went directly to 
sleep. 

But when I awoke the next morning I 
felt the strain of being captured. Now I’m 
quite used to being trapped behind a heavy 
metal door or a barrage of bars. Even be- 
hind Pelican Bay’s 8200 holes — a metal 
slab over the entire front of my cell with 
multiple holes drilled in it — I can func- 
tion quite normally. But back in those 
days, before my prison-life conditioning, I 
had a hard time coping with cell living. 

In those days my writing and reading 
were bad. I couldn’t compose a decent let- 
ter or even read a whole comic book. I be- 
gan to think about my schooling and my 
relationship with my mother, which had 
deteriorated to a series of staring matches, 
when we could even stand to be in each 
other’s company for any length of time. I 
felt she didn’t overstand my generation. 
She, on the other hand, said I was a no- 
good hoodlum. Our clashes were frequent. 

On my second day in solitary she came 
to see me. I strode out into the dayroom 
visiting area and sat next to her. For a few 
seconds she said nothing. Then she looked 
straight into my eyes with the most puz- 
zling look and spoke through quivering 
lips. 

“Kody, what has happened to you? 
What is wrong?” 

And for the first time in a while I started 
to shed tears and could not speak. Raising 
my head to look her honestly in the eyes, I 
said, “I don’t know,” and meant it. 

My life was totally consumed by all as- 
pects of gang life. I had turned my bed- 
room into a virtual command post, launch- 
ing attacks from my house with escalating 
frequency. My clothes, walk, talk, and atti- 
tude all reflected my love for and alle- 
giance to my set. Nobody was more im- 
portant than my homeboys — nobody. In 
fact, the only reason my little brother and I 
stayed close is because he joined the set. 
Anybody else I had nothing in common 
with. My transformation was subtle. I 
guess this is why most parents can’t nip it 
in the bud. How? 

I was six years old when the Crips were 
started. No one anticipated its sweep. The 
youth of South Central were being gobbled 
up by an alien power threatening to attach 
itself to a multitude of other problems al- 
ready plaguing them. An almost “enemy” 
subculture had arisen, and no one knew 
from where it came. No one took its con- 
ception seriously. But slowly it crept, satu- 
rating entire households, city blocks, 
neighborhoods, and eventually the nation- 
state of California. 

Today, no school, library, institution, 
business, detention center, or church is ex- 
empt from being touched in some way by 











the gang activity in South Central. Per 
year, the gangs in South Central recruit 
more people than the four branches of the 
US Armed Forces do. Crack dealers em- 
ploy more people in South Central than 
AT&T, IBM, and Xerox combined. And 
South Central is under more aerial surveil- 
lance than Belfast, Ireland. Everyone is 
armed, frustrated, suppressed, and on the 
brink of explosion. 

I had no adequate answer then for Mom 
about what was happening to me. Actually, 
I wasn’t fully aware of the gang’s strong 
gravitational pull. I knew, for instance, 
that the total lawlessness was alluring, and 
that the sense of importance, self-worth, 
and raw power was exciting, stimulating, 
and intoxicating beyond any other high on 
this planet. But still I could not explain 
what had happened to pull me in so far 
that nothing outside of my set mattered. 

In the years since, I have battled with 
my intellect to find an adequate answer to 
that question. Not to justify my participa- 
tion, but to see what makes others tick. I 
have always been a thinker, not necessarily 
academically, but more on a psychological 
level. I have always been interested in how 
people think, what causes any particular 
thought, and so on. Action and reaction 
has always held my attention. 

After Mom left I felt extremely bad and 
a bit torn. I was restless, and the day 
seemed to drag on forever. On my third 
day in Los Padrinos, my name was called 
for release. When I got up front to the ad- 
ministration building I found out that my 
case had been rejected for prosecution by 
the District Attorney’s office. 

Mom was there to pick me up. On our 
way home she tried to make me commit to 
stop banging and get back in school. I told 
her I was in school, and to this she angrily 
retorted, “To learn, dammit, to learn!” © 

The fact is, I was being bused to an all- 
American (white) school in Woodland 
Hills: El Camino Real High. With some 
promises from Mom and some stern com- 
mitments from my probation officer, I was 
able to get in right out of juvenile camp. I 
went to school every day, but I never at- 
tended classes. Academics just couldn’t 
hold my attention. The only reason I went 
at all was because of the long trip from 
South Central to the San Fernando Valley, 
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during which I was able to take in some 
awesome sights. Any relief from the drab 
grayness of the city was welcome, so I 
went along for the ride. 

Once there, I’d get with the others who 
had no interest in academia and we’d 
stand around and pose in all of our cool 
South Centralness. The punk movement 
was in full swing at that time, and the Val- 
ley punk rockers initially mistook us — 
the eight of us who were steeped in the 
subculture of banging — for punk rockers 
because of our dress code. Perhaps they 
thought we were their New Afrikan coun- 
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look and no one except another serious 
soldier could hold my stare. I now over- 
stand the look. It’s not how you stare at 
someone, but what you’ve been through 
that others can see in your eyes and that 
tells them you’re the wrong one to fuck 
with. Some refer to this as the thousand- 
yard stare. 

Once I had gotten home, showered, and 
geared up, my shaken mentality of the day 
before vanished, as I was back “in coun- 
try” — in the war zone — and conditions 
dictated that I think in accord with my 
present situation. I called around to notify 


Ii knew that the total lawlessness was 


alluring, that the sense of raw power 
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terparts from the city. We dressed almost 
alike, but it was only coincidence — we 
had never seen or heard of punk rockers 
before coming out to the Valley. A couple 
of us thought that they were Crips. We 
circled one another in an attempt to distin- 
guish authenticity, then finally made a pact 
and began to hang out together. 

But eventually I had to stop going to 
school there altogether, because the Sixties 
discovered the bus route, which ran 
through their >hood. One day they stood 
and taunted the bus, and the next day they 
shot it up. By the third day I was not on 
that bus anymore. 

Now, as if all other attempts would be 
useless, Mom gave up trying to persuade 
me. 

I mad dogged every occupant of every 
car that came next to us, giving everyone a 
deliberately evil stare. I had perfected this 


the homies of my release and my contin- 
ued support of and participation in the 
war, which had just escalated to another 
level. 

Ckrizs’s sister had been kidnapped by 
the Sixties from the LA County Jail after 
she had gone to visit him: She was a civil- 
ian with no ties to gang activity other than 
her blood relation with Ckrizs. So now 
kidnapping had been added to the list of 
tactics used to terrorize the other side into 
withdrawal. Back in 1980, unlike today, 
there were no “high rollers,” or “ballers,” 
substantially anchored in any particular 
‘hood (“high roller” is Crip terminology 
for a ghetto-rich drug dealer; “baller” is 
the equivalent in Blood language). So the 
kidnapping had nothing whatsoever to do 
with ransom. This was a straight, ruthless 
move designed to strike terror in us. But, 
of course, it didn’t work. 
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A meeting was held for a select few who, 
it was determined, could pull themselves a 
notch above the latest terrorist attack and 
commit an even more hideous act to show 
the Sixties that two can play this game. 
Only our target would be not a civilian but 
one of their troopers. 

We plotted and planned most of the 
night trying to decide on which act would 
most grab their attention. We pondered 
castration, blinding, sticking a shotgun up 
the victim’s rectum and pulling the trigger, 
and cutting off his ears. The latter, we felt, 
would be most significant. After all, killing 
him would be too easy, too final. No, we 
wanted him to live, to be a walking re- 
minder of our seriousness. 

After deciding our course of action and 
selecting those to carry it out, we sat and 
waited to hear the fate of Ckrizs’s sister. 
Finally, after three days of suspense, she 
was found in one of the Sixties’. school 
yards. She had been raped repeatedly, 
stabbed numerous times, and left for 
dead. Fortunately, she lived. That very 
night our selected crew was sent out to 
complete its first, but not last, extra-vi- 
cious act of warfare. 

Combing the streets of the Sixties *>hood 
in a desperate attempt to find one of their 
shooters, the crew drove block after block, 
stopping civilians to ask the whereabouts 
of such notables as Peddie Wac, Poochie, 
Keitarock, Mumbles, or Snoop Dog — 
their elite crew of shooters. Finding none 
of them around, they settled for an up- 
and-coming Ghetto Star. They seized him, 
beat him into submission, and chopped off 





both his arms at the elbow with machetes. 
One arm was taken, and one arm was dis- 
carded down the street. 

Later that night we partied and had a 
good time. The arm that was taken was 


brought to the meeting as proof of com- | 
pletion.

GOP stupidity has left it 
open to a Perot takeover

The Conservatives . . . by the law of their 


existence the stupidest party. 
— John Stuart Mill, 1861 


ith that tribute John 
Stuart Mill kissed off 
the British Tories of 
his time. Ironically, 
when applied to their 
lineal descendants — the American 
cousins who make up the Republican mi- 
nority in the 103rd Congress — Mill’s law 
survives intact. This longevity is all the 





| more impressive considering the challenge 
| being mounted by the Democrats. 








To allay any lingering doubt that some 


| things are immutable, consider the strange 
| case of Senator Bob Dole. Charged with 
| leading his people out of the wilderness, 
| he may instead be putting the GOP’s own 


recovery at risk while saving Bill Clinton 
from a fate worse than debt. It is often 
said of Republicans that they have forgot- 
ten nothing and learned nothing. Unfortu- 
nately, only the latter part is true. 

We’re talking stupid here. For openers, 
would you believe Bob Dole for President 
One Mo’ Time? That’s the morning line 
for 96, with token conservative Senator 
Phil Gramm the sentimental favorite for 
veep. Nothing wrong with that. Dole 
would make a good president, possibly a 
great one, in any case several cuts above 
the last three (present company definitely 
not excepted). And Gramm is one of the 
brainiest politicians extant. 

Trouble is, this ticket is DOA. Like 
George Plimpton’s father’s description of

Richard Nixon, Bob Dole also “looks like a 
lawyer — the other side’s.” Dole could 
serve as a model for John le Carré’s Belt- 
way insider, the one who “whenever he 
smelled the flowers looked around for a 
coffin.” Dole/Gramm will “unite” the Re- 
publican Party by joining the man who 
“couldn’t sell beer on a troop ship” with 
the one who recently retired the Bill 
Bradley Memorial Cup for convention ora- 
tory. As candidates this pairing makes 
George Bush and Dan Quayle look like 
the dream team. 

Dole’s celebrated filibuster (a buttoned- 
up, nine-to-five, very Republican affair 
with none of the élan of a Jimmy Stewart 
or even a Huey Long) was meant to brand 
Bill Clinton as just another tax-and-spend 
liberal. (Scoop!) In his rush to judgment, 
however, the minority leader ignored a po- 
tentially lethal side-effect, which could also 
finish Dole off. The Wall Street Journal 
(no friend to Dole despite all the recent 
kissy-face) has already called him “Sena- 
tor Gridlock.” A form of legislative coitus 
interruptus, gridlock has helped make 
Congress the most despised of govern- 
mental institutions. 

A far savwvier GOP strategy would be to 
Just Say No to the Clinton economic pro- 
gram. Cast a “nay” vote and let it go at 
that. Better still, vote “present,” leaving the 
Democrats to take full credit for the presi- 
dent’s sorry recovery package. By continu- 
ing to sabotage Clinton, the Republican 
wrecking crew only set themselves up as 
additional heavies once the blame game 
begins.

Why is the Republican minority revert- 
ing to type (the type Mill wrote about) 
and letting Dole get away with this? Since 
it can’t be his charisma, it must be to 





prove Mark Twain’s lesser-known quote 
on the separation of powers: “Suppose 
you were an idiot. And suppose you were 
a member of Congress. But I repeat my- 
self.” 

For Dole (maybe the smartest guy in 
town), playing dumb is another matter. 
Since he can’t bear the thought of being 
irrelevant, he has everything to gain. Even 
Republicans abhor a vacuum, so Dole’s 
“leadership” has catapulted him to the top 
of the heap. The Washington pack media 
who once shunned him now swoon over 
Dole’s sardonic soundbites. With prime 
time and page one his for the asking, Dole 
is free to pursue the presidency, the mon- 
key that has been clawing at his back 
since the Ford/Dole ticket blew it in 
1976. 

But there is just something about Bob 
Dole that turns off voters, at least those 
outside Kansas and the US Senate. He is 
still blamed by Gerald Ford’s friends for 
their narrow loss. As Ford’s running

mate, Dole ran a mean-spirited Bicenten- 
nial campaign that bombed out, creating 
“Senator Churl,” Dole’s own private Mr. 
Hyde. 

In 1988 the monster popped out of the 
box again in New Hampshire (where Dole 
was only a chip shot away from the nomi- 
nation and perhaps the presidency), with 
fatal consequences to his campaign. His 
nastiness boiled over, obscuring his mani- 
fest superiority over the field. This gave 
George Bush the opening he desperately 
needed. He went ahead to win New 
Hampshire, taking his victory out of 
Dole’s Hyde. And that was that. You can 
be mean to an ogre like Richard Nixon or 
Lyndon Johnson. But not to a nice guy like 
George Bush. Or Bill Clinton. 

Dole’s take (“I slept like a baby. Every 
15 minutes I woke up and cried.”) put the 
best possible face on the fiasco. But after 
New Hampshire, “Dole for president” 
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seemed an idea that had come (and come 
and come). And was going, going, gone. 
Left out of this assessment, however, was 
any calculation of Dole’s iron character 
and recuperative powers. 

With Bush/Quayle/Baker over and out, 
Dole emerges as the Republican Party’s 
last man standing. Senator Judd Gregg, of 
New Hampshire, who helped derail Dole 
there in the 1988 primary, concedes that 
“other than Bob Dole we have no one of 
national stature.” This pathetic admission 
totally ignores Republicans like Massachu- 
setts Governor Bill Weld and Ohio Con- 
gressman John Kasich, who could make 
up a winning ticket for the GOP. If Gregg 
is correct, Dole may also be the one who 
gets to turn out the lights. 

Even if President Clinton proves out 
Carter Two, Ross Perot will remain a burr 
under Dole’s saddle. Recent polls show 
Perot overtaking a president in free fall, 
with Dole bringing up the rear. Dole does 
not relish a rerun of ’92, this time with

himself in the death seat. Even less does he 
wish to compete with Perot in Republican 
primaries where he could lose badly. 
Again. 

In a less stupid party, Bill Weld could 
offer Republicans a new beginning. But 
this is far too good an idea. For one thing, 
Weld is an authentic swell, as opposed to 
George Bush, who is some kind of goofy 
egalitarian at heart. For another, Weld is a 
timely hybrid of economic conservative 
and social liberal, letter-perfect for the 
1990s. His bravura performance in Mas- 
sachusetts (where he cleaned up after a 
disaster, still managing a tax cut and a 
balanced budget) is the most impressive in 
current politics. He scares the wits out of 
the Kennedy pretender. Worst of all, he 
also wins, and as a Republican in the most 
solidly Democratic state in the Union. So 
scratch Weld.

one thing: it’s not the economy, stupid, it’s the perception. | 








There is little any president can do about it. But he better | 


look like he can. George Bush and Jimmy Carter were in- 
nocent bystanders. They were lynched all the same. This is 
not likely to happen to Ross Perot. 

It’s not that the patient wasn’t warned. Back in the Age 
of Nixon (even before Watergate) two remarkably pre- 
scient diagnoses broke into print, each detailing plague 
bacilli poised to attack the body politic. Walter Karp’s In- 
dispensable Enemies (written by a sometime “Gold Demo- 
crat” and all-time American original) was a scalding pre- 
mortem on a terminal political “system.” Catch the Falling 
Flag, by Richard Whalen (a former Nixon braintruster and 
even unlikelier pathologist), stress-tested his own party and 
pronounced it in extremis. Whalen prescribed intensive 
care, while Karp’s second opinion mandated radical 
surgery. 

This Rx was strong medicine. And it proved too bitter 
after the Gipper’s Hadacol knockouts hit the market. 
Morning in America had no time for gloom, so Whalen 
and Karp were consigned to the Cassandra bin, where they 
continue to lag behind the Dead Sea Scrolls in public in- 
terest. 

Last year two seismic events took place in Texas that 
were to alter perceptions of politics as usual. The first was 
the Houston convention, which motivated a large number 
of previous simpaticos to rethink the Republican Party and 
even, like David Gergen, leave the room. The second was 
the Perot earthquake, which did not so much level the 
playing field as plow it under. Aftershocks from both are 
still registering. 

As if Perot’s boring from within were not enough to 
worry about, there is the resurgent Christian right, which is 
making a concerted effort throughout the Old Confederacy 
to take over the state parties. If they succeed (and they 
have already done so in Alabama, Mississippi, South Car- 
olina, and Virginia), they may be able to re-create a Solid 
South (for the Democrats, of course). 

Unless the elephant finds its way to the egress, back to 
the big tent, the whole circus could fold. And unless con- 
servatives can find the will to amend “the law of their exis- 
tence,” John Stuart Mill’s verdict will stand, perhaps even 
as epitaph. In the false dawn of their “rejuvenation,” the 
“united Republican Party” has lost sight of a life-threaten- 
ing situation. Ross Perot is poised to make an unfriendly 
takeover bid for the soul of the Republican Party. If this 
boarding party is not repelled, Republicans may wish they 
had gone the way of the Whigs. 

In other words, Earth to GOP: Wise up. Get a life. Or 
he will bury you. Q

Likewise, Mr. Cruel had not expressed the slightest 
interest in Alice K.’s past romantic life, and that made 
her wonder, too: does he care about my emotional life? 
Is he interested in whether I’ve grown, or how much? 

At the same time, Alice K. wanted terribly to give Mr. 
Cruel the benefit of the doubt. We’ve only seen each 
other four times, she kept telling herself. Maybe we’re 
just taking things slowly. And maybe that’s okay. 

Whatever doubts she had about a future with the (pos- 
sibly) New and Improved Mr. Cruel seemed more pro- 
nounced in her sessions with Dr. Y., where Alice K. 
found herself squirming with discomfort in the chair. 

“He really seems different,” she’d told Dr. Y. after their 
second encounter. “He really seems to have grown.”

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The enclosed ad describes something called The 
Strecker Memorandum, a video that purports to show 
that AIDS is a man-made disease. This sounds like the 
usual AIDS-conspiracy mumbo jumbo, but it’s so well 
documented it’s made me wonder. Can you get to the 
bottom of it?

Cecil is reluctant to spend too much time on this, 
because it seems so obviously nuts, but I’ve gotten a 
few letters about it, and hey, we live to serve. There are 
two main alternative AIDS theories, as we might call 
them: the Strecker AIDS theory and the Duesberg risk- 
group theory. The Strecker theory, which is the wilder 
of the two, is the work of Robert Strecker, an LA gas- 
troenterologist. He claims that “AIDS was a disease 
that was requested, manufactured, and deployed, and 
does exactly what it was intended to do,” i.e., it’s a 
germ weapon. 

Strecker says scientists cooked up AIDS around 
1972 from something called “bovine visna virus” 
(BVV). He guesses that smallpox vaccine made from 
the lesions of BVV-infected cattle was injected into 
humans in Africa, where it transmuted into AIDS. One 
item of evidence in support of Strecker’s theory is a 
quote from the July 1, 1969, Congressional Record in 
which a physician mentions a government-sponsored 
research project that would create a “synthetic biologi- 
cal agent . . . for which no natural immunity would 
have been acquired.” 

Strecker’s work has been expanded on by a host of 
others. Among the claims (I rely here mainly on a 1990 
story in Essence): 1) It was invented by the CIA or 2) 
the Russians. 3) It was manufactured at the US Army 
biological research center in Fort Detrick, Maryland. 4) 
It has something to do with Agent Orange. 5) It was 
invented to kill black people; gays were a pilot test. 
(Crack cocaine was also created to destroy blacks.) 

Mainstream AIDS scientists say Strecker’s a kook. 
From a microbiological standpoint, human immunode- 
ficiency virus (HIV) bears little resemblance to bovine 
visna virus; it bears a lot of resemblance to simian 
immunodeficiency virus (SIV), from which HIV is 
widely thought to have naturally evolved. There may 
have been some proto-AIDS cases substantially predat- 
ing 1972. And frankly, inventing a fatal disease that 
singles out minorities, gays, and drug abusers would 
require the CIA/Russians/US Army to be a lot smarter 
a lot earlier in the day than there is any evidence of 
them ever being. 

The Duesberg risk-group theory isn’t quite as 
bizarre. Peter Duesberg, a respected (until now) virolo- 
gist at UCal Berkeley, says HIV doesn’t cause AIDS, as 
is almost universally believed. Instead, AIDS is caused 
by a general weakening of the immune system due to 
drug abuse, disease, parasites, malnutrition (in Africa), 
and so on. Evidence: US AIDS patients don’t get the 
same opportunistic diseases that African AIDS patients 
do; predictions of a sharp upswing in heterosexual US 
AIDS cases have not come true; the HIV virus isn’t 
especially virulent and is suppressed by the immune 
system; and so on. 

Duesberg’s ideas, like Strecker’s, are dismissed by 
mainstream AIDS researchers. The main countering 
argument is that people without HIV don’t get AIDS 
(although a couple of apparent exceptions have turned 
up), while most of those with HIV do get it. Also, drug 
abuse, parasites, malnutrition, and so on have been 
around for a long time, but nobody got AIDS until HIV 
showed up. 

Still, Duesberg isn’t a paranoid conspiracy theorist 
like those in the Strecker crowd. A few scientists think 
he may be on to something; more than a hundred have 
joined the Group for the Scientific Reappraisal of the 
HIV/AIDS hypothesis. There have been efforts to por- 
tray the guy as a latter-day Galileo, scorned but maybe 
right. Cecil, Lord knows, isn’t about to dismiss a fellow 
contrarian out of hand. But I wouldn’t bet the mort- 
gage money on him, either.

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‘THE ROCK-AND-ROLL 
GOLF TOUR

If rock and roll is my bread, then golf is my butter. 
— Johnny Vegas, the Mighty Mighty Bosstones 


ichie Parsons, of the band Tomato Monkey, stood on the Highland 
Links golf course, in Truro. The ocean sprawled in front of him, the 
bay behind him, and a golf ball was perched at his feet. It was a mo- 
ment, to steal a line from British author P.G. Wodehouse, when all 
nature shouted, “Fore!” 

But Richie Parsons paused. He pulled back. Then, after a few seconds, he broke 
into a searing air-guitar jam, right there at the third tee. “I had to wait for the ap- 
propriate moment,” Parsons says. “And this moment was so beautiful.” 

Air guitar on the golf course. Bobby Jones would lurch in his grave. But such 
outbursts have become strangely familiar spectacles on local fairways. You see them 
within Parsons’s various foursomes. He hacks regularly with fellow band members 
Rich Kerr and Michael Brown, and with Lee Harrington, formerly of the Neighbor- 
hoods, and Chris Doherty, of Gang Green. 

Dave Herlihy, of O Positive, is another air-guitar golfer. “Of course I am,” he 
says proudly. “And sometimes after I sink a long putt, I’ll even do windmills.” 

It shouldn’t tax anyone’s memory to recall a time when windmills were the pre- 
serve of miniature courses, and earrings dangled only at the ladies’ tee. But in re- 
cent years, the staid old game of golf has made a fast approach to the cutting 
edge. Once an odd mix of polyester and linen, the sport has donned a MEGADETH 
T-shirt. 

Right, and nuns are taking up hockey. 

But this is not a dream. Herlihy calls it “The Rock-and-Roll Golf Club.” Mem- 
bers range from Eddie Van Halen to Johnny Vegas, of the Bosstones, from mem- 
bers of Aerosmith to Métley Criie and Judas Priest, from promoters to club own- 
ers and DJs (see “The Tee Party”). The ranks are as passionate as they are 
fledgling. “Rock and roll and golf are perfect for each other,” proclaims Parsons. 
“And we get to see pheasants, hawks, and rabbits, and that’s pretty cool, too.” 

Golf is the newest opiate for a fast-mellowing industry. It’s a tolerable hangover 
sport (day clubbing after night clubbing), and kills hours of daylight downtime for a 
nocturnal species. Thus, the game has emerged as rock’s addiction du jour. Safer 
than heroin and barbiturates, it makes you wonder: if Hendrix and Joplin had , 
played golf, would they still be with us today? 


What a long, strange trip it’s been 

Time was, golf belonged strictly to the cigar-chomping ruling class. Busi- 
ness tycoons. Frat boys. Guys who look like Tip O’Neill. Presidents. (From 
the time Dwight Eisenhower installed a putting green on the White House 
lawn, golf has been the presidential sport of choice. Clinton reportedly shoots 
in the 80s.) 

In music circles, Bing Crosby and Frank Sinatra were both at home on the fair- 
way. (Crosby recorded the signature ode to the sport, a strolling tune called 
“Straight Down the Middle.”) But these maestros were extensions of the establish- 
ment fat cats who ruled the sport, hardly a threat to the game’s royal order. 

In the 1970s, golf gained its first ambassadors to the cutting edge. They came 
in the persons of Alice Cooper and Iggy Pop. Both avid golfers since childhood, 
they were said to plan their tours around tee times. But they were also compelled 
to hide their passion like a family secret. 

“It was not considered de rigueur for the rock genre,” says rocker-golfer Kid 
Leo, vice-president of AOR promotions, in New York. Cooper once caught seri- 
ous flak when a photo of him golfing ran in a national magazine. “So Alice didn’t 
talk about his golfing anymore,” says Leo. 

“There were a lot of closet golfers,” says Oedipus, WBCN’s program director 
and golf king. “It was so unhip, none of us knew the others existed. But eventual- 
ly we found each other.” 

Golf began to invade rock and roll in the 1980s. The proliferation of celebrity 
golf tournaments exposed the sport to a new long-haired species that now includ- 
ed members of AC/DC and Matley Criie. 








Now, as a full-scale fairway frenzy grips 
younger, hipper constituencies (see “The 
Golf Boom”), the game has fully infiltrated 
the rock circuit. Last month, for instance, 
the ninth annual New England rock-and- 
roll golf tournament featured an unprece- 
dented 156 representatives from local radio 
stations, labels, and record stores (it drew 
only 20 people in its first year). PolyGram 
supplied the balls, Warner Bros. the hats, 
and Sony the T-shirts. 

At the grass-roots level, the fairway has be- 
come a reliable meeting place, where chance 
get-togethers occur all the time. John Neid- 
hart, of the Sextons, for instance, recently 
played with Mark Sutton, formerly of the 
Rings, and Geoff Thurber, of the Pat Wallace 
band. They needed a fourth, and sure 
enough, Gerard Welsh, a Sextons roadie and 
a reputed monster of the fairway, was wan- 
dering the course nearby. And so another 
rock-and-roll foresome was born. 


I’m free 

Friday at 3:30 p.m., and you can’t get any- 
one on the phone. So you motor to Putter- 
ham Meadows, in Brookline, and sure 
enough, here comes a rock-and-roll three- 
some that includes Jeff Marshall, president of 
Monolyth Entertainment, Oedipus, and 
Bradley Jay, of WBCN. Tee time is promptly 
at 3:44 p.m. All come dressed in earrings and 
customized golf shoes. 

Shhhh! 

Fwack! Oedipus, king of ’BCN linksmen, 
hooks a line drive left off the first tee. 

Bradley, bandana-clad, slices right. 

“I haven’t golfed in front of my rocker 
buddies before,” Marshall says. “I’m ner- 
vous.” He gets under the ball, and lofts it 
about 150 yards. 

Oedipus chips his second shot onto the 
green. He exults with a quick pump of the 
fist and a two-step dance punctuated with 
a “bada bing, bada boom” mantra. No air- 
guitar golfer he, but a wild man nonethe- 
less. 

We love golf. It’s a beautiful game. 


Foreplay or Fore! Play! A digression 

It’s an age-old golf question: “Is a great 
golf shot better than sex?” 

Bradley Jay, onetime host of ’BCN’s Sex 
Palace, offers rare insight into the dilemma. 
We canvass him as he rumbles towards the 
third green. . 

“It is a different reality than sex,” he’says. 
“It’s something to do between sex.” 

Marshall settles the issue at the next green. 
“Sex I can get all the time,” he says. “But a 
great golf shot is harder to come by.” 


Come 

Still, like sex, golf is best done with some- 
one you love, or at least like. 

“The best part about golfing,” says Jay, “is 
that you get to spend hours with your 
friends. It’s not like a club or a bar. Rock- 
and-rollers have gotten tired of beer-soaked 
halls. You can actually talk to each other 
here.” 

Musicians are a quirky, eclectic, but 
nonetheless insular bunch. As David Cham- 
pagne, of King Kane’s Junko Partners, says, 
golf represents the chance to be together re- 
gardless of ability. In an industry swollen 
with runaway egos, golf offers a level playing 
field. 

“Golf is the only social sport where you’re 
not competing,” says Parrish Heppenstall, 
the bass player for Vision Thing. It’s not like 
tennis, which requires players of similar abili- 
ty (though Dave Herlihy points out that a 
tennis racket makes a better air guitar). 
Golf’s social fabric is geared more to brother- 
hood than to competition.

“You need to complain to someone when 
the golf gods inflict their wrath,” says Herli- 
hy. “And you need to brag to someone when 
you show the illusion of being good.” 


Chicks and birdies 

Few women rockers golf. We looked. 
Really. 

Like the music industry itself, the rock- 
and-roll golf circle remains a predominantly 
male preserve. The links constitute a reliable 
escape venue, where male bonding thrives 
and women rarely intrude. 

The phenomenon defies statistics indicat- 
ing that women represent a healthy and 
growing segment of the links population na- 
tionwide — 21.8 percent, according to the 
Florida-based National Golf Federation. 
Forty-one percent of all beginning golfers 
were women in 1991, 37 percent in 1992. 

Mary Cashman, a former general manager 
at WBOS, is part of a small female popula- 
tion of golfing radio executives that includes 
Jenny McCann, the general manager at 
WBM<x, and Beverly Tilden, marketing direc- 
tor at KISS-108. Cashman, who took up golf 
five years ago, theorizes that as women as- 
cend the corporate music ladder, they will 
populate greens as well. 

Still, women rockers are rarely invited to 
join male foursomes. “Women tend to feel 
very left out from that circle,” says Lisa Car- 
riulo, comptroller at Don Law and golfing 
student. 

Moreover, women have hardly forged a 
league of their own on the links. Their atti- 
tudes and mythologies closely resemble the 
boys’ club they seek to join. 

“I’m a wicked golfer,” says Tilden. “I like 
playing with guys, because I don’t know 
many good girl golfers anyway. Who wants 
to hit with people who take eight shots on the 
fairway?” 


Etiquette 

You might not expect a crowd like this to 
care about matters of decorum, but etiquette 
is a guiding tenet for the rock-and-roll set. 

Consider Richie Parsons, who played for 
the Newbury Comics team (he manages the 
Braintree store) in the recent New England 
rock-and-roll invitational. A ball whistled by 
his ear while he was putting. So Parsons and 
pals dutifully buried the offending ball 
(struck by a Warner Bros. rep named Bob 
Shaw) in some nearby mud. Moral: wait until 
the foursome ahead is done.

Oedipus is big on etiquette. Library silence 
when he shoots, please. 

“They have fucking rules for everything,” 
he says. “Even unnatural groundwater.” You 
know the basics. Low score shoots first. Far- 
thest from the hole putts first. No running on 
the green (though an exception was once 
made for Marshall when an angry Canadian 
goose chased him around and ended up bit- 
ing him on the leg. 

Etiquette is intrinsic to golf’s appeal in 
rock circles. It’s a chance to embrace defin- 
able rules in a cutthroat business of sharp el- 
bows and fragile egos; it provides a reliable 
order for those whose medium is defined by 
noise and disarray. “Golfing etiquette is im- 
portant because it’s the rules that govern our 
mental space,” says Dave Herlihy. “This is 
not about pompous posturing. This is about 
maintaining a peaceful universe.” 

Etiquette serves to preserve the escape 
mentality so central to the golf experience. 
Accordingly, business on the golf course 
should be avoided like a buzz-kill. Yes, like a 
head cold, business does happen. But friend- 
ship takes precedence. “Golfing is more of a 
bonding exercise than a place to close deals,” 
says Jeff Marshall. “The golf course is usually 
the best place to get people alone. It’s where 
relationships are nurtured.” 

But the line where “nurturing” ends and 
business begins is tightly delineated. Patrick 
Lyons, a clubman in both senses of the word, 
puts it bluntly: “Anyone who takes a cellular 
phone out on the golf course should be shot.” 

Excessive drinking is likewise frowned 
upon until the 19th hole: don’t drink and 
drive. 


Nirvana 

Let’s talk metaphysics. 

“Rock is focused outward,” says John 
Neidhart, of the Sextons. “But golf is a to- 
tally inward experience.” The secret to both, 
he says, rests in maintaining a good psychic 
balance. 

“The relationship [of rock to golf] is a real 
yin-and-yang thing,” adds Herlihy. “Per- 
forming music is about collaboration and 
frenzy. But golf is the ultimate Zen game. 
You go out with the birds, in the nice weath- 
er, and you can just be golf. 

“You’re in that weird zone when the 
band’s really firing, the crowd’s going 
crazy, and there are whole spaces of time 
which you can’t verbalize. Certain logical 
systems shut down. Same with golf. When 
you’re playing great, you are golf, just like 
you are music.” 

It’s worth noting that golf hasn’t monop- 
olized the rock-and-roll sporting life. The 
members of Rush, for instance, are bowling. 
They rent out entire alleys after hours. Bos- 
ton play hoops (on a rim erected specially 
backstage), the Steve Miller Band prefer 
softball (Miller pitches), U2 sail, and Ted 
Nugent hunts. 

But golf has that special juice. It strikes to 
the heart of today’s rocker ethos. “When 
things are clicking on the golf course, your 
conscious mind is completely out of play,” 
says Herlihy. “It’s all within you. And it’s a 
great place to be.” 

Back in the worldly realm, golf is about 
human potential. It’s about getting in touch 
with life’s pure pleasure possibilities. All it 
takes is one shot off the sweet spot. You nev- 
er forget your first. 

“I was working on a post-Rings project 
called Bamboo Gang,” says Mark Sutton, his 
voice softening. “This guy took me out to 
Putterham, and I parred my third hole. I said 
to myself, ‘This is the game for me.’ ” 

“I always hated golf,” says Patrick Lyons. 
“But the macho ego thing took over. Then I

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Hot summer dishes 
from the city’s 


top fire-meisters 


by Sandra Heddon 


t’s summertime and, this 
year, the grilling is easy. Af- 
ter several seasons of char- 
coal mishaps, you have at 
last mastered the fine art of 
fire preparation. Perhaps 
you’ve even done a bit of 
experimenting, moved away 
from chicken wings slath- 
ered with store-bought jars 
of Uncle Joe’s Zesty Down- 
Home Sauce, and tried a few innovative 
recipes of your own. Maybe you’ve even 
ripped off a couple of ideas from the 
menus of your favorite restaurants. . . . 

And there’s the problem: your attempts 
to copy the masters are no doubt imperfect. 

Well, counterfeit no more. Six of Bos- 
ton’s most talented chefs have supplied 
creative, inspirational recipes for this sea- 
son’s outdoor festivities. Admittedly, 
these ideas require a certain amount of 
culinary competence, but it can be impos- 
sible to procure a “simple” recipe from a 
qualified chef. Just remember, the keys to 
success are preparation, organization, 
and, most important — libations. In other 
words, relax and have fun. 

Before you jump into the fire, heed some 
advice to avoid getting burned. A vast 
number of grill types are available, from 
flimsy table-top models to heavy-duty, 
hooded gas grills with rotisseries and ad- 
justable racks. The choice is really up to 
the user; the main challenge involves build- 
ing an adequate cooking fire, and then 
knowing how to control it. If you have 
enough space, you can layer varying 
depths of coals, allowing for different tem- 
peratures that enable you to slow down or 
speed up the cooking time. 

Typically, most barbecue buffs rush to 
the nearest convenience store and pick up 
a bag of uniform briquettes and a can of 
lighter fluid. Unfortunately, these car- 
bonized wood-chip and sawdust squares 
are often soaked in a chemical additive, 
which makes them an environmental haz- 
ard. They’re also inferior heat conductors, 
and therefore less effective for open grilling 
or searing; besides, the additives can taint 
the flavor of the food. So be conscientious, 
and make an effort to locate hardwood, 
lump, or mesquite charcoal, all of which 
are made from pure wood and are there- 
fore eminently PC. You may also want to 
add flavor to your coals with “gourmet” 
wood chips (hickory, mesquite, apple, and 
so on), dried herb sprigs, dried corncobs,

grapevines, or fruit rinds. Keep in mind 
that such additives are best used with 
hooded grills, as an uncovered grill won’t 
adequately contain the subtle flavors. 

On the fire front, there is some debate 
whether starter fluid is an environmental 
hazard and whether it taints the flavor of 
the food. Kindling is always a pleasant al- 
ternative, although it can be frustrating if 
you failed as a scout; electric fire-starters 
are available, as are “chimneys” — cylin- 
drical metal containers that are open at 
both ends and act on some weird principle 
of physics. (One of our featured chefs, 
Chris Schlesinger, and his co-author John 
“Doc” Willoughby explain it best in their 
book, The Thrill of the Grill, which is an 
excellent source for technique; see 
“Gourmet Grilling Guides.”) 

All of these recipes require some indoor 
preparation. Read each one carefully, and 
decide what can be prepped in advance. 
Don’t forget that coals will need 30 to 40 
minutes to reach the “gray ash” stage. 
That gives you a perfect opportunity to fin- 
ish sauces, prep garnishes, or dance 
around with your friends.

»> Soy-Basted Salmon with Jicama 
Salad and Watercress 
(Serves two) 


2 salmon filets (skin on), 6 ounces each 
For the marinade: 

juice and zest of 1 lime 

juice and zest of 1 orange 

2 tablespoons grated ginger root 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh garlic 

3 tablespoons each chopped fresh 

cilantro and mint 

'4 cup blended oil 

1 teaspoon sesame oil 

1/4 cup soy sauce 

splash of mirin (rice wine) 

2 pinches red-pepper flakes 


Mix marinade and cover salmon filets. 
Let marinate one hour. Grill as follows: 

Place salmon filets skin-side up at a 45- 
degree angle to the grill grids. As salmon 
begins to cook, the outer edges will begin 
to turn pink. At this point, slide the spatula 
gently under the salmon and turn slightly 
so that the fish aligns with the grids (this 
produces those lovely grill marks on the 
fish). Once the salmon edges begin to lift 
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Sifnugel. 


up off the grill, flip salmon over — gently 
— and finish cooking to desired doneness. 


For the jicama salad 

1 medium-sized jicama root, peeled and 
julienned 

juice of 1 orange 

juice of 1 lime 

juice of 1 lemon 

2 to 3 oranges, peeled and segmented 

2 cucumbers, peeled, seeded, and sliced 

2 tablespoons each chopped mint and 
cilantro 

salt and pepper to taste 


Toss all ingredients salad style. Place ji- 
cama salad on a bed of watercress. Set 
grilled salmon filets on top. Garnish with 
sliced lime.

» Grilled Quail with Cardomom, 
Sweet Ginger Sauce, and Grilled 
Scallions 

(Serves 10 as appetizer, five as entree) 


“Prepping quail for the grill is a bit 
tricky,” says Schlesinger, “but I think it’s 
worth the effort, since you end up with a 
great-tasting little item that takes to the 
grill well, is flavorful in its own right, makes 
a good foil for many other flavors, and can 
be served as appetizer or entree. This par- 
ticular dish uses a dry rub featuring car- 
damom, the world’s second most costly 
spice, after saffron. The pungency of this 
costly little pod goes great with the orangy, 
sweet, Asian-style barbecue sauce.” 


For the sweet ginger sauce 
1 tablespoon sesame oil plus 4 cup 
vegetable oil 
2 tablespoons minced fresh ginger 
2 cup fresh orange juice 
'4 cup hoisin sauce 
'/ cup rice wine vinegar 


For the scallions 
10 scallions, bottoms and tops trimmed 
off, leaving about 5 or 6 inches of green 
on top 
1 tablespoon sesame oil 
salt and freshly cracked white pepper 


Remaining ingredients 
10 quail, butterflied and backbone 
removed 
3 tablespoons freshly ground cardomom 
2 tablespoons red-pepper flakes 
3 tablespoons freshly cracked white

1) Make the sauce. In a sauté pan over 
medium heat, heat the sesame and veg- 
etable oils until hot but not smoking. Add 
the ginger and cook, stirring frequently, 
for two minutes. Add the orange juice and 
rice wine vinegar and cook for five min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. Add the hoisin 
sauce and cook, still stirring occasionally, 
for one more minute. Remove from heat 
and set aside. 

2) In a small bowl, mix together the car- 
damom, salt, red-pepper flakes, and three 
tablespoons of white pepper. Rub the quail 
all over with this mixture. 

3) Grill the quail over a medium-hot fire 
for four to six minutes per side. They 
should be cooked through, but the meat 
should still have a somewhat pinkish ap- 
pearance. 

4) Meanwhile, rub the scallions with 
sesame oil, sprinkle with salt and white 
pepper to taste, and grill for three or four 
minutes, or until they are golden, rolling 
them over once or twice so that they cook 
evenly. 

5) Serve each quail with a couple of ta- 
blespoons of sweet ginger sauce and a 
grilled scallion. For appetizers, serve one 
quail per person; for an entree, serve two 
or three quail per person, depending on 
the appetites of your guests.

» Grilled Portabella Mushrooms 
with Asparagus and Red-Pepper Oil 


(Serves one as an appetizer) 


For the red-pepper oil 
3 sweet red peppers, cleaned and 
chopped 
1 cup rosemary-garlic oil (see below) 
salt and pepper to taste 


Remaining ingredients 

6 ounces rosemary-garlic oil 

1 large portabella mushroom cap 

8 asparagus spears, stems removed 

1 tablespoon mixed, chopped fresh herbs 
(parsley, thyme, oregano, and 
rosemary) 

salt and pepper to taste 


1) Make the red-pepper oil. Sauté pep- 
pers in three tablespoons of rosemary-gar- 
lic oil over medium heat for 10 minutes. 
Transfer to a blender and process until 
smooth. Return to sauté pan and reduce by 
half. Return to blender. With the motor 
running, slowly incorporate oil into purée 
so it is emulsified. Strain, season, and re- 
serve. 





2) Sauté mushroom cap in four ounces 
herb oil until tender, about five minutes. 
Season with salt and pepper and transfer to 
a hot grill along with asparagus. Grill both 
sides and baste frequently. Transfer to a hot 
plate, apply red-pepper oil, sprinkle with 
fresh herbs, and serve. 


For about a quart of rosemary-garlic oil 
1 quart canola oil 
24 sprigs fresh rosemary 
1 cup crushed garlic 
1 tablespoon crushed red pepper (flakes) 


Steep all ingredients in a large pot over 
medium heat for 30 minutes. Allow mixture 
to cool at room temperature and stand for 
24 hours. Strain and reserve for future use. 
This oil will last for one month at room 
temperature.

For the orange vinaigrette

1 tablespoon Dijon mustard 
1 teaspoon lemon juice

Remaining ingredients

3) Slice eggplant, salt lightly, and set on 
paper towels to absorb juices. Cut Vidalia 
onions into %4-inch rings and marinate in 
olive oil seasoned with salt, pepper, and 
fresh chopped thyme. Pat eggplant dry and 
marinate same as onions.

4) Grill eggplant and Vidalia onion slices 
until just under-done; be sure to allow 
onions time to release sugars and become 
tender and sweet. 

5) Remove crabs from marinade, lightly 
pat to remove excess oil.

Grill for two minutes on 
each side. 

6) Spoon relish onto center of plate, 
place eggplant and onion slices off to one 
side. Place two crabs, belly-side-up (for 
easier cutting), on top of relish. 

7) Garnish with lightly grilled fresh pea 
tendrils. Drizzle perimeter of plate with or- 
ange vinaigrette.

» Grilled Trout Stuffed with Scal- 
lions, Served with Wild Rice and a 
Fiesta Salad 


(Serves one) 


For the trout 
8 ounces semi-boneless trout 
4 scallions (grilled) 
'4 teaspoon chili powder 
salt and pepper to taste 


For the wild rice 
one cup wild rice 
Y2 cup combination of onion/carrot/celery 
(finely diced) 
1 cup water 
1 cups chicken stock 
14 cup pumpkin seeds 
3 tablespoons fresh chopped herbs 
(parsley, chives, and cilantro) 


For the fiesta salad 
1 small jicama, julienned 
2 carrots, julienned 
1 small red onion, julienned 
1 orange and 1 lime, sectioned and juice 
reserved

grilled orange slices (for garnish) 


1) Season trout with salt, pepper, and chili 
powder. Stuff trout with grilled scallions and 
tie with a piece of corn husk or chives. 

2) Make the wild rice. Boil wild rice with 
water for 10 minutes. Drain. Sauté onions, 
carrots, and celery. Add wild rice and 
chicken stock to the sauté. Cook until half 
of the stock is evaporated. Add peas, pump- 
kin seeds, and fresh herbs. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper.

3) Make the fiesta salad. Toss julienned 
jicama, carrots, and red onions with orange 
and lime sections and juice. Season with 
salt and pepper. 

4) Grill the trout until it is about three- 
quarters of the way cooked. Then place it in 
a 400-degree oven while the rest of the dish 
is assembled. 

5) Remove trout from oven, serve over 
warmed wild rice and garnish with fiesta 
salad and grilled orange slices.

» Grilled-Fruit Skewers with Citrus 
Pound Cake, Ice Cream, and 
Caramel 

(Serves six) 
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For the citrus pound cake 
6 eggs 
1 cup sugar 
1 cup butter 
2 cups flour 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 teaspoon anise seed 
rind of 1 orange, minced 
rind of 1 lime, minced 


1) Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. 
Grease a nine-inch loaf pan and dust with 
flour. 

2) Combine eggs and sugar in a bowl 
and heat over simmering water for one 
minute. Take off the heat and continue 
whisking until thick and tripled in vol- 
ume. 

3) Cream together the butter and 
flour, add vanilla, anise, and citrus 
zests. 

4) Stir Y% of the egg mixture into the 
butter mixture, then fold the rest in gen- 
tly. 

5) Bake for about 50 minutes or until 
golden brown and the cake pulls away from 
the pan. 

6) Turn out onto a rack and allow to 
cool. 


For the fruit skewers 
20 cherries, pitted 
12 strawberries, stemmed 
6 peaches, quartered 
sugar, fresh mint, and (optional) 
marsala 
6 skewers (10-inch skewers work best) 


1) Slide three cherries, two strawber- 
ries, and two peach quarters onto each 
skewer. 

2) Sprinkle with two tablespoons of sug- 
ar, the mint leaves, and one ounce of 
marsala wine. Marinate 10 minutes. 


For the caramel sauce 
1 cup sugar 
2 cup water 
14 cup cream 
2 tablespoons butter 


1) In one sauce pan, combine sugar and 
water. Bring to a boil. 

2) In another pan, heat the cream and 
butter and remove from the heat. 

3) Cook the sugar until dark. Remove 
from the heat. 

4) Very carefully, whisk the cream into 
the sugar, stirring vigorously but carefully 
to avoid burning. 

5) Keep the sauce warm until ready to 
serve. 


To assemble 

1) Thirty minutes before serving, light a 
wood or charcoal fire and allow the coals 
to become gray. They should not be too 
hot. 

2) When fire is ready, cut the pound cake 
and grill on each side until nicely browned 
and heated through. 

3) Moisten each skewer with a little olive 
oil and grill slowly until the fruit is cooked 
and charred. 

4) Arrange the pound cake on a serving 
plate and top with a fruit skewer and a 
scoop of vanilla ice cream. Drizzle with 
caramel sauce and garnish with mint leaves.

hit one on the screws, the ball drifted like a 
rocket, and that was that. Stick a fork in 
me. I’m done.” 


Look sharp: Fairway fashion 

“We’re not polyester Republicans any- 
more,” declares Oedipus. 

“Golf has become the ultimate combo of 
sport and fashion,” adds Johnny Vegas, of 
the Bosstones, who plays every day when 
he’s not touring. But no golf-style consen- 
sus emerges across the headbanger spec- 
trum. There are traditionalists, rebels, and 
hybrids. A sampling: 

Vegas prefers a mix of black golf shoes 
and a collared shirt. “My bracelets go jan- 
gle, jangle when I shoot,” he says. 

Richie Parsons is at home in an old 
AC/DC concert shirt: “It’s important for 
me to assert my rock-and-roll identity,” he 
says. 

WFNX music director Kurt St. Thomas is 
a traditionalist. He was a golfer before he 
was a rocker. He worked in a golf shop as a 
kid, and used to shoot in the 70s. “I’m kind 
of an old-schooler when it comes to dress,” 
he says. “It would be sacrilege to dress bad- 
ly. It would be like putting billboards in Fen- 
way Park.” Of course, there are billboards in 
Fenway Park. And St. Thomas says that 
he’s trying to find the ultimate Doc 
Martens golf shoe. “I guess you have to 
preserve the rock spirit of things,” he says. 

“I never wear plaid on the golf course,” 
St. Thomas adds. “Unless I’m with the 
Bosstones.” 

Lacking a uniform fashion statement, 
how can you tell a rocker on a golf 
course? It comes down to intangibles. He 
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walks the walk and talks the talk. “You’re 
about three Paradise stages away from the 
green,” says St. Thomas, a dead giveaway. 


Kings of pain

It seems the capricious goddess doesn’t 
like rock and roll much. Yes, there are 
some genuinely good golfers in the ranks, 
but as Dave Herlihy puts it, “The best way 
to tell a rock-and-roll golfer is that they 
usually suck.” 

“On some level, I think everyone who 
golfs wants to feel badly about himself,” 
says Geoff Thurber. Indeed, the genius of 
recreational golf is that it’s okay to be a 
duffer, hack a divot (just replace it), kill 
the occasional bunny. It’s central to the 
cult of self-torture that defines the golfing 
fraternity. “Sucking is a bond that we all 
share,” says David Champagne. “Everyone 
who pretends they’re a good golfer is ex- 
posed soon enough.” 

Golf allows the rock performer to tran- 
scend his innate narcissism, enjoy a healthy 
fix of humility. The sport is debasing but 
dignified. It’s a chance to parade your inner 
knucklehead. 

And yet, on the green grandeur of the 
golf course sprawls the illusion of possibili- 
ty. It can be intoxicating as a Hendrix riff. 
And the imagination runs wild. 

Of course, it could be we’re just reading 
too much into this. 

Tomato Monkey Richie Parsons con- 
cludes simply: “Golf is a leisure sport for 
kings. And every rock-and-roller wants to 
be king.” Q

percent during the ’80s. That figure jumps to 7.4 percent for ages 25 to 34. 
The trend has intensified in the 1990s. According to the Florida-based National 
Golf Foundation, 25 million Americans played at least one round of golf in 1991, up 
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25 percent over a five-year stretch. The number of golf rounds played in the US in- 
creased from 479 million in 1991 to 505 million in 1992. 

In recent years, golf has become more and more visible outside the realm of sports 
and recreation, too; you can read about the game these days in just about every sec- 
tion of the newspaper. Consider: 

¢ Sports. Michael Jordan’s massive reported losses on golf gambling debts domi- 
nated headlines during much of the NBA playoffs. 

* Politics. Last April, the General Accounting Office reported that then-Vice-Pres- 
ident Dan Quayle used military planes to take trips to play golf with then-chief-of- 
staff Sam Skinner. 

In another political development, then-candidate Bill Clinton was reportedly lob- 
bied by a long-time golfing buddy to pick Al Gore as his running mate during a game 
the Sunday before he announced his choice. 

* Foreign affairs. The Moscow Country Club, a $200 million 18-hole PGA-certi- 
fied course, recently opened for business. 

* Art. “The Putt-Modernism” exhibition of miniature-golf courses showed at Art- 
ists Space, in TriBeCa, last year. 

* Television. Plans to create an all-golf cable station — Channel Fore, anyone? — 
were recently announced.

In the North End, 


your father’s restaurant

he Bruins and the Celtics 

are gone till fall, and once 

again it’s possible to park 

near enough to eat in the 

North End. How I’ve 
missed it all fall, winter, and spring! For 
nine months a year, it’s as though it’s a 
crowded subway ride to decent red sauce 
— 10 months when the teams contend 
for championships. 

There is no similar restaurant problem 
near Fenway Park or Foxboro Stadium, 
and maybe that’s the trouble with the 
baseball and football teams. Their fans 
don’t come to the games with garlic on 
their breath. The cheers lack that extra 
pizzazz di pizza. The boos don’t burn 
with heartburn alla parmigiana. 

So how come this year the North Sta- 
tion teams were upset by rivals whose 
fans train on Buffalo chicken wings and 
Carolina pulled pork? Could it be all 
those white-sauce menus 
undermining the traditional 
values of the North End? 
It’s almost all yuppie now 
south of Hanover Street, 
with food of the Northern 
provinces infiltrating Han- 
over itself. Salem Street 
holds out, but only by trad- ry 
ing butcher shops for the 
last of the red-sauce pal- 
aces. As of old, the style is 
hearty — stonemason por- 
tions and peasant flavors, 
with plenty of tomato sauce 
to stain the occasional 
white collar. 

LoConte’s is just what 
we used to love in the 
North End — giant por- 
tions of pasta and such 
with highly flavored tomato 
sauces. The room is crowd- 
ed and decorated just 
enough for dinner out, and that, too, is 
traditional. This is your father’s Italian 
restaurant, son. 

In the old days, we had soups like pasta 
e fagiolo ($3.95), white beans and soup 
macaroni in tomato-celery broth. It’s so 
good that it’s appetizing in spite of filling 
you up. We had plain white bread (LoCon- 
te’s has it in the shape of a French roll) and 
butter, which we repaired with grated 
cheese. Still excellent. We had vegetables 
like sautéed spinach ($5.50), maybe not as 
an appetizer, and maybe cooked longer and 
not such a nice green, but flavored with 
lemon and garlic just like at LoConte’s. 

We did not, and this is a matter of 
record, have Caesar salad. Very few Ital- 
ian restaurants had Caesar salad until the 
1980s, when it descended from the fancy 
“Continental” dining rooms. When we 
did have Caesar salad at those Continen- 
tal dining rooms, you who are young 
should know, it was made at the table 
with a garlic-anchovy-egg dressing. At 
LoConte’s, like everywhere these days, 
the Caesar came with optional anchovies, 
whole and on top, medium garlic, and too 
much dressing. 

When we had pasta, in the old days, we 
tried to order it al dente, but it very sel- 
dom came that way. At LoConte’s, they 
almost always get it that way, even on side 
orders of linguine or ziti. On a seafood 
special ($12.95), we had a huge bowl of 
al dente linguine under an array of squid, 
scallops, and shrimp in a light tomato 
sauce (marinara, we used to call that) 
with plenty of garlic. 

The other tomato sauce we used to get 
was meat sauce, called bolognese. | tried 
that at LoConte’s on the tortellini bolo-

gnese ($9.95), and found it better than 
ever: fresher, meatier, leaner. The idea of 
using tortellini underneath has an excel- 
lent effect, as the nutmeggy filling con- 
trasted with the meat sauce adds a me- 
dieval complexity to certain bites. 

The only letdown I experienced on the 
old-fashioned side was the veal parmesan 
with eggplant ($11.50), in which a rather 
tasteless veal cutlet was robed in several 
slices of fried eggplant, and baked in 
oceans of plain, thick tomato sauce and 
mozzarella. 

For contemporary tastes, a special brac- 
ciolettine of chicken ($14.95) was out- 
standing. It’s a poultriated version of the 
classic veal dish stuffed with prosciutto 
and cheese. LoConte’s serves two of these 
roll-ups, adds red pepper for a little bite- 
back, and gets a balance that enhances the 
roast-meat flavor in every forkful. The 
sauce had some meat stock, fresh tomato 
pieces, shiitake mushrooms slices, and a 
lot of parsley — all producing one of 
those Italo-Chinese effects the white- 
sauce houses strive for. 

Another modern special 
was a cioppino ($17.95), 
truly loaded with mussels, 
littlenecks, squid rings, and 
scallops. Al dente linguine 
was in there like another 
sea creature. The broth 
tasted of mussels, tomato, 
and a hint of garlic — no 
saffron — for a pleasing 
seafood extravaganza. 

LoConte’s also has your 
father’s wine list — very few 
bottles cost more than $20, 
and there are no listed vin- 
tage years. Our bottle of 
Barbera Punset ($16.95) 
turned out to be a 1990, but 
from the old school of Italian 
wine-making. It was acidic, 
even spritzy, with a sweet 
aroma and a sweeter finish, 
with some alcohol “show- 
ing,” as the British say. This is the sort of 
red wine we used to drink with tomato 
sauce (only stronger), but it brings more 
memories than real pleasure. Back when we 
drank this kind of wine in Italian restau- 
rants, some of the older Italian customers 
would mix it with water or soda. I tried 
some with Perrier ($3.50 for a large bottle) 
and ice, and liked it a lot better that way. 

The Italian restaurants of old had few 
desserts, and LoConte’s sometimes has 
nothing but cannoli ($1.50). The ones I 
tried were fresh, crunchy, and filled with 
sweet-and-slightly-tart ricotta. LoConte’s 
is also too proud to serve decaf, and I had 
a late-evening cup of espresso ($2.25) 
that had been held to the point of tasting 
boiled. Cappuccino ($2.75) was better, 
small and strong, but served lukewarm. 

Service at LoConte’s was excellent on 
both visits, informal and humorous, but 
accurate and helpful. Specials were ini- 
tially announced without prices, and there 
is some tendency to push Perrier sales by 
switching people off tap water. No reser- 
vations are taken, which is the norm on 
Salem Street. I would object if there were 
not so many restaurants in such a small 
area. In fact, rather than object, I would 
advise diners to switch to LoConte’s from 
the longer lines at the better-known Pic- 
colo Venezia and La Famiglia. 

Decoratively, LoConte’s is a step up, 
with neat green chairs and tables, 
trimmed with oak. The walls are painted 
pink and purple. It’s noisy despite a car- 
pet, and hot when full on a warm evening. 
The design suits the function, which is to 
fill yourself up. You want to talk, you 
want to look around? Go somewhere the 
food costs more and isn’t as good. g 
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Dimitrio’s Cuisine & Pizza 


The battle for Cambridgeport’s pizza dollars intensified not long ago, 
when Dimitrio’s Cuisine & Pizza moved into a building at the corner of 
Putnam and Brookline Streets. The space was formerly inhabited by Ste- 
fani’s House of Pizza — which moved only across the street. Regardless 
of who sells more pizza, however, it’s clear that Dimitrio’s has gained a 
solid base of regulars who appreciate this lunch-and-dinner counter as 


much for its “cuisine” as for its pizza. Personal-size pies go for as little 


as $2.50, and the subs are big and generously stuffed. But Dimitrio’s has

a variety of amply-portioned, 
tasty dinners to choose from, 
too. On a recent visit, the had- 
dock filet ($6.75, with cole 
slaw and tartar sauce) was cooked to flaky-crisp perfection and was so 
big it hung over the sides of the plate. An order of steak tips ($6.75) was 
a little slow in arriving, but worth the wait. Tender and juicy (thanks to a 
tangy marinade, the contents of which the staff refused to divulge), the 
beef kabobs were nicely charred and served with a mound of rice and an 
oversize slice of garlic bread. Maybe there’s room for two pizza joints at 
this corner; in any event, local diners win.

he countdown to Lollapalooza ’93, which start- 
2 ed May 28 when the $30 tickets to this show- 
case of “alternative” music and culture went on 
sale, ends next Saturday. Although the quality of bands 
may not be on a par with Loozas past (San Francisco 
funk/rock trio Primus as the headliner!?!), the wide ar- 
ray of food vendors and the festival attractions of the 
Village (“where art, music, and politics collide”) 
promise enough bread and circuses to hold the interest 
of even the most discriminating Generation Xer. 
Following the Great Woods turf chewing and bonfire 
lighting that marred — or perhaps added to — last 
year’s model, Lollapalooza organizers opted for a new 
locale this time ’round: Quonset State Airport in North 
Kingston, Rhode Island, the grounds of which are

Now here’s how to get there in the first place. By car 
from Boston (roughly 90 minutes) or Providence (30 
minutes), take Route 95 south to Exit 9 and follow 
Route 4 to Quonset Point.

Blazing Fire 


Clint Eastwood shows why 
he’s the best action hero

IN THE LINE OF FIRE. Directed by 
Wolfgang Petersen. Written by Jeff

t may not be as momentous as 
when Garbo laughed, but in In the 
Line of Fire, Eastwood winks. As 
veteran Secret Service agent Frank 
Horrigan, he greets agent Lilly 
Raines (Rene Russo) with the standard 
macho one-liners. Unfazed by her stinging 
retort, he lets her know with a coy blink of 
the eye that he is not to be taken altogeth- 
er seriously. With that one gesture, he ac- 
complishes everything that Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and an $80 million bud- 
get failed to do in Last Action Hero. 
Directed with surprising flair and dra- 


matic depth by Wolfgang (Shattered) Pe- 
tersen, In the Line of Fire is a formula pic- 
ture with few surprises but with a liberat- 
ing sense of humor and humanity that 
makes it resonant and richly entertaining. 
All it takes is a wink from Clint Eastwood 
to remind us that this genre has endured 
not just because it’s been pumped up with 
explosions, biceps, special effects, and vio- 
lence, but because it reflects some genuine 
needs, fears, and feelings. 

One of those needs is for redemption. 
Horrigan has borne the nation’s guilt and 
emptiness on his shoulders ever since he 
failed to stop the bullet that killed JFK in 
Dallas in 1963. Relegated to Treasury work 
(no piece of cake, as the Dirty Harry—like 
opening scene demonstrates), he finds his 
sense of monumental failure costing him 
his wife and family and peace of mind. 

Like the burnt-out DI in Heartbreak 
Ridge, he’s left with booze, bitterness, and 
a dismal apartment stocked with jazz LPs. 
On occasion he’ll step out to the local bar 
and play classics on the piano. His one sav- 
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ing grace, as he tells his rookie partner Al 
D’Andrea (Dylan McDermott), is, “I know 
things about people” — about everybody, 
it seems, but himself. Solitary, instinctive, 
disillusioned, driven, his character is a fa- 
miliar one, and Eastwood wears it as com- 
fortably as an old shoulder holster. 

This seedy melancholy ends when Hor- 
rigan and D’Andrea make a routine inves- 
tigation of a suspicious apartment. Inside 
they find a shrine to martyred presidents 
and their killers — taped to the wall are 
photos, headlines, news stories, and, cen- 
termost, a disturbing amalgam of two 
American archetypes: a picture of Kenne- 
dy waving from the fatal motorcade, with 
Horrigan, represented by a photo of East- 
wood as Harry Callahan, circa 1971, rid- 
ing shotgun. 

The juxtaposition in a single image of 
America’s most omnipotent, fictional hero 
with its most vulnerable, historical one 
aroused a startled laugh in the audience I 
saw the film with; it jolts you into a recog- 
nition of the film’s artifice and the flimsi- 
ness of its heroic conventions even as it re- 
establishes the humanity that underlies it. 
Goaded by this reminder of the past, Hor- 
rigan sinks so deep he actually needs to 
reach out to a woman for companionship. 

Eastwood’s scenes with Russo pick up 
from the spirit established with that first 
wink to become a mating dance of badi- 
nage, insult, off-color remarks, and authen- 
tic tenderness. As she did with Mel Gibson 
in Lethal Weapon 3, Russo more than holds 
her own with Eastwood; in a parody of the 
earlier movie, the pair shed layers of artillery 
to fumble toward an embrace. Similarly, 
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an $80 million budget failed to do in Last Action Hero. 











Horrigan sheds layers of tics, glares, and si- 
lence to uncover his fatal weakness of three 
decades before in a series of wrenching 
confessionals with Raines. It’s some of the 
best acting Eastwood has done. 

He’s equally impressive with his other 
confessor, the chameleon-like assassin 
Mitch Leary (John Malkovich). The phone 
calls between the two are the core of the 
film — lengthy dialogues in which Leary, 
Satan-like, tempts Horrigan to an ac- 
knowledgment of the meaninglessness of it 
all and a Nietzschean embrace of violence 
and the will to power. With his voice at its 
most seductive and insinuating, and 
adorned in a variety of disguises (none fe- 
male, unfortunately), Malkovich is a lin- 
gering figure of evil, a villain of a thousand 
faces. You could almost hear him whisper- 
ing in Will Munny’s ear before the final 
conflagration of Unforgiven. 

Horrigan, though, has the benefit of an 
audience; the phone calls are tapped, or 
played for a roomful of agents, including 
Raines. At first self-conscious, he becomes 
again the self-confident performer, probing 
Leary for weaknesses. When he says in an 
aside, “How long do I have to talk to this 
sack of shit?”, it’s clear that the game is 
over. What follows is standard find-the-as- 
sassin fare, with an inordinate number of 
scenes in which Secret Service agents run 
out of their office and down the street to 
find the receiver dangling from a pay phone. 

It’s not as taut as Fred Zinnemann’s 
The Day of the Jackal (1973). But it does 
have Eastwood winking, which is enough 
to redeem the action hero, even from the 
last rites of Arnold Schwarzenegger. Q 
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Frank Horrigan as a hero for the ’90s 


OS ANGELES — “I don’t reflect on me,” 
Clint Eastwood says after being pressed 
on the meaning of his image in the Ameri- 
can cultural consciousness. Unlike Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, he does not pretend to 
be Prince Hamlet, nor was he meant to be. He’s emi- 
nently suited for the two-dimensional medium of the 
movies, a man of action and appearance who leaves the 
fine points of interpretation to others. 

Since the resounding success of Unforgiven, there are 
plenty of people with an opinion about the Clint East- 
wood phenomenon. His presence adds to In the Line of 
Fire, an above average-action thriller directed by Wolf- 
gang Petersen. It’s the story of Frank Horrigan, a Se- 
cret Service agent who failed 30 years ago to protect 
President Kennedy in Dallas. He’s given a second 
chance by assassin Mitch Leary, who taunts him with 
his plans to do in the reigning Chief Executive. Isn’t 
Horrigan a metaphor for the past three decades of the 
American malaise, a nation sunk into cynicism and tor- 
por after the death of its hero? 

“He may be metaphoric,” Eastwood says begrudging- 
ly. “People now are much more disenchanted with the 
political system and politicians in general than they were 
maybe at that time. There are nostalgic feelings that 
maybe if things had gone one way there’d be a different 
situation. That may not be the case, but that’s the nos- 








talgic feeling people attach to it.” 

The political ramifications didn’t appeal to Eastwood 
as much as the personal drama. 

“After Unforgiven, 1 hadn’t planned on working for a 
while. But I read this script by Jeff Maguire and liked it 
very much. I liked the fact that the hero has to overcome 
not only the antagonist of the film but something within 
himself as well. That was true about Unforgiven and this 
also. In Unforgiven, of course, he must overcome his 
past and his feelings of guilt about it. And this hero has 
a similar thing. He thinks he could have reacted differ- 
ently at a point in his life, and had he done so, things 
would have been different. That probably wouldn’t be 
the case, but a lot of people take on that burden within 
themselves anyway. 

So why didn’t Frank Horrigan react in Dallas? “In 
the first place, there’s only so much the Secret Service 
would be able to do. It’s ludicrous to hold him to blame. 
Because if somebody wants to make that attempt, 
there’s only so much that can be done. There are always 
a lot of people looking for someone to blame. The Se- 
cret Service came under a lot of scrutiny at that time. It 
was criticized in the Warren Report, much as the film 
brings out. Frank is a fictional character, but there were 
Secret Service agents involved in that event who had, as 
this charac er does, great regrets about it. Always self- 
investigating to see whether they could have done any- 








thing different.” 

It’s ironic that Eastwood has made this film about a 
man meditating on his life’s failure at a time when he is 
enjoying the greatest success and popularity of his life. 
Wolfgang Petersen, whom Eastwood handpicked to direct 
In the Line of Fire, remembers being awed at the response 
of crowds to his presence. Shooting in Washington, DC, 
at the height of the ’92 presidential election, Petersen saw 
in Eastwood a power that went beyond cinema. 

“We just closed down Pennsylvania Avenue,” he says 
of the shooting of a motorcade scene. “I was shocked 
we could do that. I’m sure the name of Clint Eastwood 
helped to make things work. It was the first two days of 
our shooting. October 2-3. It was the month before the 
election. 

“I was a Clint Eastwood fan when he was making his 
Sergio Leone spaghetti Westerns. I saw him from a dis- 
tance, as a movie star. But it was different working with 
him in Washington, with thousands of people all chant- 
ing, ‘Clint, Clint for president!’ 

“What is it? My explanation is they trust him. He’s a 
new hero for the "90s. The ’80s are over, as is the hero 
who does it without any human basis. Clint’s not the 
youngest, he’s vulnerable, we feel he’s afraid sometimes. 
He’s charming, funny, sarcastic, self-mocking. People 
believe him and trust him. People don’t trust politicians 
any more. There’s no Big Brother figure we can trust. 
Clint is like a Big Brother.” 

Although he’s served a stint as mayor of Carmel, Cali- 
fornia, Clint isn’t planning to run for Big Brother in the 
near future. At the moment, he’s finishing A Perfect World 
in Austin, Texas. Set in 1963, it’s the story of a man- 
hunt for an escaped con who’s kidnapped a young boy. 
Eastwood directs; he also plays a Texas Ranger. Kevin 
Costner plays the con. Did he and Costner compare 
notes about directing, the Secret Service, the Kennedy 
assassination, or what it means to be a movie icon? 

“We don’t talk too much about it,” says Clint.

With Sofie, Ullmann proves 
she can direct as well as act

any heads. Full of novel-reading maiden 
aunts and a rich uncle who entertains the 
ambassador from France, the world Sofie 
inhabits allows her to celebrate the ebul- 
lience of art, music, and family life, and 
also to rebel against the strictures this uni- 
verse imposes. And what good student 
doesn’t imitate her teachers? That this ac- 
tress, following many more-arrogant and 
less talented colleagues who’ve lined up 
behind the camera lens, should show such 
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Actually, it’s impossible not to think of 
Ullmann on screen as Mynster prances 
about the parlor practicing dance steps or 
leans against a doorway in a despondent 
attitude. But you'll think of her in a new 
light after sitting through some of the film’s 
more adroit moments. When Hgijby unveils 
his portrait of her parents, Sofie bursts into 
tears — her reaction shows she feels he’s 
captured their humanity on canvas. (And 
not, as he patronizingly set out to do, their 
“Jewishness.”) Later, when Sofie is em- 
braced by her husband just as she’s about 
to rush naked into her lover’s arms, what 
ensues is a struggle that’s monstrously 
painful and beautiful — a feat pulled off by 
superb manipulation of actors. 

Less adroit is Ullmann’s indulgence of 
her own work. Sofie has its share of self- 
conscious flourishes and — at two and a 
half hours — footage that does little more 
than showcase the director’s eye. Narrated 
from what appear to be Sofie’s diary en- 
tries, the film overflows with unabashed 
nostalgia for its characters. More interest- 
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ish life. Issues of assimilation, as well as 
the coming difficulties of survival, are al- 
luded to. The movie’s astonishing set 
piece, the bar mitzvah of Sofie’s son, takes 
place in a gloriously outfitted synagogue 
whose six gold-laden Torahs speak not 
only of the community’s figurative riches 
but of the unspeakable tragedy that waits 
around the corner. 

What waits around the corner for Sofie? 
If love can’t save her, will art suffice? 
Maybe the biggest limitation of the film is 
that its protagonist is something of a ci- 
pher. Having run from the passion offered 
by Hajby, Sofie ends up in a marriage that 
can’t sustain her. If that sounds familiar, 
it’s because you know at least a dozen 
heroines in 19th-century novels who share 
her fate — many with more compelling 
personalities and articulate longings. As 
she edges toward middle age, Sofie’s bit- 
terness gets the best of her. She complains 
that life has passed her by. But has it? Did 
she really miss out? Or did her life hap- 
pen, as the adage goes, while she was busy

t 28, Sofie Philipsen is still 
waiting for life to happen. 
A thoughtful, sensuous 
woman, she lives with her 
parents in an upper-mid- 
dle-class neighborhood of Copenhagen. 
The year is 1886, and Sofie is Jewish, two 
factors that contribute to her unmarried 
state. The world, it seems, doesn’t offer 
many suitable matches for her. What will 
become of her? That’s the question un- 
spooling inside Sofie, the fine directorial 
debut of Liv Ullmann, the longtime Ing- 
mar Bergman actress who, in his films 
and others’, has played her share of 
Sofies. 

Here Sofie is portrayed by Danish stage 
actress Karen-Lise Mynster, whose intelli- 
gent, plastic face transforms itself from 
plainness to astonishing beauty in ways 
that mirror her character’s complexity. 
Sofie seems older than her parents, two 
affectionate teddy bears whose universe 
both embraces and obliterates her. Played 
by the affable Erland Josephson and Ghita 
Norby, they seem unaware of her isola- 
tion, barely recognizing the threat to their 
household when Sofie meets Hgjby, a gen- 
tile painter whose intensity matches hers. 
When they nudge her in the direction of 
the uninspiring Jonas, they don’t realize 
that she’s settling for less than her ideal in 
order to please them. 

That the film doesn’t stray far from Ib- 
sen and Bergman territory shouldn’t turn 








fter 35 years in the movies, including a 
dozen spent as the muse and lover of In- 
gmar Bergman, Liv Ullmann decided that 
she really would rather direct. Still, Sofie, 
which is based on Mendel Philipsen & 
Son, a 1932 novel by Danish author Henri Nathansen, is 
hardly an obvious choice for a writing/directing debut 
project. The story of a Jewish woman who leads an ordi- 
nary life in turn-of-the-century Copenhagen, it doesn’t 
have the blockbuster potential of a Jurassic Park, or even 
the intimate appeal of Persona, the greatest of the 
Bergman-Ullmann collaborations. So what was it about 
Sofie that called out to Ullmann to dedicate two years of 
her life to bringing to the screen? 

“She’s Everywoman,” Ullmann explains, radiant in a 
green velvet dress fresh from introducing the film to a 
Coolidge Corner audience in a benefit screening. “The 
most dramatic things in life are not the big disasters; it’s 
the everyday memories you have. At the end of your life, 
what you will remember is that somebody smiled at you 
in a special way. How you found the first flower in 
spring. They were the things that this picture allowed me 
to explore. And the first loss of love.” 

Ullmann has no illusions that her film will put up the 
same numbers as Spielberg’s dinosaurs, or even 
Schwarzenegger’s Last Action Hero. 

“If you only think movies are like Cliffhanger, or what- 
ever Schwarzenegger does, this is not for you. But if you 
want to see whether movies have more to give — the 
movie has opened in so many countries already, that it 
does reach people. When it reaches, it really gets to you.” 

With its period setting, its deliberate pace, and its oc- 
casional forays into angst, the film evokes comparisons 
to Ingmar Bergman, Ullmann’s director in 11 films, her

lover of many years, and the father of her daughter. 

“Of course I’ve heard that question before,” she says. 
“There are a lot of likenesses because we’re both Scandi- 
navians. Since I was in his films, there are characteristics 
that also belong to me and will be part of the film when I 
make it. 

“I think that a new director, if they come from 
the acting profession, will have learned more 
from the bad directors than the good direc- 
tors. The bad directors taught us what not 
to do. What would kill our fantasies and 
make us bad actors. I have been blessed 
with a few very bad directors. But then 
I’ve been blessed with the very best, like 
Ingmar Bergman. Working with a fantas- 
tic director is so natural, so part of life, 
you really don’t know where he starts and f 
where you end, if you know what I mean.” . 

Ullmann acknowledges that there’s a lit- 
tle of her relationship to Bergman, and of all 
men and women who collaborate in the 
making of art, in her heroine’s relation- 
ship with a painter who idolizes her.

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“That is very much part of what I want to tell in this 
story: what is an artist? What is the artist who has to use 
other people? Is he a cannibal? If you are the model, are 
you used? For me the theme of the artist and his paint- 
ing is tremendously important in this film. I know I’ve 
felt in life that I was an object and used. That was one of 
the reasons I loved to do this film; I also wanted to show 
that you can do a film, you can be the boss, without us- 
ing other people.” 

In another respect, though, Ullmann is much different 
from her heroine. Whereas Sofie ends up resigned to the 
way things are, Ullmann has been working for the past 
14 years to make things better. Through UNICEF and 
the International Refugee Committee, she’s won awards 
for her humanitarian labors. 

“Once you’ve met people in need,” she explains, “and 
recognize that there’s no difference between you and 
them except for their needs and you have opportunities 

not to change the world but at least the 
destiny of some people, it’s a privilege 

to help.” 
Ullmann also feels privileged to 
help the Coolidge Corner The- 
ater Foundation, which bene- 
fitted from the evening’s 

screening of Sofie. 

“Sofie was a personal gift 
from me because I’m new in 
this city, I’m a recent resi- 
dent here, and I’m looking 

for a home, not just a home 

with my husband but some- 
thing that has to do with the 
roots where I come from. 
Many things here are very dif- 
ferent, but some things are the 
same. The Coolidge Corner 
Theater is the same. I can go 
here and find the atmosphere, 
language, images, and experiences 
I’m familiar with, and I'll meet 
people here that come with 
the same lust for the 
same things.”

t’s impossible to imagine Terence 

Davies working in any medium 

other than cinema, and yet he 

doesn’t really make movies. The ti- 

tle of his first film, Distant Voices, 
Still Lives, describes his work perfectly. 
Seeing a Davies film is like looking at 
tableaux from a great remove. You’re 
watching not a story but the associations 
of the director’s memory, arranged in 
complement, or counterpoint, to one an- 
other. Shots are held for so long, it’s just 
as easy to imagine his autobiographical 
films as a series of large, meticulously 
composed collages. 

The good moments are almost never as 
breathtaking as they could be because 
Davies’s aestheticization muffles the emo- 
tional effect. They do suggest that this di- 
rector might have it in him to approach the 
excitement and fear you first felt as a kid 
sitting in a darkened theater. For a while, 
near the beginning of his new The Long 
Day Closes, the images seem to be welling 
up out of the darkness itself, and you wait 
to see what will come next. But Davies 
desperately needs a less fussy technique. 

The Long Day Closes is both smaller 
than Distant Voices, in that it traps us al- 
most entirely in the consciousness of Bud 
Davis (Leigh McCormack), Davies’s pre- 
adolescent stand-in, and larger, in that 
Davies is out to capture the mood of Eng- 
land in the ’50s, when the optimism that 
came after the long, hard slog of the war 
really took hold. This is another autobio- 
graphical work. We’re watching the same 
| family from Distant Voices minus the fa- 

ther, who has died. The story is about the 
| interplay between the escape provided by 
movies and popular songs and the emo- 
tional tyranny of Catholic Church and 
school; and the depression Bud feels when 
life doesn’t mirror the artificial beauty of 
pop culture is meant to mirror the disillu- 
sionment beneath the surface of working- 
class English life. Like Distant Voices, The 
Long Day Closes mixes the raw and the 
formalized, but it’s even more impression- 
istic, with scenes that go beyond styliza- 
tion into fantasy.

sitting around the dining-room table, 
decked out in their Christmas best, that 
Davis has placed outside in the street with 
the snow falling around them but, some- 
how, not touching them; he’s found a way 
of distilling everything a child loves about 
the season into that one shot. There are 
beautiful moments, like Bud listening to 
the songs his mother sings as she goes 
about the drudgery of her chores, songs 
that remind us parents have unfulfilled 
longings of their own. And there’s a fright- 
ening impressionistic sequence where the 
camera wanders through a nighttime 
dream version of Bud’s street and home. 
It’s a deserted, rain-swept ghost town, the 
embodiment of the ruin we might fear to 
find if we revisited the past. 

But Davies is so in love with his tech- 
nique that he wrecks some scenes, and his 
self-consciousness mars even the good 
ones. He’s far too pleased with his stylized 
realism and the way he makes things like a 
rainstorm an obvious product of studio 
trickery. It’s as if the glossy, artificial style 
of MGM movies of the ’40s and ’50s were 
made self-conscious and transferred to an 
art film. 

In theory there’s nothing wrong with the 
way Davies uses Bud — that is, as a pas- 
sive observer whose consciousness is ren- 
dered by the stylized scenes Davies stages 
to dramatize what’s going on inside him. 
But Leigh McCormack doesn’t suggest 
what’s going on inside. 

And no actor could survive the Christ 
imagery Davies ladles on. Bud is frequent- 
ly shot in a shaft of light descending from 
the heavens. If he’s at the movie, he’s sit- 
ting in the path of the projector beam. If 
he’s in a darkened room, he'll be sitting 
near the light streaming in through sheer 
curtains. Bud is the anointed dreamer, the 
one who made it out and who returns — 
only in memory, via film — to chronicle 
the place. It’s not wrong for Davies to 
equate Bud’s loner status with the suffer- 
ing that forms artists, but do we have to 
see cuts from Christ’s crucified feet to 
Bud’s suffering a nosebleed (presumably 
his stigmata), or a cut from him being tor- 
mented by class bullies to a Pieta? 

Ultimately Davies is done in by the same 
artiness that sank Distant Voices. His aes- 
theticization seems not an expression of 
his vision so much as a buffer he uses to 
protect himself from the full emotional im- 
pact of the painful past he’s recalling. 
Davies has the trappings of an artist but 
not the willingness to be pulled kicking 
and screaming into his subject. The blood 
and tears he spills are visual daubs on his 
canvas, not what comes from inside. QO 
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SHOTS ARE HELD SO LONG, you could imagine Davies’s

Harvard’s Mark Rothko murals 


are pale but still romantic

oward the end of his life, 

Mark Rothko turned toward 

a darker, more somber 

palette. Depressed and de- 

jected, the artist took his 
own life in his studio in 1970. 

The color-field painter was at the height 
of his career, though, in 1960, when Har- 
vard professor Wassily Leontief commis- 
sioned him to create a series of murals to 
be hung in the new Holyoke Center, then 
being designed by architect Josep Lluis 
Sert. The five expansive canvases he 
painted shared a brilliant crimson back- 
ground. 

Sadly, over the nearly 20 years that the

murals hung in the Holyoke Center’s din- 
ing room, they suffered the wear and tear 
that function-room walls are subject to. 
Regular exposure to the sun faded the ma- 
jestic crimson down to shadowy mauve 
and, in the case of the fifth mural, plain 
denim blue. The Harvard murals actually 
took on the darker tones of the later 
Rothko works, if not their depth. In 1979, 
the university removed the ripped and fad- 
ed art from the dining room and put it into 
dark storage. The murals are now back on 
view, their tears stitched up, under low 
light in the Sackler Museum. 

Although positively ghostly compared 
with what they must have looked like 30 
years ago, Rothko’s Harvard murals tell 
us a lot about the artist and the intent of 
the color-field painters. This branch of 
Abstract Expressionist artists, which in- 
cludes Barnett Newman, Clyfford Still 
and Ad Reinhardt, saturated their paint- 


| ings with layer upon layer of pure color. 


Their aim was to get beneath the limited, 
narrative language of figuration and tap 
the deeper, mythic sources of human exis- 
tence by enveloping the viewer in vivid 
colors soaked into vast canvases. The re- 
sult was meditative, spiritual, and breath- 
takingly romantic. 

Rothko exhibited daring technical virtu- 
osity with his paintings in order to get just 
the right color, but he didn’t seem to have 
an eye toward preservation. The crimson 
in the Harvard murals was produced by a 
combination of lithol red and ultramarine 
blue. The artist disliked protective var- 
nishes, because they changed the delicate 
surface of the paintings. The lithol red 
turned out to be particularly light-sensi- 
tive; eaten up by sunlight, the crimson 


faded to blue. 

Still, these panels are pure Rothko. 
They are massive, easily filling the walls of 
the gallery in which they hang, so that, as 
the painter wanted, “the first experience is 
to be within the picture.” The first three 
panels form a triptych. The dark forms 
that stretch over the now-chalky mauve 
ground are long vertical columns hooked 
together by pipelike joints, each of which 
has a dark square at its center, so that it 
resembles a snake that’s swallowed a 
building block. The center panel features 
three such columns, fat and painterly, en- 
gaged in a battle with the paler ground for 
occupation of the canvas. When the paint- 
ing was red, the battle must have looked 
more strident, but the form of the dark 
columns filling the space maintains the 
tension of an evenhanded fight between 
the two colors, whatever the outcome. 

Cheek by jowl with the center mural are 
Panel #1 and Panel #3 — the three might 


be fraternal triplets. The first mural has its 
two columns on either side of the painting, 
banded by the pipe joint at the top and the 
bottom. The crimson on this mural is the 
least faded, but still a memory of what it 
must have been. The third mural, in con- 
trast, has two fat washes of purple blue on 
the gray mauve ground, the columns all 
close and chummy, hitched by the same 
joint at top and bottom. The triptych, 
then, is a barrage of columns, slender and 
heavy, hooked together by long expanses 
or short pipes of dark paint, blocky with 
squares. The form has a peculiar, pulsat- 
ing harmony that holds even as the colors 
fade. 

The fourth and fifth murals hang across 
the gallery, catty-corner to Panel #3 and 
Panel #1, respectively. Panel #4 features 
a great dark wash of black filling the cen- 
ter of the mural; it’s framed by two thin 
dark columns on either side. Panel #5 has 
taken the worst beating from sunlight; its 
ground is pallid blue, though you can still 
see the crimson along the side of the 
painting where staples have been removed. 
The contrast is devastating. Here, white 
columns replace the darker ones of the 
previous panels; they’re hooked together 
by the same boxy joints. 

No doubt, anyone who saw these paint- 
ings in the early 60s must have swum in 
the passionate red of the crimson ground. 
Now, you can’t just jump into what’s left. 
It isn’t as deep and enticing — rather, it 
comes over you like a sad, gray day at 
dusk. Rothko’s Harvard murals are still 
poignant and evocative, but not for the 
reason he wanted them to be. It’s bitter- 
sweet to think how great they must have 
been. Q

The pair, who essentially are Monk 
magazine, are accustomed to setting their 
own itinerary, but they found themselves 
scheduled, chauffeured, and traditionally 
lodged during a recent visit to Boston, the 
beginning of a nine-city tour to promote 
their book Mad Monks on the Road: A 
47,000-Hour Dashboard Adventure Across 
America — from Paradise, California to 
Royal, Arkansas, and Up the New Jersey 
Turnpike (Simon & Schuster, 298 pages, 
$11). Before hitting the promo trail, Crot- 
ty and Lane had garaged their magic car- 
pet, sleep chamber, and traveling city 
room — a 24-foot Fleetwood Boulder 
Mobile Home — in Malibu, California. 

After seven years of calling their own 
shots and criss-crossing the country in 
said vehicle, passionately seeking the ordi- 
nary, the avant-garde, and the arcane, the 
Monks did not take easily to the rituals of 
self-promotion. At least not on someone 
else’s terms. Their Simon & Schuster ad- 
vance person sighed, “There they were on 
the CNN morning news, Jim shamelessly 
wearing the “1-800-GET MONK” T- 
shirt, and they barely talked about the 
book and concentrated on the magazine. 
That doesn’t help sell a lot of books.” 

For the Monks, the line between process 
and product appears too faint to distin- 
guish. Lane explains, “As we’re on this 
book tour, we’re also at work on publish- 
ing our seven-year anniversary edition of 
Monk, which will focus on where it all be- 
gan: San Francisco. The people at Simon 
& Schuster don’t want to hear about it.” 

Since 1986, Lane and Crotty have kept 
a public diary of their adventures and en- 
counters in the pages of Monk. Each issue 
includes the mildly existential advice col- 
umn “Ask Abbot,” a compilation of mus- 
ings and tidbits with no place else to go 
called “Monkey Business,” and “Monk of 
the Month” profiles of various people. As 
explained in the book, the Monks have 
sought America’s living treasures, ordi- 
nary people living extraordinary lives. 
Working from their big RV, they jawbone 
advertisers, write, report, photograph, lay 
out, and eventually publish a 40,000- 
paid-subscription “try-quarterly” maga- 
zine that is often the last word on a part 
or parcel of America. 

During the winter of 1992, episode 13 
of the Crotty/Lane saga found them 
monking Boston from a parking space in 
Cleveland Circle. They visited the Hilltop 
Steak House, the Boston Athenaeum, did 
much in between, and met Celtics center 
Robert Parrish and Congressman Barney 
Frank. The Monks found Massachusetts’s 
own Governor Weld one of the more con- 
vivial politicians they’ve encountered. 
“When we met Governor Weld during our 
trip to Boston, it was like meeting a bro,” 
Lane remembers. “I had a feeling like we'd 
partied before.” They splashed the Combat 
Zone on the issue’s cover. 

The details of the first thousand asphalt 
days of Crotty and Lane fill the pages of 
Mad Monks on the Road. As its narrative 
slides carelessly between first and third 
person, the book takes an emotive tour of 
memorable characters and hilarious scenes. 
Although Lane and Crotty’s trials, travails, 








and triumphs constitute a refracted chan- 
neling of the pioneer spirit, the book leaves 
a nagging sense that their passions have 
been reduced to anecdotes. Crotty con- 
firms that some of the more poignant ma- 
terial landed in the circular file. 

“A sexual encounter between Mike and a 
hermit we met early on in the trip was cut. 
The editor felt it would turn people off, and 
after a while I gave up reinserting it into 
the text. We had to eliminate a chapter on 
a major Castro fashion designer. I do feel 
compromised. I’m not putting Simon & 
Schuster down on all scores, but most of 
our suggestions were rebuffed, and it took 
a bit of the charge out of the book. Maybe, 
if we had a gay publisher . . .” 

Sifting through America’s prejudices 
and possibilities, first out of a Ford Econo- 
line Van and now from the luxury of their 
Fleetwood, the Monks have noted chang- 
ing attitudes and peculiar similarities. 
“Strip malls are the same everywhere, and 
chain stores are installed in every city,” 
Lane contends. “So, with people trans- 
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planting themselves, there is a certain 
amount of homogeneity However, this na- 
tion is full of dialects and social customs 
endemic to certain people. Values can be 
very stereotypic. New Englanders are 
waspy, penny-pinching, and kind of up- 
tight; however, they’re also politically lib- 
eral. In the South there are a lot of Bub- 
bas. On the East Coast a business lunch 
means business, while on the West Coast 
no one is rude enough to actually discuss 
business, so they’ll talk about astrology.” 

The Monks have especially kept their 
finger on America’s erratic political pulse 
as they’ve driven through three presiden- 
cies. Born in Arkansas, the 43-year-old 
Lane is the elder Monk and a contempo- 
rary of fellow Razorback Bill Clinton. He 
uses an unscientific road test to gauge the 
nation’s mood. “I paint the Monkmobile 
wild colors every couple months, and the 
response today is very different from the 
Bush years. We used to get a lot of fingers, 
and now we get more waves. People have 
gotten looser in the last six months. 
There’s been an obvious mood change, 
and it’s scaring the shit out of the conser- 
vatives. They’re going to have to put up 
with people having fun and pursuing their 
agendas.” 

What’s good for the people, according 
to Crotty, may not be good for the Monks. 
“We had our hardest edge during Reagan. 
I really dug what we did when Reagan and 
then Bush were in office, because we rep- 
resented everything they were against. It 
added a raw quality to our lives that made 
every aspect more authentic; there was no 
pulling the wool over anybody’s eyes.” 

Lane and Crotty attempt to maintain 
what they describe as “beginner’s mind,” 
being receptive to what is in front of them 
every day. That philosophy led the Monks 
to a channeling hoedown during the har- 
monic convergence in Sedona, Arizona, 
and saw the pair through a Big Apple bash 
produced by post-porn modernist Annie 
Sprinkle. 

So now, what began as a monthly 
newsletter to finance their travels and keep 
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friends and family informed of their 
whereabouts and well-being has grown 
into a successful sub-culture publishing 
phenomenon. The 34-year-old Crotty ac- 
knowledges the downside of that success 
and its challenges for the future. “I can no 
longer easily slip into beginner’s mind; I 
have to go on a mental fast, removing all 
media and entertainment addictions for a 
few weeks at a time. Then I come back 
fresh and things are fascinating again. 

“We look for the hardcore, the down- 
and-out places. Whatever a city is trying to 
hide is where we shine our spotlights.” 

With the proliferation of alternative me- 
dia, especially ’zines, the Monks admit to 
having more difficulty ferreting out the 
fresh urban underbelly. Their modus 
operandi is to tap into people wired into a 
city, get taken on tour, and then try to go 
beyond what they’ve been shown. 

Although the Monks’ search for living 
American treasures has taken them cross- 
country many times, the duo publish their 
magazine with an urban bi-coastal bias. 
“Our Maine issue did poorly, but it was 
completely wacko and fun,” Crotty ex- 
plains. “If we had our choice, we’d be do- 
ing places like Omaha and Minneapolis. 
The problem is, when we do lesser-known 
areas, the magazine doesn’t sell. Now that 
we’re more ambitious, we have to be more 
efficient and produce a guide to a city.” 
They plan to leave the US and tour Eu- 
rope soon, with tentative plans to explicate 
Amsterdam, Prague, and Moscow. 

But for the Monks, as always, most of 
the fun will be getting there. “You give up 
a lot to live on the road,” Lane explains. “I 
started out as obsessively meticulous and 
over these seven years have loosened up 
and thrown it out the window. It’s instinc- 
tual for me to be nomadic. A lot goes on 
between people on the road. | still get a 
thrill out of driving eye level with the big 
rigs, because truckers are the last pio- 
neers.” 

“So far we’ve been an instamatic of 
America,” Crotty declares. “Next, the 
world.” Q

our years into the run of 
Miss Saigon, one of the 
biggest theatrical block- 
busters of all time, and li- 
brettist Alain Boublil still 
can’t stop tinkering with the smallest de- 
tails. When I ask what he thinks of a 
smugly Anglophilic critic’s denigration of 
Broadway in the liner notes of the 1990 
| London cast recording, he replies, “I’m 
going to ask for this to be updated. I’m 
going to make a footnote.” 

Boublil, his composer partner Claude- 
Michel Schénberg, and producer 
Cameron Mackintosh maintain hands-on 
creative control over all aspects of the 
Miss Saigon industry, including the tour- 
ing production that begins previews at the 
Wang Center July 14, with a nine-week 
run opening July 21. “Anything like new 
companies we always discuss together,” 
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Mr. Saigon

the set that no one is going to notice. We 
keep improving it. We keep it to the same 
standards wherever it plays.” 

According to Boublil, that kind of tight 
quality control also ensures the continu- 
ing popularity of the previous Boublil- 
Schénberg- Mackintosh franchise, Les 
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Misérables, now in its ninth year, with 
nine companies worldwide. The younger 
Miss Saigon has five; Boston is only the 
show’s fourth stop in North America, after 
New York, Chicago, and Toronto. 

Asked whether such micromanagement 
by a musical’s creators is common, Boublil 
answers, “I don’t know. I had no experi- 
ence with musicals before having a suc- 
cessful musical myself. Claude-Michel and 
I had to improvise everything, our own 
way of working. We had no tradition to 
show us the way.” 

Boublil, 52, and Schénberg, 48, spent 
their early years in countries with no tradi- 
tion of musicals: Boublil in Tunisia, 
Schénberg (a distant relative of Arnold 
“12-tone” Schénberg) in Hungary, both 
later in France. It was after seeing the An- 
drew Lloyd Webber/Tim Rice Jesus Christ 
Superstar in 1973 that the pair found their 
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genre, the through-sung rock opera with 
an epic social canvas; their first musical 
was Called La révolution frangaise. 

Within a decade, Boublil and Schénberg 
would join Lloyd Webber as Mackintosh- 
backed spearheads of the British invasion 
of Broadway. Boublil, who lives in Lon- 
don, says he and Schénberg, who lives in 
Paris, prefer to be thought of not as En- 
glish but as outsiders, “like many of the 
so-called American musical-theater writ- 
ers. They were all from Eastern Europe.” 

This focus on cultural difference seems 
to inform Miss Saigon, which was inspired 
by both Puccini’s Madama Butterfly and a 
magazine photo Schénberg saw of a Viet- 
namese mother giving up her child for 
adoption in America. In the play, a child is 
born to Kim, a Vietnamese prostitute, after 
she is abandoned by her lover, American 
soldier Chris, during the fall of Saigon in 
1975. A married Chris meets with Kim 
years later to discover the child’s fate, with 
tragic results. 

When Miss Saigon came to Broadway in 
1991, it stirred controversy, not only for 
the casting of Caucasian actor Jonathan 
Pryce as Kim’s Eurasian pimp (a tempest 
that made Mackintosh threaten to cancel 
the show, until the Actors Equity union 
backed down; Pryce ultimately won a 
Tony), but also for the play’s alleged anti- 
Americanism, even though Boublil had 
written the English lyrics with American 
director Richard Maltby Jr. (Ain’t Misbe- 
havin’). Boublil says, “America was obvi- 
ously trying to do good. At the end of the 
show, Chris has a breakdown, saying he 
came to Vietnam with ideals and dreams. 
‘I’m an American, how can I fail to do 
good?’ That sums up the whole show.” 

It’s the same lesson the French learned 
when they were expelled from Vietnam. 
“At the end, the mess you leave in the 
country is the same. You cannot impose 
your point of view on a country that isn’t 
ready for it. It’s the same with another 
human being. There is nothing better than 
the story of two people to reflect the mis- 
understandings between two countries.” 

Three Tony Awards and $280 million 
later, such controversies are easily dis- 
missed, as is the other frequent complaint 
that the show depends too heavily on such 
spectacles as the celebrated lifesize heli- 
copter and the 18-foot Ho Chi Minh stat- 
ue. Boublil says, “I can assure you that 
one day the show will be performed with- 
out that and with no Ho Chi Minh statue. 
One night, with the Queen Mother of 
England in the audience, the statue col- 
lapsed because of computer reasons, and 
no one asked for it. The famous English 
line that says no one will come out of a 


show whistling the set — that has never | 


been said about Miss Saigon.” Q

Epstein’s psychosomatic vision of the 
tragedy as a bloody ritual of power, the 
tale of a weak man who cracks under the 
weight of megalomaniacal ambition. An- 
glim supplied plenty of neurotic tics and 
shakes of the head — there’s sound and 
fury tossing in his head well before Lady 
Macbeth hits the dirt. 

The upshot of Epstein’s approach was a 
streamlined staging that compelled but 
never horrified, a solid effort that hovered 
a little too close to the couch to take off. 
Mary McCarthy once wrote that Macbeth 
is Shakespeare’s tragedy about a middle- 
class couple who haven’t the hard hearts 
to climb the ladder of upward mobility. To 
her, the Macbeths are a classic case of 
bourgeois overreachers. 

At its best, this production had that kind 
of suburban angst. The modesty of the in- 
terpretation and the acting was well suited 
for Zero Church Street, which the ART 
has used, until now, for rehearsal space or 
ART Institute productions. The audience 
lined two sides of the stage, red cloth hung 
from the walls, lighting was minimal. The 
shoebox look of the production trans- 
formed Macbeth into a demonic football 
game — Macbeth, pigskin crown in hand, 
straight-arms the king and Banquo on his 
way to Hell. 

The elemental stylization was meant to 


be primal (the costumes and props were 
kept simple), but the sound effects were 
fancy, and that was a mixed blessing. The 
“surround-sound” approach did separate 
Macbeth’s public self from his private imp 
of the perverse — his internal monologues 
were zipped up with an echo-chamber ef- 
fect. Yet no amount of sonic fiddling made 
up for the young actresses playing the 
three witches, junior-league elves trying to 
use “Mr. Microphone” to get into the big 
leagues. The various thumps and screech- 
es introduced into the action were also 
self-consciously arch at times. 
This was a stripped-down pro- 
duction that hadn’t quite 
reached birthday-suit level. 
The heavy hitters in the cast 
had a tendency to underplay, 
which meant that the smaller 
moments of the drama struck 
fire. The embarrassment, 
rather than the spookiness, of 
Macbeth’s vision of Banquo’s 
ghost came through, as did 
Macduff’s tender grief for the 
death of his wife and children. 
The toned-down spirit of the 
production extended to the de- 
livery of the verse, which was 
always clear but never in- 
spired. Angular and anguished, 
Candy Buckley brought lots of 
sensuality to Lady Macbeth — 
the clinches between her and 
hubby made it clear that sex 
wasn’t their problem. Yet she 
didn’t have the power or the 
ferocity to be the charismatic 
cheerleader of death the play 
demands. And this production, 
which presented us with a wa- 
vering Macbeth, needed a 
strong feminine whip hand. 
The supporting cast includ- 
ed Jack Willis, who gave a re- 








laxed, almost comic, performance as Ban- 
quo, Jeremy Geidt as an unusually the- 
atrical Porter, and Royal Miller, whose 
Macduff had some subtle pathos. A num- 
ber of student actors were thrown into 


the mix, and Epstein knit them into a tan- | 


gled yarn. Despite the occasional lumps, 
the vitality of his interpretation came 
through — Anglim’s modulated, if mod- 
erate, performance being the emotional 
key. If it was no “blasted heath,” this 
Macbeth still proved a pretty undesirable 
piece of real estate. Q

Shipley and O’Brien 
make the best of Two

omeday, when he has the 
time, Jim Cartwright 
should write a _ play 
around the characters in 
Two, his slice-of-lives 
British pub drama having its American 
premiere at the Gloucester Stage Compa- 
ny. The bittersweet comedy is set in a 
working-class neighborhood bar, where a 
pithily embittered couple hold sway behind 
the lager tap, effusively greeting the regu- 
lars while bidding each other to “sod off.” 
The gimmick is that all the denizens of the 
bar, as well as the proprietors, are played 
by the same two actors — as if Cheers 
were populated entirely by Ted Danson 
and Kirstie Alley. And the good news is 
that, though the play is thin, the multiple- 
duty thespians behind the Gloucester bar 
are Sandra Shipley and Paul O’Brien, 
“two” more than capable of the versatility 
and pat poignance Two requires. 
Cartwright’s play is about couples, 
sometimes lost or lonely halves of couples, 
presented in brief vignette except for the 
central pair — the secret of whose 
strained relationship comes out, in a 
purgative whoosh, in the end. Actually, 
Two is similar to Cartwright’s previous but 
more provocative play, Road, which also 
had its American premiere (in 1989) at 
Gloucester Stage, in that a number of 
characters are introduced in deft sketch 
strokes but a drama doesn’t begin to for- 
mulate until the end. Here it’s the cheery 
publican and his flirty, tippling wife, nurs- 
ing an old tragedy, who finally hold the fo- 
cus (though the short play might gather 





more momentum if performed without an 
intermission). 

Road, however, struck me as more am- 
bitious and original — it puts forward an 
entire northern English town, most of 
whose populace is unemployed, and cap- 
tures both the aimlessness and the urgency 
of that. Two sports some fine writing: as a 
wordsmith Cartwright is both eloquent 
and colloquial. And one speech — in 
which a woman with a minuscule hubby 
practically seethes her lust for “the large,” 
citing “Hercules, Thor, Chuck Connors” 
— is almost worth the price of admission. 
But when it comes to the play proper, 
there’s little there. Even the finally un- 
earthed sorrow of the barkeeping couple, 
though real enough, is predictable. No 
hail-fellow Hickey, suddenly confessing 
wifeacide, to put a cap on this saloon dra- 
ma — but then, British drinkers do ice, so 
they probably don’t do Iceman. 

But on to what Cartwright, not to men- 
tion Shipley and O’Brien, do well. The 
format is that one or both of the publicans 
keeps popping out back for more glasses 
or crisps or booze, only to return as the 
clientele — a low-rent, low-opportunity 
group for the most part, for whom the 
neighborhood watering hole is both respite 
and ritual, the “reward from the glass” for 
the day’s labors, life’s limits. Some of the 
vignettes are cliché’d; others might make 
for more interesting stories than the bar- 
keeps’. (I admit, I’m particularly drawn to 
the tight-lipped dominatrix who wants to 
do her sexual shopping at the Big Men’s 
Store.) 

There’s a little old lady temporarily 
AWOL from the relentless task of caring 
for a crippled and incontinent husband, 
who raises her glass to “the bewildered 
and pig-weary couples who have stuck it 
out”; she’s rendered by Shipley with a 
mixture of timidity and rage that’s subtle 
but a little scary. The actress is also good 
as a slightly sotted “other woman” who, 
for all her bold talk of ultimatums, can 
barely stay balanced on her spike heels, 
and as the mousy, trapped wife of a near- 
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psychotic bully who won’t take no, or any- 
thing else, for an answer. 

O’Brien’s entourage of personae in- 
cludes an aging, freeloading lounge lizard 
who, when he can’t sweet-talk his long- 
suffering honey out of drink money, cons 
her by running a low-grade Saturday 
Night Fever; this guy’s pathetic, but 
O’Brien imbues him with an endearing, 
puppyish energy and just a soupgon of 
self-awareness. He’s also rather sweet as a 
coot who may appear quiet but is having a 
good time “within.” And he’s both hateful 
and sadly desperate as the macho psycho 
who can’t wait until he gets home to 
smack his wife, whose mere reasonable- 
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DYNAMIC DUO: the multiple-duty thespians behind the Glouces- 
ter bar are more than capable of the versatility Two requires. 
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ness has made him feel “small.” 

The rugged, red-handed O’Brien is a 
big fellow to play men who are, or feel, 
small. But he’s in his element as the outgo- 
ing, inwardly taut tavern host who’s spent 
seven years ducking behind a joking 
heartiness to hide from his own grief. And 
Shipley, for her part, pumps enough hurt 
into the play’s final moments to edge Two 
toward a higher number. Under Alison 
Summers’s direction, the pair do a game 
job of handling all the imaginary drinks 
and drunks. Edging about through an un- 
seen crowd of setters and sippers, they 
even create the impression that the pub is 
full. But not, alas, the play. Q

ity of Angels is the funni- 

est and best-made musical 

of recent years — it’s well 

worth a trip to Beverly to 

catch the production at 

the North Shore Music Theatre. The 1990 

Tony-winner for Best Musical, City of An- 

gels draws on both 1940s detective films 

and the Hollywood world that created them. 

Its combination of baritone gumshoes, leggy 

mezzos with cigarettes, Hollywood casting 

couches, thugs, and hookers is fresher and 

more fun than any revival of Guys and 

Dolls. Like many strong musicals, City of 

Angels is an intricate and powerful machine, 

with splendidly interlocking cogs of lyrics, 

music, and book. Even in this imperfect 

production, it’s an intelligent and wickedly 
entertaining evening in the theater. 

The North Shore Music Theatre has nev- 


er seemed the ideal setting for Broadway 
musicals. Stage magic is hard to create on 
the tiny circular stage at the North Shore, 
with the orchestra underneath and set 
pieces dropping in from the top of the tent- 
like ceiling. Every scene has to be staged 
with the actors constantly turning 
in different directions. At any 
moment, half the audience must 
crane their necks trying to 
glimpse the actors’ faces; and 
since people can speak and sing 
in only one direction at a time, 
every principal needs a body 
mike in order to be heard. Work- 
ing within these constraints, the 
North Shore sound and technical 
crews have learned to perform 
wonders — City of Angels may 
be their best work yet. But the 
space always requires extra effort 
from both the director and the 
cast, and to some extent that ef- 
fort always shows. 

It shows less than usual in City 
of Angels, thanks largely to the 
ingenious staging of director Jack 
Allison. Larry Gelbart’s double 
plot follows the tribulations of a 
1940s writer named Stine as he 
turns his detective novel into a 
screenplay. The film is staged in 
black and white while the world

Gelbart’s theme of artistic integrity is clear 
without becoming preachy because it’s built 
into the stage concept. 

The “real” and “fantasy” worlds were 
presented in split screen in the Broadway 
production. At the North Shore, Allison 
places the film on the center stage, with 
Stine and his producer Buddy Fisher at 
desks out in the audience. This placement 
keeps the Hollywood “reality” racing 
around the relatively still center of the film. 
It’s an effective stage vision in itself, and 
one that pays off in the confrontation 
scenes at the end of each act, where the 
worlds meet (and sing a swinging duet 
called “You’re Nothing Without Me”). 

Cy Coleman’s music for City of Angels 
derives not from ’40s big bands but from 
the 50s records of Frank Sinatra with Nel- 
son Riddle. It’s a style Coleman knows

first-hand, having written the Sinatra hit 
“Witchcraft.” At the North Shore, Fred 
Barton leads the band and the cast through 
a simple yet driving account of the score — 
it’s the best musical work I’ve heard at this 
theater. The rhythm of the scenes, by con- 
trast, is often frantic, more Neil Simon than 
Raymond Chandler. As the cast members 
race through their deadpan punch lines, 
you can almost hear the director shouting, 
“Pick up the pace — this is a comedy!” 

Best at capturing the ’40s film style is 
John James, who plays Stine’s alter ego, the 
Bogartish detective Stone. James’s under- 
stated acting style may come from his TV 
experience — he’s best known as Jeff Colby 
in Dynasty. He neither smirks nor camps 
his tough-guy dialogue, and he sings with 
an unaffected Sinatra-like croon. James 
Hindman, as Stine, has a complementary 
hyperactivity and a big Broadway belt, but 
his Joel Grey—like eagerness to please un- 
dercuts the strength his character needs. 
David Green, as the villainous and lecher- 
ous producer/director Buddy Fiddler, near- 
ly steals the show by playing his character 
with a vaudevillean sense of comedy. 

The women in City of Angels are power- 
ful in pre-feminist ways — sexy, sultry, 
dangerous. Most dangerous of the North 
Shore ladies is Nancy Johnston, who has 
style and class both as the film’s rich bitch 
Alaura and as the Hollywood producer’s 
wife Carla. Julie Prosser makes the most of 
her double role as “good girl” secretary to 
Fiddler and Stone, especially in her win- 
ning rendition of “You Can Always Count 
on Me” (“I’ve been the other woman since 
my puberty began./I crashed the junior 
prom and met the only married man”). 
Kathy Morath is miscast in the central 


double role of Stine’s wife Gabby and | 
Stone’s lost love Bobbi — she’s too | 


young, and the role requires a smoky con- 
tralto rather than her light mezzo. Notable 
in smaller roles are Michael Justis as radio 
singer Jimmy Powers and George M.].

t’s hard to imagine the Sugarcubes 

without Bjérk Gudmundsdottir, 

but it’s always been easy to imag- 

ine her without the Sugarcubes. 

Even when she sang background 
vocals, her powerful, exotic harmonies 
were the band’s most vivid and remark- 
able feature, and her pixyish charm and, 
lately, silly Princess Leah hairdo gave the 
group an alluring visual focus. But even 
without those colorful trappings, that big, 
beautifully jarring sound emerging from 
such a small woman would have been just 
as riveting. 

Well, Gudmundsdottir may finally have 
left the Sugarcubes. Her record company 
won’t confirm this, but it does say that 
Iceland’s biggest band have no further 
plans at present. To the delight of radio 
DJs everywhere, Bjérk has also left her 
surname behind and taken the solo 
plunge with an aptly titled first album, 
Debut (Elektra), which will reach stores 
on Tuesday. More important, she’s de- 
parted from the band format altogether, 
relying instead on the sparse accompani- 
ment of an array of studio players and the 
production/songwriting assistance of 
Nellee Hooper (Soul II Soul, Sinéad 
O’Connor). Instead of the Sugarcubes’ 
hooky Icelandic guitar pop, we get atmo- 
spheric electro-dance music. Rather than 
the playful goofiness of songs like “Eat 
the Menu,” there’s vocal exploration for 
its own sake and a new emotional range. 


Bjork even tries her hand at a moody 
jazz standard. 

With arrangements stripped down to 
the bare necessities — simple electronic 
drumbeats and just enough bass to pro- 
vide a tonal framework — Bjérk’s voice is 
free to roam unbridled and unchallenged. 
After she’s wrapped her vocal cords 
around the phrase “human behavior” and 
squeezed two octaves out of the five-sylla- 
ble title of the opening track, you can’t 
help wondering where she’ll go with the 
next line and the one after that. 

By the end of the song, various tuned- 
drum tones, a simple synth line, and some 
scratchy rhythm guitar have all worked 
their way into the sonic collage, but there 
aren’t any well-defined instrumental 
hooks. Bjérk’s acrobatic vocals are the 
hook, and most of the disc follows this 
formula: dance-oriented rhythm tracks 
that reflect current British techno, hip- 
hop, and house derivations, with color and 
texture provided by synth samples and an 
array of instrumentation, from brass and 
strings to Hammond organ and guitar. 

Compared to the Sugarcubes’ organic, 
guitar/bass/drums orientation, the imper- 
sonal, automated backdrop of Debut 
seems cold and stark. But Bjérk’s phrasing 
allows her to convey a wide range of emo- 
tions and inject plenty of warmth right up 
front in the mix, creating a contrast that 
highlights and complements her uncanny 
talents. The biggest kick of all is in hearing 
her use her voice so freely. Along with as- 
similating British club rhythms, she’s 
picked up on the very chic marriage of 
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jazz voicings and dance grooves that’s 
been the rage in London for the past year. 
Each verse in “Aeroplane” begins with a 
bebop-style horn-trio motif, and the slight- 
ly tropical groove of the verses has a mod- 
ern-jazz feel. Whether or not 
the vibes on “Venus Is a 
Boy” are real or

Sweet return 





Altered Beast comes hot 


on the trail of Girlfriend

lot of people are going to 
think Altered Beast (Zoo), 
which hits stores on July 
13, is Matthew Sweet’s 
second release. It’s not. 
It’s actually his fourth album, but his sec- 
ond good one. Or at least the second since 
he stopped using keyboards and synths 
and zeroed in on the irresistible combina- 
tion of sweet and melancholy pop melodi- 
cism, loose, rootsy rhythms, and gritty 
guitar-bashing that made Girlfriend — a 
disc that most labels, including Zoo, origi- 
nally passed on before Zoo finally picked it 
up — a come-from-behind underground 
hit in 1991. 

Sweet doesn’t have that underdog 
charm working for him any more, and the 
truth is, in songs like the misanthropic 
“Knowing People” and the spiteful “What 
Do You Know?”, he comes off as a much 
less charming person. But he hasn’t lost 
his keen, alluring modern-pop sensibility 
or his uncanny knack for assimilating the 
best of the old (Stones, Beatles, Kinks) 


| without sounding dated or derivative. This 


time, you'll also hear hints of Big Star in 


| the plaintive “Life Without You,” which 


features Big Star drummer Jody Stephens, 
and more obvious traces of Rumours- and 
Tusk- era Fleetwood Mac, thanks to for- 
mer Mac producer Richard Dashut and a 


cameo by Mick Fleetwood on “Reaching 
Out.” And once again he’s got a few aces 
in the hole: Girlfriend veteran guitarists 
Robert Quine and Richard Lloyd and tour 
vet Ivan Julian, who provide an arsenal of 
explosive six-string firepower. 

Sweet puts Quine to work right away on 
the opening “Dinosaur Act,” a driving 
rocker that recalls both the quirkiness of 
“Divine Intervention” and the extended 
guitar improvisations of “Girlfriend.” The 
framework of “Dinosaur Act” — smooth, 
tuneful vocals sparring with abrasive guitar 
on top of an infectious riff — assures 
Girlfriend lovers that Sweet is back and he 
hasn’t changed much. But the tone of the 
lyrics and the barbed, in-your-face guitar 
lead that parallels them throughout is 
more biting and cynical than anything on 
the last disc. 

At first, it seems that Sweet is taking a 
smart, cynical jab at himself for reworking 
the formula of his 1991 hits (“I’m coming 
back with my dinosaur act”). Then, the 
line “You’re getting old, ready to fold, you 
don’t feel like fighting” suggests that he’s 
striking out at any number of tired ’70s 
bands (Kiss, Toto) who just won’t seem to 
go away. But the repeated final line, “I still 
remember, baby, what we both lack,” hints 
at a darker scenario: two lovers fated to 
undermine each other repeatedly because 
they’re too “stupid and proud” to learn 
from past mistakes. 

If the focus of Girlfriend was Sweet's 


lack thereof, then Altered Beast gets at the 
root of the problem with a series of vague 
emotional vignettes that expose his less sa- 
vory personality traits. Beneath the pretty 
Everly Brothers harmonies of “Do It 
Again” lurks an ugly, dysfunctional rela- 
tionship and a desperate, defeated Sweet 
musing that “a love that’s bad is better 
than none” and boasting, “I’ll hurt you 
again baby if you hurt me one more time.” 
On “The Ugly Truth,” a laid-back rootsy 
tune replete with fiddle and acoustic gui- 
tar, he’s jealous and unabashedly self-righ- 
teous. As if that weren’t bad enough, he 
adds a heavier backbeat and some cool 
gnarled lead work by Lloyd and spits out 
an even more acerbic reprise of the tune, 
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sampled, they place the song’s ascending 
chord progression in an unmistakably jazz 
context. 

The biggest payoff is the way this en- 
courages Bjérk to use her voice like a jazz 
singer, as another instrument. She slides 
in and around the central melody lines, 
circling the tonal center, slipping off pitch 
and then zeroing back in at the end of a 
phrase. When she takes a stab at the 
Burke-Van Heusen jazz standard “Like 
Someone in Love,” the results are truly 
stunning. With spare accompaniment by 
harpist Corki Hale, she brings lines like 
“Sometimes the things I do astound 
me/Mostly whenever you’re around me” 
to life, conveying joy and longing in the 
same breath. 

As a lyricist, Bjork favors simple, per- 
sonal sentiments over sweeping pro- 
nouncements, but Debut does have 
a conceptual focus. “Human 
Behavior” offers the disc’s 
central premise with the 
line “There’s definitely 
no logic to human be- 
havior.” The rest of the 

songs are loosely about 
l'amour fou. The lyrics 
get a little pedestrian 

— “How come out of 

all the people in the 

world only one can 
make me complete?” 
— but it’s not the 
words Bjérk uses, it’s 
the way she uses them 
that makes the songs 
effective. 
The only thing Debut 
lacks is one or two songs 
that simply refuse to be ig- 
nored — i.e., hits. The Sugar- 
cubes were able to deliver a cou- 
ple on each album because there 
were always irresistible guitar 
and keyboard hooks to go along 
with Bjérk’s voice. The compe- 
tition of an aggressive rhythm 
section and challenging ar- 
rangements sometimes forced 
her to scream. On Debut, she 
pushes her voice in more sub- 
tle and promising directions, 
but it would be nice to hear 
her get in a few of those vis- 
ceral shrieks. Although she 
does expand her range, 
making a clean break with 
her old band, I’d like to see 
her do it while retaining 
some of the Sugarcubes’ 
pop sensibility. Q 





“Ugly Truth Rock,” a few tracks later. 
“Devil with the Green Eyes” is both 
tough and jangly. With a Byrds-style com- 
bination of richly layered guitar strumming 
and chiming three-part harmonies, it’s the 
catchiest tune on a disc filled with them, 
which practically makes it a pop master- 
piece. But Quine’s nervous, edgy guitar 
fills set a more sinister tone, and sure 
enough, before long Sweet is making bit- 
ter accusations (“Every word I say has a 
way of turning evil in you”), feeling sorry 
for himself (“Every love I’ve ever known is 
dead”), and indulging in a little passive- 
aggressive baiting (“Your heart is break- 
ing/What are you gonna do now that 
you’re tired of faking it?”). 
One doesn’t have to be

nice or well-adjusted to be 
a great songwriter, and you 
don’t have to like Sweet as 
a person (or a persona) to 
appreciate his songs. Nev- 
ertheless, with “Someone 
To Pull. the Trigger,” the 
disc’s most poignant, hon- 
est lyrical statement, Sweet 
redeems himself by turning 
his critical eye inward and 
admitting that “everything 
I'll ever be I’ve been.” 
Wrapped in a warm blanket 
of melancholy melodies and 
Julian’s slow-bending guitar 
notes, it’s a disarming con- 
fession of past regrets and 
future fears that confirms 
what you knew all along: 
Sweet’s disappointment 
with others is equally a dis- 
appointment with himself. 
Which makes Altered Beast 
a powerful, satisfying, any- 
thing-but-disappointing fol- 
low-up to Girlfriend. Then 
again, you can just listen 
for the hooks and melodies 
and forget about all the 
heavy, introspective stuff. OQ

wo little stories about what 
it’s actually like to live the 
fast, glamorous, high-visibil- 
ity life of a Boston rock band 
on a major label: 

¢ I’m waiting at the Rat for the mem- 
bers of Tribe to arrive for an interview, 
and it appears they’re running late. Ten 
minutes later, bassist Greg LoPiccolo 
shows up to apologize. It seems that a 
couple of band members had forgotten 
their IDs, and they weren’t recognized at 
the door, so Tribe weren’t allowed into the 
Rat. “We’ve got to start hanging out in 
clubs more often,” he shrugs. 

¢ An hour or so later, we’re finishing up 
the interview a few doors down at Corn- 
wall’s when singer Janet LaValley, the 
band’s most photogenic member, excuses 
herself. “Is she going to be playing soon?” 
asks our waiter, pointing to LaValley’s 
chair. “Yeah, we heard that she’s playing 
next week,” they answer. Keyboardist Ter- 
ri Barous and guitarist Eric Brosius smile 
sheepishly, being too polite to point out 
that they’re also in the band. 

Will red carpets be rolled out for Tribe 
at this time next year? Maybe. But for now 
we can report that they’ve beaten the 
sophomore jinx with Sleeper, out this week 
on Slash. For a youngish band on their 
way up, nothing can be more difficult than 
the second album. Think about it: you’ve 
already used up your best songs and your 
initial momentum for the debut. You got 
some good reviews and a few new hand- 
fuls of fans, but you’re not famous yet. 
What do you do for an encore? 

In Tribe’s case, they made the album 
they should’ve done in the first place. Last 
year’s Abort had all the local hits from 
their formative years, but its production 
seemed designed to make the band sound 
more conventional than they were. With 
Sleeper, they’ve captured a rougher, 
grungier sound, but they’ve gotten in more 
of the sensual/mysterious aura that’s al- 
ways characterized their best live shows. 
Their music tends to rely on sonic textures 
as much as hooks and lyrics, and this al- 
bum sharpens the double edge. You simul- 
taneously get cuddled by LaValley’s voice 
and kicked in the ass by Brosius’s guitar. 

“Dogflower” is a waltz that LaValley 
sings in emotive, cabaret fashion; mean- 
while Brosius is slinging power chords and 





Barous is adding a surreal carnival organ. 
The effect is very weird and very romantic. 
The single “Red Rover” also has a metal 
edge, but the tune itself (with LaValley and 
Barous doing harmonies) could have come 
from one of those cool mid-’60s girl-group 
records. Forget the obvious “women in 
rock” comparisons: what they sound like 
here is a ’90s version of the Shangri-La’s. 

When you get to see the lyrics, their 
songs usually aren’t about what you’d ex- 
pect. The first album’s “Jakpot” for exam- 
ple, sounded like a depressed love song 
(“All in all I can’t pretend/ It would be 
wise to try my luck again”), until.you read 
the words and found out it was a goofy lit- 
tle story about trying to win the lottery. On 
the new record’s “Smile,” it seems that 
Tribe have done a political song — you’ve 
got LaValley singing through a mega- 
phone, and crowd noises out of a rally — 
but LoPiccolo’s explanation is far differ- 
ent: “It’s a nostalgic little song, a look 
back at mid-’80s punk. Those hardcore 
shows where everybody mattered and 
things felt important and you felt you 
could make a difference.” 

“Supercollider” is another odd story that 
I took for a Close Encounters—type sce- 
nario. “The supercollider really exists, and 
I saw it when we were in Texas,” LoPicco- 
lo offers. “It’s an incredibly expensive, gov- 
ernment-subsidized project; building this 
underground tunnel 54 miles in circumfer- 
ence to smash atoms together and deter- 
mine the nature of the universe. So the 
idea popped into my head to write about 
this guy who cares about nothing but going 
to Texas and solving the nature of reality.” 

But the band’s two main lyric writers 
don’t necessarily care whether you can fol- 
low the storylines. “It’s less important to 
get a clear story than to get the emotional 
pulls and pushes,” LoPiccolo says. “You 
don’t have to know what it means to get 
an emotional kick from the lyric,” Barous 
agrees. “Sometimes you can lose the effect 
by explaining too much.” 

The new album’s rawer sound is partly a 
reaction to Pixies producer Gil Norton’s 
slicked-up work on Abort, which made 
some of the tunes nearly unrecognizable 
from their original radio-tape versions. 
(Prime offender: the title track, which 
should have been stark and scary but fea- 
tured some woefully inappropriate Beach 
Boys harmonies.) On Sleeper, producer 
John Porter (who did some early Smiths 
and old Roxy Music, and whose sexual 
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NO SLEEPER: it has a grungier sound, but also more of the sensual/mysterious aura that’s always characterized their best shows.

prowess was noted in Angela Bowie’s last 
book) was more inclined to record the 
band live and not screw with their ar- 
rangements. “Gil was intense; we had to 
wrestle with him a lot,” says Brosius. 
“Sometimes he was right; sometimes we 
wished we hadn’t made the changes. If a 
disagreement came up, John was more 
likely to just say, ‘It’s your record.’ ” 

In recent weeks, rumors have been 
spreading that all’s not well in the Tribe 
camp. For starters, the album was yanked 
from release at the last minute so a couple 
of tracks could get remixed; it wound up 
getting delayed for three months (I’ve 
heard both versions, and the new mixes 
are only marginally different — more bass 
here, a little extra percussion there.) More 
surprising was the recent news that drum- 
mer David Penzo is no longer in Tribe. 
For a band who’ve always been a tight-knit 
group of friends (most of the group shared 
the same house for years), a change of 
drummers seems like a big deal. 

“It was bubbling under the surface for a 
few years,” Brosius says. “It was difficult 
for all of us. We’re still good friends, but 
we'd gone in different musical directions. 
We were trying to get something out of 
him that he couldn’t give us. And it was 
frustrating for him as well, trying to keep 
up technically. When we were putting the 
basics together for this record, he got 
some of the songs, but others. just weren’t 
working out.” 

In the end, drummer Ben Wittman 
(from the Story and Knots & Crosses) 
wound up playing on most of the album 
(he’s also credited with “additional percus- 
sion” on Abort); they still intended to keep 
Penzo in the band, but by then the die was 
cast. So Tribe’s new full-time drummer is 
Mike Levesque, who was in the Dertonz 
and the Reeves Gabrels/Jamie Rubin band 
Modern Farmer. “This is something that 
happens to bands all the time,” says 
Barous, “but it was tough for us because 
everyone was sort of interdependent.” 

That was the band’s only major rough 
spot in the past year. The first national 
tour is usually where a band start to burn 
out, but Tribe enjoyed the challenge of 
playing for non-local crowds that weren’t 
already fans — particularly in the case of 
LaValley, who shed her old reserve to be- 
come a more outgoing (but still somewhat 
mysterious) frontwoman. “It was a func- 
tion of coming into my own, getting more 
self-confident,” she says. “By the time we 
toured last year, the nervousness and ap- 
prehension I used to feel had pretty much 
disappeared. I give a lot of thought to what 
I want to communicate, and there are 
some things I won’t do on stage to avoid 
falling into the clichés of what a ‘rock 
chick’ should or shouldn’t be.” 

“We're ready to go out and tour until 
we fall over,” Brosius says. “If you can 
play for an audience that didn’t know you 
from a hole in the wall and really grab ’em, 
you come off stage feeling, “Yeah! We’re 
good!’ ” 

Indeed, with the new songs under their 





belt, one can imagine Tribe taking the na- 
tional club scene by storm. Providing, of 
course, that they remember to bring their 
IDs.

GG RIP. The baddest of all rock-and-roll 
bad boys, punk singer GG Allin, succumbed 
to a cocaine/heroin overdose after a perfor- 
mance in New York last week. Allin, who 
had long threatened to off himself on stage, 
made incredibly nasty music and took rock 
performance as far out as it’s ever gone, 
regularly endangering his own health and 
that of his audiences. Rest assured that 
somewhere in rock-and-roll heaven, GG is 
throwing piles of shit at Elvis. 

On a more upbeat but still bizarre note, 
Dwarves guitarist Hewhocannotbenamed 
has become the first rock musician to rise 
from the dead. According to a release is- 
sued by Sub Pop last week, the guitarist’s 
alleged death in a barroom fight this 
spring was a hoax perpetrated by the band 
“because they thought it would be a punk- 
rock thing to do.” Sub Pop itself was 
duped, and the label wasn’t amused: the 
same release announced that the band 
have been dropped. Perhaps getting the 
last word on the subject, the Dwarves’ set 
at the Middle East last week (opening for 
Flipper) included a rousing version of 
their anthem “I Don’t Give a Fuck About 
Nobody But Me.”

PAT BENATAR:

Until I saw Pat Benatar up close, on 
stage at the Paradise a few weeks 
ago, I always pictured her as a tall, 
long-legged vixen in a mini-skirt — 
an image solidified during too many 
hours of MTV in the early ’80s. 
Video lies. Benatar is definitely not 
tall. Her hair is a lot longer than it 
used to be, and instead of a mini- 
skirt she wore plain blue jeans and a 
long black T-shirt.

than-life image that she’ll probably 
never live up to again. 

Benatar hasn’t been in hiding for 
the last decade.

But 
they haven’t matched the platinum 
success of Benatar’s first six since 
1984’s Tropico. Benatar’s attempt to 
find a more mature niche for herself 
in the blues as a torch singer with 
1991’s True Love was largely ig- 
nored. So for now, she’s back to giv- 
ing the people what they want. 

Which is good, clean, American, 
AOR, hard-rock/pop — the old hits 
and new songs that rely on the time- 
tested formula of big, sweeping, gui- 
tar-driven choruses, banal anthemic 
proclamations, and arena-rock solos. 
Gravity’s Rainbow delivers that basic, 
no-nonsense package. Benatar’s 
bluesy leanings are apparent on the 
mostly acoustic “Rise (Part 2)” and 
the electrified stomp of “Crazy.” And 
to judge by the beret and the big, 
baggy *70s hat she wears in the disc’s 
photos, she’s trying to re-create her- 
self in the image of Rickie Lee Jones. 
But she still sounds best when she’s 
working with familiar, classic-rock 
material like the melancholy “Some- 
body’s Baby,” the Springsteen-esque 
“Every Time I Fall Back,” and the 
funky rocker “Everybody Lay 
Down.” 

Unfortunately, her lyrics range 
from silly and meaningless (“Wise 
men say these are the facts of 
life/What ya can’t read, you gotta 
write”) to cliché’d (“We make our 
choices as time goes by/But nothing 
matters more than you and I”). 
“Every Time I Fall Back” has the 
only verse that resonates with sin- 
cerity: “We've lost all direction/ 
Don’t wanna dance the dance of the 
fool no more/Don’t wanna give 


away my soul for nothin’.” But she 
sold her soul to MTV a decade ago, 
and it’s going to be tough to earn it 
back. 

At the Paradise, Benatar and band 
delivered a 20-song set that covered 
all their minor, major, and could-be 
hits. After Giraldo, bassist Frank 
Linx, and longtime Benatar drummer 
Myron Grombacher warmed up with 
a little generic bluesy vamp (calis- 
thenics for the band and audience), 
Benatar made her entrance and the 
band launched into their first big hit, 
the metal-edged anthem “Heart 
Breaker.” “Ties That Bind,” a rootsi- 
er track from the new disc, came 
next, and by the second verse it 
sounded almost as familiar as any- 
thing from her first album. 

They saved “Love Is a Battlefield” 
for the encore, but “Hit Me with 
Your Best Shot” (which featured a 
little vocal help from four hapless 
young women pulled from the audi- 
ence), “Promises in the Dark,” and 
“Invincible” all figured into a set that 
ended with a rousing version of Be- 
natar’s best song, “Hell Is for Chil- 
dren.” Except for a short, mid-set 
lull brought on by a couple of wa- 
tered-down blues numbers from 
True Love, the group came across as 
a good, solid, hard-workin’ Ameri- 
can bar band with a trace of faded 
hippie-ism (Giraldo kept a stick of 
incense burning on his mike stand 
for the whole set) and a talented, 
charismatic singer.

THE COX FAMILY: 
SWEET DELIVERANCE 


There’s a special kind of music folks 
make when they’re imitating the 
sound of their god — the joyful noise 
of gospel, the yelps and mantras of 
tribal songs. And there’s the tender 
grace of the Cox Family, who croon 
sweetly to their heavenly ideal on Ev- 
erybody’s Reaching Out for Someone 
(Rounder). Their music is undeniably 
celestial. 

Which isn’t to say they’re the most 
expert instrumentalists. On the al- 
bum, newgrass diva Alison Krauss 
and Union Station band members 
play masterfully, but in person at 
Johnny D’s on June 17, the Cox 
Family picked their own instruments 
with a charming adequacy. The in- 
strumental arrangements serve as 
mere accompaniment to the five-part 
harmonies that weave together a fine 
shroud of song. What was served up 
live was a delectably honest, matter- 
of-fact approach to good tunes. 

Aside from their recording and 
their performances, what the family 
do best is pick or write material that 
suits their hill-country Cajun gra- 
ciousness. Hailing from Cotton Val- 
ley, Louisiana (population 1130), 
they exemplify small-town life. Their 
voices are shaped by familiarity and 
closeness. On songs like “Cry Baby 
Cry” (written by Sidney Cox), they 
mix their harmonies about leaving a 
love in a way that avoids any messy 
desperation that would cloud the nar- 
rator’s resolve. Suzanne sings in a 
clear, steady voice that wavers not an 
inch. The harmony provided by Eve- 
lyn and Sidney dapples the tune with 
dark shadows. 

“Why Not Confess,” a sad song 
that borders on a hymn in structure, 
is sung in the classic thin country 
voice of Willard “Pa” Cox. As his 
voice strains against the higher notes, 
his passion for singing carries him 
through. The harmonies are bleached 
of all pretense. “Pardon Me” is an 
upbeat bluegrass number that soars 
on the sharp-cut vocals of Suzanne. 
On “Backroads,” the singing’ seems 
to tap around the melody without 
spotlighting it. Even in the melan- 
choly of the song’s keening, there’s a 
sense of refreshment. 

In person, the Coxes run a loose 
show, telling jokes, remarking on 
Northern culture, discussing which 
song to play next. They create the ease | 
of their back porch on stage. At times 
the show’s slow pacing was bother- 
some, but the reverent beauty of “Blue 
Bayou,” “There’s Nothing Else I Can 

o,” and “Lord Don’t Give Up on 
Me” redeemed all. When the four 
principals were joined by Marie “Ma” 
Cox for “Ring of Clover,” the musical 
strength of this united family was 
chilling — skill and human intimacy 
became one and the same. 

Repeatedly, live and on album, 
their ability to carve the harmonies 
from a song, as if they were working 
in marble, sets them apart from other 
groups. Such remarkable ability is the 
Cox Family’s deliverance.

speaker yammer in gentle tongues as the 
tune fades. Another gulp of wind and 
they’re in Jimmy Smith’s turf, turning up 
the slow heat of “B.K.’s Broiler” — and 
they ain’t talkin’ Burger King. 

Yeah, the 40-year-old Brooklyn-born 
Katz has a song called “Contrition,” but 
as a player, the current Boston-area resi- 
dent has nothing to be contrite about. 
Katz is simply a first-class musician who, 
so far, has been mostly visible around 
town as a sideman, playing in Ronnie 
Earl’s Broadcasters and with Mighty Sam 
McClain’s band (in which Entress and 
Barry also play). 

To fans who regularly attend the Mc- 
Clain and Earl gigs, Katz’s contributions to 
both are obvious and distinct. In fact, Mc- 
Clain’s sets usually include a new song 
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called “Got To Have Your Love” that’s 
nearly a dead-ringer for “Contrition”; it 
draws added electricity from his power- 
house deep-soul voice. And since Katz 
joined Earl’s outfit, they’ve started playing 
Coltrane and Ellington tunes, and Earl’s 
stretched his blues mastery to include dis- 
sonant chords and trills, and runs based on 
outright jazz scales. 

Because of his local gigs, it was easy to 
peg Katz as a blues, soul, R&B kind of guy 
until Crescent Crawl, where he comes off 
as a masterful jack-of-all-styles. Which he 
is. In the past, he’s played everything from 
rock to gospel. (FYI, Billy Preston’s “Will 
It Go ’Round in Circles,” the ’70s defini- 
tive pop organ hit, springs out at the al- 
bum’s end, followed by a pretty harmonic 
reconstruction of “Just a Closer Walk with 
Thee.”) It’s also worth noting that he’s a 
pupil of the New England Conservatory’s 
hippest piano instructor, New York City 
virtuoso Geri Allen. And that though she 
tutors him in the more complex architec- 
tures of state-of-the-art jazz, she’s also a 
fan of his earthier side and has encouraged 
his roots-oriented writing. 

Which is only right. After all, it’s his 
down-in-the-mud ability to connect with 
his audience via rhythm and melody that 
makes even his most fanciful departures 
stick and stay. And his local shows as a 
leader, which are occurring with greater 
frequency, are a fusion — if you’ll pardon 
that word — of classic jazz, blues, bebop, 
free playing, gospel, driving R&B, and, 
well, fusion. 

So Katz is that rare creative force who 
can draw the American Express and the 
Dudley #1 bus crowds together and make 
them both leave happy. But don’t take my 
word for it. Play Crescent Crawl’s “Buzz 
Cut” and listen to how wide a shuffling 
boogie-woogie can spread its arms with a 
little help from a swing/bop/Texas-honk 
hybrid of a sax line and a freewheeling pi- 
ano pounder. Then let the CD slide on 
into “One Way Ticket” to dig Katz’s sim- 
mering and swinging crawl through post- 
cool jazz. I’m tellin’ ya, he’s downhome 
and uptown all at once, and that’s a win- 
ning combination. Q

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Inspired by the likes of early David Bowie and T-Rex, 
and citing influences as varied as The Pretenders, The 
Smiths, and Kate Bush, Suede has an ability to take 
the best elements of the 60’s (to write a great three- 
minute pop song), the 70’s (the style, nostalgia and 

. feel of the music), and the 80’s (the guitar driven 
sound), and bring them together to create a sound that 
is truly the 90’s. 
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Inclined is a young California trio that features a peppery 
blend of rock, funk, and hip-hop rhythms written and 
played in the context of a 3-piece rock band. The group's 
earthy, funky approach places them alongside such 
musical contemporaries as Blues Traveler, Phish, and 
The Spin Doctors, but their well-honed musicianship 
also sets them apart as a uniquely developed band. 
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The Cranberries debut release, Everybody Else Is Doing 
It, So Why Can’t We? is a tuneful treasure of wistful, 
melodic songs. Hailing from Limerick, Ireland their 
sound is that of a finely tuned guitar band, with jangles 
in all the right places. Initial comparisons to the Sundays 
and the Cocteau Twins can be expected, but The 
Cranberries individuality will soon shine through. 
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Born in a suburb of London, Dina Carroll offers an 
interesting twist on the British Invasion. Singing 
professionally since the age of 17, this dynamic and 
soulful chanteuse co-wrote eight of the ten songs on So 
Close with producer Nigel Lowis, showcasing her 
powerful vocal range on ballads and uptempo R&B 
flavored pop songs. 
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British troubadour Martyn Joseph takes his first shot at 
the U.S. market with his Epic debut Being There. The 
album offers 12 tracks of high quality, sophisticated folk/ 
rock, highlighted by a wry lyrical depth, and delivered in 
a powerful yet understated manner. 
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Captain Hollywood AKA Tony Harrison, originally from 
Detroit now living in Germany, began his career as a 
dancer/choreographer for LaToya Jackson, Kim Wilde 
and the Pasadenas. Love Is Not Sex is his first album 
and has exploded across Europe with the top ten singles 
“More & More”, “Only With You”, and “Rhythm Of Life’. 
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When Kelly Willis sings, she is transformed into one of 
the most powerful, intensely emotional artists in any 
style of music. On her new album, Kelly Willis focuses all 
the attention where she prefers it - on her music. With a 
collection of songs tailor-made for her and sterling 
instrumental support, she sings with more strength, 
more freedom and more emotion than ever before. 
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To say that Tool is hard-core alternative, rock project is 
to pigeonhole this incredible band in a spot too small by 
at least half. These guys are consummate musicians.

the reunited Velvet Under- 

ground’s June European 

tour, I posed the inevitable 

question to Maureen Tuck- 
er. After 25 years during which the band’s 
reputation has risen to mythic heights, 
were they taking a risk by putting it on the 
line, right out there on stage? 

Her answer was immediate: “We’re 
gonna kick ass.” And so the VU set out to 
renew their claim on rock history, but pri- 
marily — as Tucker, Lou Reed, John Cale, 
and Sterling Morrison all said — to have 
fun. 

In their creative heyday, artistic respect 
and commercial success eluded the Velvet 
Underground, which Reed and Cale 
formed in 1964 and Andy Warhol 
| launched by recording the band and fea- 
| turing them in his “Exploding Plastic In- 
| evitable” multimedia parties. By the time 
| the final edition of the band broke up, in 
| 1971, there were no original members in 
| the line-up, which was built around Bosto- 
| nians Doug Yule and Willie Alexander. But 
| they left one of rock’s greatest song cata- 
| logues, including Reed-penned master- 
| pieces like “Heroin” and “Sweet Jane.” 
| After a month’s rehearsals in May and 
| an opening date on June 1 in Edinbor- 
ough, I caught up with the Velvets as they 
| were about to meet their largest audience 
| ever at the 12,000-seat Wembley Arena on 
| June 6. With little fanfare, the band took 
| the stage wearing mostly black, but they 
| did face the audience — contrary to their 
| early performing style — sans shades. 
| They began with the group’s traditional set 
| opener, “Real Good Time Together,” fol- 
lowed by one of their signature songs, 
“Venus in Furs,” which rekindled the orig- 
inal’s menace with Cale’s familiar viola- 
driven soundscape.

tars. “Afterhours” followed, and Moe 
Tucker’s unaffected vocals showed well 
amid a gentle, fuller arrangement. 

Andy Warhol would have loved the VU’s 
new version of his favorite, “All Tomor- 
row’s Parties.” Cale dominated, singing 
the late chanteuse Nico’s part with grace 
and power, playing some lacerating elec- 
tric piano. The Velvets continued to deliv- 
er the goods with a radically reworked 
“Some Kinda Love,” which was highlight- 
ed by an extended improvisatory con- 
frontation between Cale’s manic keyboard 
arpeggios and Reed’s shrieking, piercing 
guitar leads. 

Short but powerful, “I'll Be Your Mir- 
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ror” featured Reed’s impassioned vocals 
amid interlocking melodic guitar lines. 
Both that song and “Beginning To See the 
Light” made good use of vocal harmonies 
from Cale and Morrison — never a strong 
suit of the band’s first incarnation. A real 
shocker came next: “The Gift,” for which 
Cale missed not a word in his deadpan de- 
livery of Reed’s lengthy prose-meets-noise 
tale of sexual fixation, paranoia, and death. 

“I Heard Her Call My Name” was an 
isolated disappointment, Reed’s solo lack- 
ing the over-the-top power of the recorded 
version. But “Femme Fatale” made up for 
it, as Cale’s lush Welsh baritone again 
evoked the spirit of former collaborator 
Nico. The obscure “Hey Mr. Rain” be- 
came a psychedelic juggernaut built 
around Cale’s howling viola, Reed’s East- 
ern scalar runs and coruscating feedback, 
and Tucker’s tabla-like drumming. 

The VU then delivered two of their 
definitive classics: “Sweet Jane” and “White 
Light/White Heat.” True to their original 
recorded presentations, both showcased 
Reed’s heartfelt vocals. Tucker sang lead 
for “I’m Sticking with You,” which featured 
their gorgeous four-part harmony vocals. 
“Black Angel’s Death Song” brought us 
back to 1965, centered as it was on Cale’s 
swirling, scraping viola. Morrison, solid

throughout on guitar and bass, added sinu- 
ous leads hewn from tone clusters, then a 
driving solo to a rolling, majestic “Rock ’n’ 
Roll.” Reed took another turn at his own 
steely guitar playing when the noisy rocker 
“I Can’t Stand It” closed the set. 

In two encores, “Waiting for My Man” 
became a Cale song, powered by his voice 
and furious staccato piano; “Heroin” hit 
further heights, with strong dynamics led 
by Tucker’s perfectly economical heart-of- 
the-beat drumming. A new song, the enig- 
matic “Coyote,” set a moody closing tone 
that was maintained by Reed’s bittersweet 
poetry and Cale’s arching viola melodies in 
“Pale Blue Eyes.” 

Sure, diehards missed “Sister Ray” and 
“What Goes On,” but they were rewarded 
by the imaginative reworking of Velvets 
material — something Cale noted as cru- 
cial to his involvement. From London, the 
tour snaked through Amsterdam, Rotter- 
dam, Hamburg, Berlin, and Prague. In 
Paris, a live album will be recorded for Sire 
Records. And the Glastonbury outdoor fes- 
tival and megastadium shows with U2 are 
scheduled to follow. Plans for a US tour 
are as yet uncertain. As Tucker explained: 
“We always sold much better in Europe, 
together and solo. We haven’t made any 
plans. We'll see how this goes.” Q

he showmen of Chicago’s 
Urge Overkill, who will ap- 
pear at the Paradise on July 
30, create a gaudy rock 
spectacle of fabulous pro- 
portions. “I can be as sincere as the next 
guy,” bassist King Roeser insists, “but sin- 
cerity just doesn’t happen to be what we 
do as Urge Overkill. Rock has always been 
| Outrageous, and we thought that suspen- 
| sion of disbelief was sort of lacking [in un- 
| derground rock] when we started out. We 
| figured, well, James Brown can do it, why 
| can’t we do it?” 

Urge Overkill, who have just released 
| their major-label debut, Saturation (Gef- 
| fen), started out as merely another pretty 

good arty post-punk band with a vague, 
| noisy sound and a non-image. But by the 
| release of 1989’s Jesus Urge Superstar 

(Touch & Go), they had become what the 

doctor ordered: a daring synthesis of ’70s 
| radio rock, ’80s post-punk, and a 
| provocative sense of style derived from 

such suave 50s pop icons as Sammy 
| Davis Jr. and Frank Sinatra. 

It took a while for Urge Overkill to find 
| their audience. I recall an impressive show 

at T.T. the Bear’s where the band, dressed 
| in matching suits with gold “U.O.” medal- 
| lions around their necks, ruled the stage as

if it were Madison Square Garden, all for 
the benefit of a couple dozen nonplussed 
indie rockers. But the release of 1990’s 
full-throttle Americruiser (named after a 
Greyhound bus) marked their ascent to 
underground stardom. 

Like labelmates Sonic Youth, Urge 
Overkill are fascinated (or maybe just 
amused) by the possibilities of plugging 
their instruments into a schizophrenic 


pop-cultural matrix. Whereas Sonic Youth 
dabble with morbid American sensational- 
ism like Charles Manson and Karen Car- 
penter, the exaggerated gestures of Urge 
Overkill point to a realm of synthetic Ve- 
gas show biz and bad cable TV. Their 
monogrammed turtlenecks and trademark 
gold medallions have set a new standard of 
glitz for underground rock performance. 

“It’s only music, it’s not such a big deal, 
and it’s supposed to be fun,” Roeser says 
of the band’s camp sensibility. “We created 
this monster back when no one was look- 
ing, and now everyone’s like, ‘What’s the 
deal with the matching suits and all that?’ 
But now we’re just concerned with getting 
the music to stand on its own.” It’s certain- 
ly true that Urge Overkill’s costumes and 
postures would have become instant gim- 
micks if the band hadn’t backed them up 
with lean, mean rock anthems and strange- 
ly moving power ballads. 

Saturation was produced by the Butcher 
Brothers — Joe and Phil Nicolo, a duo

best known for their work with rap artists 
like Cypress Hill and Schooly-D. Some lis- 
teners may be distressed by the bright 
sheen over the album’s guitar blast, and by 
the way major-label production makes 
singer-guitarist Nash Kato sound sort of 
like Eddie Money. I’d suggest, however, 
that Urge Overkill could do worse than to 
try to trade in their underground credibility 
for the more lasting prestige of pop star- 
dom. Saturation kicks off stylishly with 
“Sister Havana,” a radio anthem that can 
stand with such classics as Money’s “Two 
Tickets to Paradise” and Kiss’s “I Was 
Made for Loving You.” Roeser mentions 
that the “unstructured” production process 
for Saturation included quite a bit of test- 
listening on a car stereo; I bet “Sister Ha- 
vana” would sound supercool booming out 
from the system of a pastel convertible. 

“Positive Bleeding,” which Kato de- 
scribes as “our call-to-arms Urge anthem,” 
recalls such earlier rabble-rousing numbers 
as “The Kids Are Insane” and “What’s 
This Generation Coming To?” Kato puts a 
spin on the formulaic lyrics “Hey, look 
around today/Everything don’t need to be 
the same” with the refrain “You can bleed 
what you wanna bleed/C’mon and bleed.” 
So do these guys mean it, or are they just 
cynical punk-rock pros making a bundle 
off sarcastic pseudo anthems? . 

We may never know — perhaps we’re 
better off just taking catchy guitar tunes at 
face value. This album has a handful of 
those, as well as a few novelties like 
“Dropout,” a rhythm track with voice-over 
that falls somewhere between utter sellout 
and a Tall Dwarves song. The album’s fi- 
nal track, “Heaven 90210,” suggests 
where Urge Overkill’s heart really lies. It’s 
a lovely ballad that would have made a 
good soundtrack for the episode in which 
Dylan and Kelly finally got together alone 
in front of a beach fire. It may be 100 per- 
cent fake, but better Urge Overkill’s guar- 
anteed fake than someone else’s manufac-

Pee Wee Ellis and the J.B.

ramavision Records is 
calling its three recent re- 
leases of mostly instru- 
mental funk — tenor sax- 
ophonist Pee Wee Ellis’s 
Blues Mission, the J.B. Horns’ Funky Good 
Time/Live, and Jim Payne’s New York Funk 
Vol. 1 — its Funk Fest series. Although the 
use of the word “funk” to describe a musi- 
cal style goes back at least as far as the first 
sides by jazz pianist Horace Silver, who 
composed his “Opus de Funk” in the early 





| ’50s, it’s understood to refer here to a style 


pioneered by James Brown in the ’60s and 


| early ’70s, with help from his various musi- 
| cal directors and players. 


This funk, stripped to its essentials, has 


| a spare but emphatic rhythm section, with 
| the bass, guitar, and drums playing off one 
| another rather than doubling lines. The 
| weight usually falls on the bass, whose 
| strong repetitious hook anchors the often 
| stingy funk melodies and supplies the hyp- 
| notic keynote. In this genre, Ellis and the 


J.B. Horns represent historical authentici- 
ty; they’re happy anachronisms still work- 
ing the circuit. New York Funk, which fea- 
tures four separate groups, combines tra-

Ellis’s disc does suffer from two disad- 


| vantages compared with the J.B. Horns’. 
| Not only does it lack a professional vocal- 
| ist — which can make the attention paid 


















to rhythmic exactitude sound like a long 
wind-up with no pitch — but it was 
recorded in a studio. The Horns at least 


have the advantage of an orgasmically ap- 
preciative audience (Japanese, wouldn’t 
you know), which adds a lusty bit of sweat 
to the ambiance. Also, Pee Wee hogs the 
solo space on his album; he could have 
handed more to trumpeter Jack Walrath 
or, even better, guitarist Jean Paul Bourel- 
ly, who has a great nasty sound but with 
the exception of a brief psychedelic spot 
on “Fort Apache” is used mainly for back- 
ground buzz. 

Not that the tenor saxophonist isn’t a 
good player. On his compositions 
“Gotcha!” and “Texas Sweet” (a punning 
reference to the piece’s suite-like struc- 
ture), he squeezes the notes extra tight, 
the way a good funk man should. On the 
title cut, he allows his jazzier, more melod- 
ic persona to come to the fore. And, of 
course, there’s the authenticity factor, with 
the James Brown medley “Cold 
Sweat/Mother Popcorn” to remind us that 
Ellis was present at (or near) the birth. 

On the J.B. Horns front line, Ellis is 
joined by Brown alumni Maceo Parker on 
alto sax and Fred Wesley on trombone. As 
on the Ellis set, there’s much riffing over 
time-tight rhythms, but what makes this 
one more gripping is not only the afore- 
mentioned “live” juice but Parker’s unin- 
hibited funkiness. When Ellis goes for 
broad-gestured blues shouts and insinuat- 
ing soul mewlings (“Blues 4 la LS”), his 
tongue is noticeably in cheek; when Parker 
covers similar ground (as on his “Chil- 
dren’s World”), he comes on like a master 
showman, sans irony. Ellis may be a little 
too sophisticated for his own good. Mean- 
while, Wesley doesn’t have much to do; 
trombone gives a nice bottom to the sec- 
tion work, but it’s not the greatest articu-

here are the groups led by drummers Jim 
Payne and Mike Clark.

Motion set the pace for 
‘Boston’s busy reggae scene

uch of what is called 
“classic reggae” from 
the late ’60s and early 
"70s owes its status to 
the amazing, under- 
| recognized work of studio musicians. Play- 
| ers like keyboardist Jackie Mitto, drummer 
| Leroy “Horsemouth” Wallace, and guitarist 
| Lynn Tate brought with them the warmth 
and buoyancy that characterizes the mu- 
sic’s early sound on records by everybody 
from the young Wailers to Dennis Brown. 
Many studio musicians, in fact, originated 
the famous licks and rhythms that top pro- 
ducers of today like Steely & Clevie 
painstakingly re-create and modernize in 
the studio with synths, samples, drum ma- 
chines, and computer-enhanced bass. 
Computer-style production has grown 
so prevalent since what is now known as 
dancehall began to come into popularity 
around 1985 that the need for live musi- 
cians in reggae has all but been eliminated. 
Even performing legends like drummer 
Sly Dunbar and bassist Robbie Shake- 
speare have revived their careers by be- 
coming high-tech producers. And of the 
younger generation, it seems everybody 
wants to be a singer or a DJ and no one 
| wants to be a musician. 
But the Mattapan-based reggae band 
| Motion defy the trend. Led by 
| drummer/lead vocalist Julien Cumber- 
| batch, with Kenny Isaac (keyboards), and 
| the Beazer brothers (bassist Reggie and 
keyboardist Eddie), this band, originally 
| from St. Croix and Trinidad, are all under 
| 25. The members do everything from 





singing and DJ-ing to playing instruments 
and writing songs. And they’re hot — 
probably the hottest reggae band in town 
right now. 

Motion move easily among genres, from 
the hardcore dancehall style of Buju Ban- 
ton to the traditional roots/rockers of Bob 
Marley, from the smooth R&B/reggae of 
Maxi Priest to the infectious calypso/soca 
of Byron Lee. Even when doing their own 
Aswad-influenced originals, Motion have 
an uncommon air of confidence and com- 
posure, plus a commanding on-stage pres- 
ence that belies their youth. 

“What people don’t understand,” says 
Cumberbatch, “is that reggae has so many 
different forms. There’s rock steady, ska, 
dancehall, the English kind, the Jamaican 
kind, the smaller islands’ reggae, South 
African reggae. They’re all different and 
have a different sound and mean some- 
thing different to the people who listen to 
them. But it’s all reggae. And as young 
kids growing up, we were influenced by all 
of them: whether it’s UB40, Bob Marley, 
or Buju, we try to play all of it.” 

Together for just two years, Motion 
were nominated for a Boston Music 
Award this spring and have already per- 
formed alongside some of reggae’s top 
artists, including Banton, Tony Rebel, 
Capleton, Frankie Paul, and the Wailers 
Band. In fact, Tony Rebel was so im- 
pressed when he worked with the band last 
fall that he requested Motion to back him- 
self and Buju at their huge New Year’s Eve 
show in Rochester, New York. Motion’s 
versatility has helped them carve out an

enviable niche on the local club circuit; 
they gig nearly five nights a week at such 
disparate venues as the Sky Cap Plaza in 
Roxbury, the Tent in Quincy, and Bill’s 
Bar on Lansdowne Street. 

Motion’s recorded output is small thus 
far: a dancehall version of Bobby Brown’s 
“If It Ain’t Good Enough” (Mastermind) 
and their latest, the well-received (by crit- 
ics and college radio) single “Die Without 
You” (Crossover), a cover of the P.M. 
Dawn original. The group are currently 
finishing their first “official” demo tape for 
shopping to independent and major labels. 
But they’re in no hurry to sign a record 
deal if it curtails the their broad musical 
interests or dilutes their authentic sound. 

“What we’re trying to do is create a 
space for ourselves: not necessarily roots, 
not necessarily dancehall,” says Cumber- 
batch. “Using different types of music that 
we've been influenced by, we mix a lot of 
R&B and jazz with reggae. We’re trying to 


make a market for reggae where it doesn’t 
have to be either this or that: it’s music, 
reggae-influenced music, and we’re trying 
to get our own feel and our own sound.” 

Although reggae, particularly dancehall, 
has seen its share of controversies recently 
(sex-and-violence lyrics versus the spiritu- 
al and politically flavored themes of “cul- 
ture” style), Cumberbatch hopes that as 
different types of reggae artists reach a 
new, younger American audience, the out- 
moded perceptions of “positive-versus- 
negative” music will begin to fade. 

“I think people should look at reggae 
the same way they look at any type of mu- 
sic. Whether you want to say Buju is ‘neg- 
ative’ and Tony is ‘positive,’ or Bob Mar- 
ley’s ‘positive’ and anything dancehall is 
‘negative,’ it’s the same with any other 
form of music: there’s always someone 
saying something ‘positive’ and someone 
saying something ‘negative.’ You just have 
to accept it.” Q

**xx Joey DeFrancesco, LIVE 
AT THE FIVE SPOT (Columbia). 
Young organist DeFrancesco 
leads an all-star date with blues 
masters galore and his idol and 
mentor, Brother Jack McDuff. The 
jolly full-length set unwinds as a 
well-planned dream jam featuring 
a slew of tenor men (one at a time: 
Illinois Jacquet, Houston Person, 
Grover Washington Jr., and Kirk 
Whalum) and duelling Hammond 
B3s from DeFrancesco and 
McDuff. 

The raw exuberance and sense 
of power that comes from driving 
the big instrument is magnified by 
JDF’s own hyperkinetic persona: 
he jiggles the stops, jacks up the 
volume, jerks through chattering, 
shuddering explosions. And that’s 
on the easy-paced “Embraceable 
You” and “All of Me,” with Jacquet 
guesting as organ-trio veteran par 
excellence. A fast version of 
Coltrane’s “Impressions” with 
Whalum is strictly wail city. More 
horn interaction after the heraldic 
opening octet track and another 
trio track with cookin’ guitar and 
drums might have better balanced 
the date. But it’s the kid’s party, 
and he’s having fun.

** Deborah Henson-Conant, 
BUDAPEST (Unity). This is rea/ 
jazz harp — in other words, 
plucked, not blown. The music 
even has some Latin blood in it 
(though it was recorded in Hun- 
gary). The first couple of tunes, 
“Coqueta” and the title track, chug 
along well, thanks in part to 
George Jinda’s mountain of per- 
cussion. But on the whole, Buda- 
pest doesn’t seem designed to 
occupy the foreground. 

That's not to say it’s elevator 
fare. Bostonian Henson-Conant 
pulls some miraculous sounds out 
of her instrument, including rapid- 
fire chords and uncannily guitar- 
like bent notes, though her best 
playing (on the introspective 
“Nature Girl”) is more traditional, 
steering clear of technical trickery. 
Unfortunately, her vocalizing is not 
so enjoyable. Yeah, it’s kinda ethe- 
real, but one example would have 
been enough. To make matters 
worse, Jinda’s grooves on the lat- 
ter half of the album become 
rather ersatz; the result is border- 
line Holiday Inn.

*** Wendy James, NOW AIN’T 
THE TIME FOR YOUR TEARS 
(Geffen). This is unquestionably 
the best Elvis Costello album in 
seven years, both a return to form 
musically (full of the classic pop 
tunes that he hasn't written since 
breaking up the Attractions) and a 
step forward lyrically.

He gave these otherwise 
unrecorded songs (some written 
with his wife and former Pogue 
Cait O'Riordan) to the ex-—Trans- 
vision Vamp singer, who performs 
them with an Attractions-type band 
including Attractions drummer 
Pete Thomas. And her voice is the 
weak link, sounding too chirpy and 
mannered to do the songs justice 
(Aimee Mann or Chrissie Hynde 
would have been better choices, 
and Hynde could use the materi- 
al). Of course, if Costello himself 
had recorded these songs, he’d 
probably have slowed them ail 
down and put 20 keyboards and a 
string quartet on them, so count 
your blessings.

RIVER (Polydor). If this were 
1979, you could file this under 
new-wave melodic pop/rock with a 
ton of hooks, models of succinct of 
unpretentious songcraft played 
mostly by a basic and unobtrusive 
guitar-and-rhythm outfit.

**1/2 Peter Rowan, AWAKE ME 
IN THE NEW WORLD (Sugar 
Hill). Taking a break from 30 years 
of bluegrass, the Wayland-bred 
Rowan offers what's likely one of 
our final observations on the 
Columbus quincentennial, a con- 
cept album sung from cabin boy 
Pulcinelia’s point of view. From the 
exotic opening strains of Dakota 
cedar flute and light percussion, 
soft romanticism supplants 
Rowan’'s usual intensity. Flamenco 
guitar and free Caribbean rhythms 
contrast the Old and New Worlds; 
bits of Indian-like chanting recall 
his classic “Land of the Navajo.” 

Tish Hinojosa’s soprano sweet- 
ens the romantic feel when Pul- 
cinella finds love among Rowan’s 
idealized Indians. His fellow 
Spaniards bring “the god who cru- 
cifies,” so Pulcinella sheds Christi- 
anity’s doctrine of original sin in 
favor of the natives’ original salva- 
tion. Although his most dramatic 
writing was in the early ‘70s, 
Rowan’'s rich tenor has sustained 
much of its warm, golden tone.

*** Dillon Fence, OUTSIDE IN 
(Mammoth). In love with their gui- 
tars almost to a fault, Dillon Fence 
have, on their second album, cre- 
ated a collection of homegrown 


six-string-driven songs filled with 
instantly attractive melodies and 
harmonies. From the guileless pop 
of ballads like “Any Other Way” to 
the heavier, louder “Waking Up” 
and the melancholic instrumental 
“Union Groove,” Dillon Fence 
sound like a well-groomed garage 
band. 

What doesn’t work is the self- 
indulgence: “Collapsis” starts out 
sweetly, full of warm, Beach Boys 
harmonies, but ultimately does 
what the title portends, collapsing 
into too much overweening guitar. 
Producer Lou Giordano (Belly, 
Sugar) has taken a hands-off 
approach that benefits the live, 
raw edge of most of the songs, 
and singer Greg Humphries has a 
voice that can croon smoothly or 
turn to sandpaper when he reach- 
es for the high notes. But that fits 
the rough-hewn music; it really 
does sound as if it were being 
played from inside a garage.

**1/2 Luther Vandross, NEVER 
LET ME GO (Epic). !f Michael 
Jordan were an R&B singer, he’d 
be Luther Vandross: an untouch- 
able talent whom his peers readily 
acknowledged as the best. And 
sometimes, when you're the 
decade's definitive leading male 
vocalist, you just feel like coasting 
a bit. Granted, even when Luther 
takes the night off, he’s still amaz- 
ing. Nevertheless, it’s a disap- 
pointment when his latest turns 
out to be an unchallenging 
snooze. 

“Little Miracles” is the vaguely 
gospelish, downbeat first single. 
The seamiess, lush “Love Me 
Again” is vintage Luther: “I loved 
you, you left me, but | still want 
you anyway.” “Too Far. Down” is 
the album's only depressing-but- 
great ballad. Too many tracks — 
“Heaven Knows,” “Can't Be Doin’ 
That Now,” “Emotion Eyes,” “Lady, 
Lady” — are sing-by-the-numbers, 
mid-tempo filler. 

After his dramatic reworkings of 
campy covers like “Superstar,” 
“Love Won't Let Me Wait,” and “I 
Who Have Nothing,” we’ve come 
to expect Luther to flex on some 
schlock and make it brand new. 
This time out, he tackles the Bee 
Gees’ “How Deep Is Your Love,” 
but it doesn’t work; the original is 
just too painful, and Luther gives it 
a straight reading. Better is “Never 
Let Me Go,” a Johnny Ace cover 
that proves recording an album of 
standards could give Luther the 
vocal and creative challenges he

**x* Lucky Dube, VICTIMS 
(Shanachie). Dube began as an 
oddity on the disco-mad South 
African pop scene. Now, as his 
fifth record hits the market, he’s 
one of reggae’s brightest lights 
worldwide. South African social 
change offers rich soil for reggae’s 
signature blend of moral outrage 
and visionary zeal. Refining his art 
on this album, Dube offers more 
parables of individuals struggling 
against social injustice: forbidden 
love in “Lovers in a Dangerous 
Time,” the plight of children in 
“Little Heroes,” black-on-black vio- 
lence in “Victims.” 

His powerful voice, husky like 
Peter Tosh’s in the low registers, 
rises to a soulful falsetto, and it 


always provides a strong foil to the 
gospel shimmer of his female 
back-up singers. All of Dube’s 
albums share signature melodic 
ideas, and the woozy flute/key- 
board sound that he has used 
since he began — prominent here 
on the soul ballad “You Know 
(Where To Find Me)” — has be- 
come the overriding cliché of 
African reggae. Fortunately, he 
reins it in a little here, favoring 
some new textures, like the metal 
guitar on “Soldiers for Righteous- 
ness.”

** Best Kissers in the World, 
PUDDIN’ (MCA). After a success- 
ful double-bill stint with Social 
Distortion that swept through 
Boston last year, Best Kissers 
finally make their major-label 
debut with Puddin’, a five-song EP 
that shows the strengths and 
weaknesses of the Portland 
(Oregon) foursome. 

The band kick off on the right 
note with the hook-laden single 
“Picken’ Flowers For,” with gui- 
tarist Jimmy Paulson pulling a 
page from the Ramones’ song- 
book. The band also rock out on 
“60 Seconds.” Then mediocrity 
sets in, revealing Gerald Colliers’s 
limitations as a singer and song- 
writer. The final songs use the 
same straight-ahead rock formula, 
but that formula is stretched so 
tight that guitar riffs which shone 
brightly in concert appear heavy- 
handed and begin to mirror Spinal 
Tap.

*x*x* Eddie Kirkland, ALL 
AROUND THE WORLD (Deluge). 
Guitarist and singer Eddie Kirkland 
is a classic blues character. He’s a 
paunchy little guy in a turban who, 
at 65, runs around stage like a 
madman, tears off mighty riffs and 
solos, and hollers out vocals like a 
kid at a fish fry. Hence his adopted 
nickname “Mr. Energy Man.” He 
also criss-crosses the country on a 
constant string of one-nighters, 
driving and repairing his own run- 
down van. But it’s good-groove 
numbers like “Live with It,” a funky 
dance-floor magnet, that make 
him so appealing on stage. 

The big news on this album is 
that John Lee Hooker sits in for 
two songs, but they’re so relaxed 
they come off as lazy jams. 
Kirkland is better alone, and since 
this is his best-sounding recording, 
you get to hear an underrated 
vocalist soar with clarity for the 
first time. Highlights: “Pick Up the 
Pieces,” a powerful soul-singing 
workout bolstered by a very sym- 
pathetic tenor-sax break and Dave 
Maxwell’s Hammond B-3; “Love 
Don’t Love Nobody,” which also 
rides the soul train; the title track; 
and album closer “Someone To 
Stand by Me,” a bit of testifying 
over his trademark staccato pick- 
ing. 
Please note that with other fine 
recent albums by Zora Young, 
Pinetop Perkins, and Hans 
Thessink, this new Maine-based 
label is on its way to building a 
solid catalogue.

For most moviegoers, Walt Disney's career got 
started in 1928 with the debut of Mickey 
Mouse in STEAMBOAT WILLIE.

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ACE Any serve that is delivered in such a manner that the opponents are unable to receive it, and a point is scored. 
APPROACH: A hitters movernent tc get underneath the set to hit. 

ATTACKsThe act of jumping into the air to hit the ball fromm above the level of the top of the net, into the opponent's court. 
BALL-HANDLING: A term used for all fundamental skills. | 
“BALL-ONI"™: A call made when a ball from another court rolls on to a specific court during play. The call may be made by the players or 
a referee. Play stops immediately, and the ball is served over again by the same team. 

BLOCK: An attempt by a defensive player to obstruct or intercept an offerisive hit at the net. It is illegal to reach over the net. 

BUMP (OR Pass): A technique.of playing the ball. using forearms, hands together, to direct the ball in a desired direction. 

BUMP S&T A forearm pass using a set. 

BYE: A position usually given to a seeded team in a tournament so that designated team may be moved out and played in later rounds. 
CATCH: Alowing the ball to come to rest in any part or parts of the body. Illegal in all forms of power vollyball. 

CLEAN: Ball that comes out of the hands from a set or dig, that is termed clean, or legal (not thrown). 

COBRA SHOT (OR POKS): This is an off speed shot, hit with a closed hand on the tip of the fingers or knuckles, which usually goes 
deep into court over the opponents head. 

COURT SENSE: Knowing were you are on the court at all times. A feel for where the ball will go, if it will be in or out. 

COVER: Most often refers to backing up partner's hit when block is up and the ball comes glancing back. 

CROSS-COURT SHOT: An offensive hit in which a player, instead of hitting with power, slices the ball just over and nearly parallel with 
the net. 

DBUCE: Term for any point tally in which both teams are.dead-locked and need two points to win. 

DIG (OR. SAVH)Ball brought up with use of closed hand, wrist, forearm or forearms. Usually refers to ball brought up from hard driven 
spike. 

DINKA offensive tactic in which the hitter, instead of spiking the ball, drops it just over the net, or over the blocker’s hands. 

“DIVEI": A call to your partner to save, or bring a ball up. A defensive technique employed to increase the forward range motion 
FOOT-FAULT:. Stepping on the end line while serving. 

“HE’S UPI”/“SHE’S UPI”: A call letting your partner know that a bock is up when you are hitting. 

“HUITI” Calling your partner to hit the set on offense. An attack on which the ball is hit with force to prevent opponents from returning. 
“PM UPI". Letting your partner know that, after making a defensive save, you can get up and hit a set. 

“VM WITH YOU!" ctting your partner know that while he/she is chasing down a ball from a dig, you are right behind. 
“MIDDLEI"_stting your partner know where to set you on the net. 

OFF HAND SIDE Fight hand player, playing on the right hand side. Ball comes across body on set to hit. 

“ONEI"s Call made by a blocker of the ball if touched at the net in attempting to stop a spike. This lets partner know the ball has been 
contacted once. 

ON ONG: Refers to player hitting the ball after first hit or bump. 

“ON TOPI": Letting your partner know that the ball or set is right on top of the net. 

“OVERI™: Usually refers to player calling to partner that the set is coming over. Also refers to a foul called wnen a player reaches over the 
plane of the net when blocking, hitting, or faking a hit. 

“RIGHT ONI": Same as “On 70>". 

“SANDI": A call made by a player to alert referee that sand needs to be removed from the body. It does not count as a time -out. 
SED: To arrange the drawing for positions in a tournament so that the more skilled Competitors meet only in the latter rounds. There are 
four tears seeded in a 32-team tournament, and eight teams seeded in a 64-team tournament. 

SHOOT: A two-handed set used as a quick shot over the net whether as a dink or deep placement shot. Often used deliberately in return- 
ing a soft hit, or in the second contact of the ball if the offensive team feels the defensive team is out of position. 

SPIKG@: Same as *-~". Other terms that mean the same are: bury, crush, hammer, kill, but away, slam. 

SWEEP: A term used when the blocker wants to take away an offensive player's angle or cross-court hit. 

TAPED: A ball that hits top of net and goes over. 

THROW: A bail that is caught. or not cleanly hit. Excessive topspin, sidespin, or backspin. Usually pertains to mishandled set with
